Of note, 
the team boxes have been expanded to the 
20-yard lines, so media should remain at least 
five-yards from the bench areas. 


Press Box Services 

All media members will be provided with 
access to game notes via EMUEagles.com. 
To limit touch points, EMU will not be print- 
ing game notes or stats unless requested. 
Following the game, a complete post-game 
statistics package will be distributed via 
email and will contain a scoring summary, 
final team statistics, final individual statistics, 
complete play-by-play, drive charts for both 
halves, halftime statistics, defensive statis- 
tics, substitution chart, post-game quotes 
and post-game notes.

Failure to 
abide by this will result in your removal from 
the press box.

For the first time since 1977, multiple Eastern Michigan University football student-athletes had their dreams come true at the 2023 National 
Football League (NFL) Draft held outside of Union Station in Kansas City, Mo., April 27-29. Offensive lineman Sidy Sow was selected by the New 
England Patriots in the fourth round (117th overall), while defensive end Jose Ramirez was selected by the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in the sixth 
round (196th overall). 

The duo marked the first time in 46 years that multiple EMU players have been drafted in the same season. That year, Mark Carter went to the 
Miami Dolphins in the 10th Round (264 overall) and Jim Stansik headed to the San Diego Chargers in the 12th Round (319 overall). Eastern also 
had multiple players taken in the 1972, 1973, and 1974 NFL Drafts. 

In 1972, Dave Pureifory was picked by the Green Bay Packers in the Sixth Round (142 overall), while Will Foster (Philadelphia Eagles - Seventh 
Round - 170 overall), Larry Ratcliff (Philadelphia Eagles - Eighth Round - 196 overall), and Sam Elmore (New England Patriots - 13th Round - 325 
overall) also heard their names called. 

During the 1973 Draft, Bill Dulac (Los Angeles Rams - Seventh Round - 167) and Ron Fernandes (Miami Dolphins - 10th Round - 260 overall) 
were both ushered into the professional ranks. Then in 1974, Jim Pietrzak (New York Giants - Sixth Round - 132), Dave Boone (Minnesota Vikings 
- 11th Round - 285 overall), and Frank Kolch (Pittsburgh Steelers - 13th Round - 333 overall) joined the exclusive club as draft picks.

Taylor Powell threw his first professional TD July 
13, 2023 for the Hamilton Tiger-Cats (via CFL) 
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Rynearson Stadium begins its 55th season as the home venue for the 
Eastern Michigan University football team in 2024-25. Opened in 1969, 
the facility is named for the late Elton J. Rynearson, Sr., who coached 
football at Eastern Michigan for 26 seasons. His teams compiled a re- 
cord of 114-58-15. In one six-year period, from 1925-30, Rynearson’s 
teams won 40 games, tied two and lost just four. 

The first game played in Rynearson Stadium was Sept. 27, 1969, when 
Eastern Michigan upset the University of Akron, 10-3. The stadium was 
dedicated a few weeks later on Oct. 25, 1969, when EMU lost, 17-7, to 
the University of Tampa. 

Over three million fans have seen EMU play in Rynearson. In 28 of the 
53 years, Eastern has averaged more than 11,000 fans per home date. 
The 1995 season proved to be the record-breaking year for Rynearson 
Stadium attendance. A single-game record crowd of 25,009 was on 
hand, Sept. 16, 1996, to watch the Eagles dismantle UNLV, 51-6. That 
four-game ‘95 season also proved to be a best for season average at- 
tendance of 22,602. 

Rynearson Stadium is set up for a capacity of 30,200 with the ability to 
expand for larger crowds. The stadium originally held 15,500, but addi- 
tional seating and lighting were added in 1974 when the now-defunct 
Detroit Wheels used the facility for their World Football League games. 
The additional seating in 1974 brought the capacity to 22,227. During 
the summer of 1992, seating was added on the east side to bring capac- 
ity to the current total of 30,200. 

Built for an approximate cost of $1.4 million in 1969, Rynearson Sta- 
dium underwent a major renovation project in 1991 and 1992, which 
included installation of a StadiaTurf field, a new team building, an addi- 
tional 10,000-plus seats, new bathroom facilities and concession stands, 
an expanded press box and state-of-the-art scoreboard were added at 
a cost of approximately $13 million. 

The playing field was originally natural grass. A sand-filled artificial 
surface, StadiaTurf, was installed in 1991. The StadiaTurf surface was re- 
placed in May 1998, by an AstroTurf artificial surface. A FieldTurf surface 
was installed in the summer of 2005 and replaced again in 2014 when 
the color was switched to gray. 

The press box is located on the top of the west-side stands. A second 
level was added as part of the renovations in 1991. The working media 
utilize the lower level while the top level is the University’s hospitality 
area for the stadium. 

The $20 million Incarnati Athletic Center was added to the north end- 
zone in 2019 after the team building was demolished prior to the 2018 
season. 
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Elton J. Rynearson, former athletic 
director and coach at Eastern Michigan 
University, died Feb. 8, 1967. “Rynie” 
coached every varsity sport at one time or 
another during his 46 years of service to 
the University. 

In his 28 years as head football coach, 
Rynearson compiled a won-lost-tied re- 
cord of 114-58-15, including one stretch 
from 1925 to 1933 when his teams lost only 
six games. 

In 1968, the Rynearson Scholar-Athlete Award was founded in 
his memory. It is given annually to the EMU football player who 
best combines athletic ability and scholastic excellence.

Toughness. Pride. Resilience. These key 
words have come to describe Eastern Michigan 
University Head Football Coach Chris 
Creighton’s program. They are also terms 
befitting the proud residents of southeastern 
Michigan and their hard-working demeanor. 

Inspired by this region of the state and 
the student-athletes’ own backgrounds, the 
team has challenged itself to be “E Tough,” 
committed to great effort, sacrifice and 
triumphing in the face of adversity. In this spirit, 
the team has nicknamed Rynearson Stadium 
“The Factory,” a place where coaches and staff 
will go to work each day to help “E Tough” 
student-athletes become scholars, leaders, 
champions and impact men. “The Factory” is 
highlighted by Division | Football's first gray 
FieldTurf playing surface. 

Since taking over reigns of EMU Football 
in December 2013, Creighton has rallied the 
program to "close the gap" between its current 
status and the pursuit of its true potential. 
He has studied the school, its surroundings, 
recruiting base and the current student- 
athletes. The one common thread throughout 
has been an uncommon ‘toughness’ that 
permeates the program. 

"We are proud of who we are, where we 
are from and what we represent," Creighton 
added. "We know that being a part of the 
Eastern Michigan football team requires a 
great commitment. We will train, practice and 
play with an uncommon intensity. The bonds 
that form the team are incredibly deep. Game 
days will be an expression of this powerful 
experience and that is why we will play with 
such deep passion and resolve." 


In this spirit, the program’s E Tough mentality 
represents: 


Team first 

Obsessed with getting better 
Unwavering in adversity

The concept of the “EMU Gray” field was 
born during one of the squad's notoriously 
intense winter workouts in 2014. Then-Director 
of Sports Performance, Ron McKeefery, 
challenged the team to an outdoor practice 
on the snow-covered Rynearson Stadium 
field rather than the warm confines of their 
indoor practice facility. True to their E Tough 
demeanor, the team accepted the challenge. 
Throughout each drill of the bitter cold 
practice, Creighton delivered the message that 
EMU Football has the will to compete against 
"anyone, anytime and anywhere... even ona 
parking lot covered with broken glass." Inspired 
by his team’s toughness and commitment that 
day, Creighton’s idea of an “EMU Gray” field was 
born and soon shared with administrators. 

The new look within Rynearson Stadium, 
and moniker, “The Factory” serves as visual 
and name recognition for the program's ideals. 
They are a constant reminder to the student- 
athletes that being E Tough means coming 
ready to roll up their sleeves and to never give 
in or let up. 

"Our colors are green and white but our 
collars are blue," said Creighton. "The Factory 
is where our coaching staff goes to work and 
our players develop. It is our home and one 


that we will protect. When opponents come 
to The Factory we want to make it known that 
they are in for a 60-minute fight. Our goal is to 
make it one of the toughest places to play in 
the Mid-American Conference." 

Utilizing the colors gray, green and white, 
the Block E logo is at the 50-yard line while the 
logo for the MAC adorns the field as well. The 
playing surface is gray with white hashmarks 
and numbers, while the end zones are green 
with the word "EASTERN". 

Southeastern Michigan has long been 
viewed as one of the most significant 
manufacturing centers in the country, and 
the iconic ‘Automotive Capital of the World.’ 
Despite battling difficult times in recent 
years, local communities’ toughness and 
resilience has been on display, as the region is 
experiencing a dramatic rebirth. 

EMU football student-athletes come from 
these communities and have brought this 
toughness to the team. 

Ypsilanti has its own proud history in the 
automobile and manufacturing industries. The 
city was the home of Apex Motors, Preston 
Tucker and his Preston ‘48, and the last Hudson 
automobile dealership. The nearby Willow Run 
manufacturing complex played a critical role in 
producing B-24 “Liberator” heavy bombers in 
the early years of World War Il. It was also at this 
location that Rose Will Monroe, the film and 
poster representation of “Rosie the Riveter,” 
actually worked as a riveter before becoming 
the manufacturing icon of the era. 


When Head Coach Chris Creighton came onboard 
in 2014 he helped establish some new EMU 
initiatives. 


- The Wrench - a 51-pound pipe wrench given to 
Coach Creighton. It helps serve as a symbol of the 
team’s mission to “close the gap.’ The tool’s vices 
represent the gap. 


- The Wall - prior to running onto the field at home 
games EMU will break through a cinder block wall. 


- Hammers of the Week - the coaching staff will 
select hammers of the week for the big hit of the 


week. The selected players will have their number 
put on the sledge hammers used to knock down 
the wall. 


- Eagle Walk - a pregame prep rally in front of 
Rynearson Stadium. The team will arrive with a 
special performance by the EMU marching band. 


“The wrench, the field, the concrete wall, we 
know people will have comments, but they all 
have real meaning for us. It all goes back to the 
idea of investing, and working for something. It 
is about putting on those steel-toed boots, and 
going to work.’

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Crosby Field, the new playing surface inside 
Rynearson Stadium on the Eastern Michigan 
University campus, was officially dedicated and 
opened Friday, June 21, 2024, as Maxx Crosby 
and his wife, Rachel Crosby, returned to Ypsilanti 
for the celebration. Renovations finished inside 
“The Factory” feature the removal of the track 
surface and the installation of new gray and green 
turf throughout the stadium. 

The project signifies more than just a cosmetic 
upgrade; it marks a significant shift in the 
landscape for all EMU athletes. 

The transformation does not stop at the 
turf. The 2024 season promises to be one of 
unprecedented change and growth. In a gesture 
of support, the Crosbys generously donated $1 
million to the university, leading to the renaming 
of the playing surface to “Crosby Field.” 

Moreover, EMU is set to enhance its athletic 
facilities with the construction of a new outdoor 
track & field complex adjacent to the Westview 
Apartments. This project, bolstered by a $2 
million gift from former EMU student-athletes 
Dan McClory and Keith Moore, will finally give 
the track & field program a home of its own 
to support its storied championship-caliber 
program. 

During his time at EMU, Crosby showcased 
unparalleled skill and dedication to the game. His 
impressive record of 20.0 career sacks places him 
among the top defensive players in EMU's history. 
Additionally, his 41.0 career tackles-for-loss stands 
as the third-highest in the university’s storied 
football program. In 2017, Crosby equaled the 
EMU single-season record for sacks, a testament 
to his relentless pursuit of excellence. 

Crosby's exceptional performance on the field 
did not go unnoticed. His outstanding 2017 


season, with 11 sacks, firmly established him | 
as one of the premier defensive players in the 
conference and the nation. Moreover, he became 
the first EMU player in the modern statistical era 
to achieve the remarkable feat of three sacks in 
back-to-back games. These accomplishments set 
the stage for his next chapter, as he was selected 
in the fourth round of the 2019 NFL Draft by the 
Oakland Raiders. 

Crosby, who earned the nickname “Condor” 
because of his incredible 81-inch wingspan, 
continued to captivate audiences with his raw 
talent and unwavering determination in the NFL. 
In his debut season, he wasted no time making an 
impact, registering an impressive 10 sacks and 47 
combined tackles. His exceptional performance 
propelled him into the conversation for the NFL 
Defensive Rookie of the Year award. 

Throughout his professional career, Crosby 
has consistently showcased his ability to disrupt 
opposing offenses. His remarkable athleticism 
and skill set have earned him accolades, including 
being named NFL All-Pro second team by The 
Associated Press. In the 2021 Pro Bowl, hosted 
in Las Vegas, Crosby delivered yet another 
awe-inspiring performance, earning the game's 
Defensive MVP award. His two sacks, five total 
tackles, and three tackles for loss left an indelible 
mark on the field and in the hearts of fans. 

The former Rachel Washburn was a four-year 
standout for the EMU soccer program from 2013- 
16. During her time in Ypsilanti, the defender 
started 53-of-63 career matches and recorded one 
goal and 12 assists for 14 points with her assist 
total still ranking among the top 10 in program 
history. Additionally, her lone goal came in her 
senior year and was the winning strike against 
Ohio, Oct. 14.

It goes back to when we first got here. It took me a 
couple of months, but | learned and | realized who we 
were. When | say we - | mean Eastern Michigan Uni- 
versity, EMU football, Ypsilanti, this region. 


So there's a lot of depth of meaning to the wrench. 
Long before there was ever a turnover chain, we had 
the wrench. It’s out on the sideline. It’s not on a bench. 

It's not on the ground. It’s not laying ona table. Our play- 
ers hold it. It’s 51 pounds the entire game as a constant 
reminder of those three things. 


| would characterize those things as tough, hard- 
working, determined and blue collar. 


So, my first summer here, one of our graduate assistants 
went to a tool company and told our story to their com- 
pany president. At the end of a tour, their president gave 
us this 51 pound pipe wrench, and we painted it green 
and it is now the symbol of our program. 


Now we ask somebody or a group of people to lead us out 
each game. And it may be somebody who's going through 
some adversity. It may be somebody who has overcome 

some adversity. It may be somebody who needs some en- 

couragement. So there's various reasons for doing it, but it’s 


The wrench represents blue collar and hard working. a big deal. 


There's just a toughness about blue collar people. Addi- 
tionally, a pipe wrench has the two vises that start opened 
(or closed), and you can gradually close the two vises. 


It's rare for someone not involved in sports or being ona team 
to run out with a Division | college football team. Being in the 
locker room or behind the garage doors before we take the 
field, no one knows the energy and the intensity involved in 

those moments. We've had guys carry it that have lost spouses. 
We've had guys carry it who have lost family members. Even 
folks that are currently fighting cancer. 


Our theme, the first year, was “Close the Gap”. So, the 
second aspect of the wrench is that it’s about constant 
improvement. It’s constantly trying to close the gap be- 
tween where you are currently at in any area of your life 


and your potential, where you can be. There’s some very intense reasons why they are chosen, and 


we share their story with the team. | think it can be an emotional 
and a powerful moment. Ultimately, it’s our way of trying to en- 
courage the person as they try to overcome and fight through 
adversity. 


Finally, we also tie in a third piece to that. In the movie 
Good Will Hunting, there's a scene, and we show it ev- 
ery year to our team. I'll just summarize it by saying the 
wrench is also a response to adversity. 


It’s not something that | had ever thought about or considered 
prior to being here. It is just like the field being Gray or calling the 
stadium, The Factory. | remember early on, some people called it 
gimmicky. It’s not a publicity deal or some gimmick. Honestly, it 
was the result of realizing who we were and who we are. 


The reality of life is that we all have adversity of differ- 
ent varying kinds. Ultimately is our response to adverse 
situations that really will define who we are and how 
we live. There's a line in the movie where Matt Damon 
chose the wrench over a couple of other choices that 


More than 300 alumni, donors and guests joined staff 
from the Eastern Michigan University Department 
of Athletics and campus administration to usher in a 
new era in EMU athletics with the grand opening of 
the Incarnati Athletic Center, Aug. 27, 2019. In use by 
student-athletes since mid-July, the event welcomed 
members of the public to the new facility for the 
first time. The facility was renamed in 2023 from the 
Student-Athlete Performance Center in recognition of 
EMU Regent Emeritus Phil Incarnati. 

The first major construction project on the athletics 
campus since the opening of the Convocation Center 
in 1998, the Student Athlete Performance Center is the 
first phase of the athletic department's plan to build 
a safe and highly-effective atmosphere for its student- 
athletes through the continual revitalization of its fa- 
cilities and athletic campus. 

Breaking ground in the fall of 2018, the new sports 
medicine and training facilities provides a 63,000 
square foot structure that houses the sports medicine, 
performance and equipment operations areas. Addi- 
tionally, the facility has locker rooms, coaches’ offices, 
and meeting spaces for the football team, while also 
including a new video board inside Rynearson Stadi- 
um. Designed to enhance the student-athlete and fan 
experience at Eastern Michigan, the two story building 
offers a wide variety of operational spaces and ameni- 
ties which allow for that goal to be met. 

When entering the building, students and guests first 
walk along a beautiful 18-foot by 16-foot Block E brick 
hardscape in which donors shared their EMU stories 
and support of the project. Through the main entrance 
is the Clouse Family Atrium, a 1,288 square foot wel- 
come room that displays the championship success 
of Eastern Michigan athletics throughout its history. 
The atrium also features a floor-to-ceiling glass panel 
entrance to Rynearson Stadium, and a 12 foot tall rep- 
lica Mid-American Conference championship trophy. 
The trophy, which boasts a large “147,’across the front, 
showcases EMU’s athletics success in the MAC, includ- 
ing its conference-best 147 team championships. 

The east side of the main-floor houses a new equip- 
ment room, which includes offices, a full-service 
laundry facility, and extensive storage spaces for ath- 
letic apparel and uniforms, as well as a state of the 
art strength and conditioning center. Dubbed “T.J’s 
Garage,’ in honor of EMU great and former NFL Pro- 
Bowler T.J. Lang, the Thomas J. Lang Strength and Con- 
ditioning Center, named after TJ's late father, provides 
7,000-plus square foot performance center, which in- 
cludes inlaid weight tracks, cardio training, plyometic 
training, and a nutrition center. Two roll up garage 
doors serve as the football team’s entrance into “The 
Factory,’ at Rynearson Stadium. 
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Next to the locker room are eight team meeting 
rooms which house different position groups individu- 
ally. The area also includes a full-team meeting room 
equipped with state-of-the-art audio-video equip- 
ment, “Block E,’ branded seating, and a theatre design, 
which allows the entire team to see and hear clearly. 

Down the Michael Hawks Hall on the ground floor 
is the Phil Incarnati Football Locker Room, a modern 
space with an industrial flair that includes 115 lockers 
and access to the Brian Clouse Players Lounge, a space 
that allows football student-athletes to study, and 
bond with teammates. 

The top-floor portion of the newly constructed build- 
ing is home to a sports medicine center, hydrotherapy 
room, recruiting lounge, and entertainment corridor, 
among other offices. 

At nearly 5,000 square feet, the sports medicine 
center features rehabilitation equipment, medical 
examine rooms, athletic training offices, and medical 
storage. The space allows student-athletes across mul- 
tiple sports the opportunity to be treated by an excep- 
tional staff in first-class facilities. Attached to the sports 
medicine center is the hydrotherapy room. Containing 
three in-ground therapy pools, the hydrotherapy room 
features a underwater treadmill pool, a cold plunge 
pool, and a hot/cold therapy pool. 

Overlooking Rynearson Stadium is the recruiting 
lounge. The 638 square-foot lounge offers a dynamic 
new entertainment space which is sure to enhance 
recruiting and alumni experiences for years to come. 
Along with the lounge comes the entertainment cor- 
ridor. The corridor will be able to be utilized for enter- 
tainment opportunities for invited alumni, friends and 
fans of Eastern Michigan. 

Located on top of the building, the LED display mea- 
sures 29 feet high by 53 feet wide. The entire score- 
board structure will measure 40 feet high by 60 feet 
wide to bring more than 2,000 square feet of visual real 
estate to events held at the stadium. The LED portion 
of the scoreboard will feature a 15HD pixel layout, the 
premier technology for outdoor sports used at many 
professional facilities. A fixed-digit scoreboard is a part 
of the project to provide standard game information 
including score, time remaining, down and distance, 
and more.

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INSIDE THE INCARNATI ATHLETIC CENTER 
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The word came early on a chilly, but calm Sunday morning, Feb. 7, 2010. After a series of delays caused by snow and 
wind — and with a big storm coming later that week — it was time to raise the roof on EMU’s new indoor, multi-purpose 
athletic practice facility. 

Workers started at 7 a.m. and, by 9 a.m., the big, white, synthetic roof had billowed to its full height. Inside, members 
of EMU's physical plant staff and construction workers admired the expansive space and thought of the athletes that 
would bring the place to life in the months to come. 

It was an improbable event, considering work on completing such a facility and inflating the roof took place heading 
into and during a Michigan winter. But mild late fall weather helped workers and staff accomplish a great deal, such as 
pouring 2.5 million pounds of footings concrete. 

Light snow in January also helped. The area experienced less than 10 inches that year, compared to more than 30 
inches in 2009. A one-inch dusting of snow delayed the inflation, but only for several days. 

The facility, which costs $3.9 million, is located on Westview Drive, off Huron River Drive, at the northeast corner of 
Rynearson Stadium. The building enables EMU's collegiate athletic teams and the Ypsilanti community to continue play- 
ing and practicing despite inclement weather. The facility supports intramural, recreational and club sporting events, as 
well as local sports leagues. 

The facility is 410 feet long, 210 feet wide and 75 feet tall. It includes a welcome center and convertible space that can 
be configured for a football field, an international soccer field or four youth soccer fields. Leasing revenues are projected 
to cover maintenance and operating costs. 

Despite the light Sunday mood, plenty of work remained after the inflation. Workers had to unfreeze the ground, lev- 
el the concrete, install synthetic turf and complete the welcome center. The parking lot was then completed in warmer 
weather. 

The Board of Regents approved the plan for the indoor facility at its June 2009 meeting, and it was unanimously ap- 
proved by the state's Joint Capital Outlay Subcommittee in September. 

The project was funded by the 2005 tuition increase, four percent of which was specifically dedicated to enhance the 
university's infrastructure. The four percent increase (or approximately $4.4 million) has accumulated for the past four years, 
creating a pool of $17.6 million.

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Eastern Michigan University Assistant Foot- 
ball Coach Fred Reed passed away May 8, 2022, 
at the age of 54. Reed, who was the program's 
defensive pass game coordinator and safeties 
coach, was in his seventh year in Ypsilanti and 
27th season overall in the coaching ranks. 

“We are devastated to learn of Coach Reed’s 
passing,’ said EMU Vice President/Director 
of Athletics Scott Wetherbee. “Fred was the 
ultimate model of a husband, father, friend, 
and coach. Our hearts go out to his wife, 
La’Shannon, his children, Amar’e and Khamara, 
and anyone who was lucky enough to have 
known him. He will be dearly missed:’ 

Reed's 27-year coaching career included 25 
seasons in the college ranks and two years 
in the National Football League. His resume 
features eight bowl games and three confer- 
ence championships, and he coached four All- 
Americans,13 first-team all-conference selec- 
tions, and developed 11 NFL prospects. 

“Please keep Coach Reed's family in your 
thoughts and prayers during this incred- 
ibly difficult time,” Head Football Coach Chris 
Creighton added. “It is impossible to capture 
what he means to all of us right now.” 

Reed came to Ypsilanti in 2016 after spend- 
ing three years at Syracuse University. A vet- 
eran coach with experience at the collegiate 
and professional levels, he shifted from corner- 
backs to safeties in 2020 along with adding the 
Defensive Pass Game Coordinator role. 


Reed's efforts as the team’s defensive pass- 
ing game coordinator were critical for the 
team’s overall success during the 2021 cam- 
paign. EMU forced 18 turnovers in 2021, and 
scored points off of 15 (11 touchdowns, 4 
field goals). EMU scored 89 points off those 
turnovers, three times as a direct result of 
the play, and 12 times in its subsequent of- 
fensive possession. 

The 2018 season saw the EMU defense once 
again at the top of the Mid-American Confer- 
ence, as the Eagles allowed just 150.2 passing 
yards per game, good for tops in the league 
and third-best in the NCAA. 

The defense in 2017 allowed just 3.8 points 
per game over the course of the final 15 min- 
utes. Even better at home, the Eagles did not 
give up a fourth quarter point inside “The Fac- 
tory” Nationally, EMU ranked fourth in the few- 
est points given up in the fourth quarter. The 
defense also posted three returns for touch- 
downs, the most by an EMU squad since 1994. 

The Eagles saw a remarkable improvement 
in its first season with Reed, finishing in a tie 
for the most improved program in the Foot- 
ball Bowl Subdivision (FBS). EMU allowed 86.5 
yards per game less in 2016 (432.7 per game) 
than it did in 2015 (519.2 per game) to rank 
83rd in the country and seventh in the MAC. 

Reed spent three years working with the de- 
fensive backs at Syracuse from 2013-15. 

Reed had two coaching stints at Ohio Uni- 
versity. He spent three years as the corner- 
backs and punt return coach before going to 
Syracuse, during which the Bobcats won one 
Mid-American Conference East Division cham- 
pionship and played in three bowl games, in- 
cluding the 2010 New Orleans Bowl, 2011 Ida- 
ho Potato Bowl and 2012 Independence Bowl. 

Reed was the secondary coach at the Univer- 
sity at Buffalo in 2008 when the Bulls won the 
MAC championship and played in the Interna- 
tional Bowl. His 2008 defense led the nation in 
forced fumbles and his 2009 unit ranked 43rd 
in total defense, which was the highest finish 
for a Bulls defense in 10 years. In 2009, Reed 
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was promoted to defensive coordinator and 
he also coached the secondary. That season, 
the Bulls’ defense led the MAC in opponent 
fourth down conversion percentage (27.3 per- 
cent), finished third in total defense (342.7) 
and first downs allowed (232), fourth in rush- 
ing defense (131.8) and fourth in pass defense 
efficiency (120.0). 

In 2006 and 2007, Reed was a defensive as- 
sistant for the Detroit Lions working with the 
safeties, including Kenoy Kennedy, Terrence 
Holt, Daniel Bullocks and Gerald Alexander. 

Prior to his first stint at Ohio, Reed spent two 
seasons as the defensive coordinator and line- 
backers coach at the University of Nebraska- 
Omaha. He helped lead the Mavericks to a Top 
25 ranking in both the 2003 and 2004 season 
and a North Central Conference Champion- 
ship in 2004. His defense led the conference in 
takeaways in both 2003 and 2004 and ranked 
second in the conference in overall defense in 
2004. Prior to being elevated to defensive co- 
ordinator, Reed spent three seasons as special 
teams coordinator and defensive secondary 
coach at UNO. In 2000, the Mavericks led the 
NCC in pass efficiency defense en route to win- 
ning the conference championship. 

Reed spent three seasons as recruiting co- 
ordinator and linebackers coach at Michigan 
Tech. In 1999, he helped lead the Huskies 
to a 6-5 mark - their first winning season in 
five years. He started his career as a second- 
ary coach at South Dakota in 1994. He also 
coached the secondary for a season at Minne- 
sota Morris (1996). 

Reed was a 1994 graduate of Colorado Mesa 
University with a bachelor’s degree in recre- 
ation management. He played free safety for 
the Mavericks from 1991-92. He earned his 
master’s in sports management from the Unit- 
ed States Sports Academy in 2002. 

He is survived by his wife, La’Shannon, and 
their two children, Amar’e Reed and Khamara. 
Amar’e was a student-athlete on the EMU foot- 
ball program during the 2022 season. 
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On May 8, 2022, this world lost a GREAT 
man. We began working together in the 
late winter of 2016. Fred was hard to get to 
know; he was a deep-thinker, a quiet observ- 
er, very private and serious and professional 
that penetrating his tough exterior certainly 
didn’t happen quickly or easily. Every once in 
a while, we would look back at our initial in- 
terview process and laugh as | wanted to talk 
about everything but football in trying to get 
to know him, which made him a bit uncom- 
fortable. He was thinking ‘what in the world 
are we doing, why aren't we talking about 
football’?! For the past six-plus years we have 
spent a ton of time together away from our 
families on plane trips, on long late-night 
drives recruiting, out home-visiting families, 
and in the office pounding away at trying 
to make this football program special. We 
have spent countless hours talking through 
complicated disciplinary decisions, recruiting 
and personnel decisions, staffing and hiring 
decisions, political changes, and race issues. 
For the past couple of years, we have tried to 
safely lead and navigate our players through 
the complexities and unknowns of the pan- 
demic. Through it all, | would say that we 
have gotten to know each other pretty darn 
well! | got to see and experience who he truly 
was, what he thought, and what he believed, 
and | am so thankful for that. 

Neither of us has ever been good at or in- 
terested in small talk, so after quick acknowl- 
edgments about Michael Jordan being the 
all-time greatest, we would inevitably get to 
the topic of race relations, inequality, and so- 
cial injustice. In the wake of George Floyd's 
death, we had what was to me a dishearten- 
ing and disappointing conversation on the 
phone. | called seeking his counsel on what 
we could do. How could we act? What state- 
ment could we make? What could our team 
do? We had to do something! Fred did not 
share my energy nor my desire to do some- 


thing. He said somewhat matter-of-factly 
that this has been going on for hundreds of 
years and that it would continue to go on in 
some form or fashion. He wasn't interested 
in a tweet, a video, or a rally. He wanted 
real change, not an emotional or temporary 
response. Anything short of real, substan- 
tial, and long-lasting change wasn’t good 
enough for Fred Reed. At the moment, | was 
so disappointed and somewhat deflated but 
now two years later, | get it. Fred’s pessimis- 
tic response forces me and all of us to look 
in the mirror two years later and ask, has my 
intensity waned? Has there been a real and 
significant change? 

| believe that Coach Reed's resolute con- 
victions both on and off the field are the 
cause of the incredible impact he has made 
on other people. Whether it be his fight for 
opportunities for black coaches, players, or 
people; his commitment to being a profes- 
sional role model for the young men in our 
program, or his belief that interceptions 


were going to come by “tips and overthrows” 


he was unwavering. | truly believe that both 
coaches’ and players’ lives were changed be- 
cause of his deep convictions. Coach Reed 
was not a touchy-feely coach. He gave very 
few “atta boys” but his players knew that he 
believed in them, often more than they be- 


lieved in themselves and this was transfor- 
mational. His standard was extremely high, 
“the standard is the standard” and he held 
everyone to the standard. He was unrelent- 
ing in this way. On the field, his demeanor 
was mostly calm and his voice conversational 
but as Coach Neathery said the other day he 
was like a volcano - you didn’t always see 
him and you very rarely heard him unless 
someone or something slipped below the 
standard, but when it did, the whole stadium 
saw and heard him erupt. When he erupted 
EVERYONE immediately snapped back up to 
the standard. It was awesome. His standard 
will not be forgotten in this program. 

This weekend was a nightmare. | can- 
not believe you are actually gone. Thinking 
about your family without you breaks my 
heart. Walking past your office on Monday 
morning brought another flood of emo- 
tion. It is all surreal and just so hard to be- 
lieve that you are gone. | love and respect 
you so much. You always challenged me in 
deep and important ways and now it is be- 
coming clear that you are leaving me and the 
program with an incredible challenge: to be 
there for your beautiful family, to be who we 
claim to be. To embrace your twins into our 
football family here at Eastern. To continue 
to believe with a bottomless depth in Amar’e 
and his teammates in what they are capable 
of doing and becoming while holding them 
to the highest standards and modeling a life 
lived with unwavering convictions. 

Challenge accepted. 

| say that knowing full well that your words 
and even good intentions are empty unless 
they are backed with action throughout a 
lifetime. Challenge still accepted. 

Rest in Peace Coach Reed, | already miss 
you but know with absolute certainty that | 
will see you again.

One of the cornerstones of the Eastern Michigan University athletic program, Dr. Lloyd W. Olds, is the man responsible for the invention of the 


striped referee shirt used today. 


Olds was a member of EMU’s faculty for 42 years and was a coach, athletic director and head of intramurals. 
While an undergraduate student in 1914, Olds began refereeing high school basketball games. 
“The referee often looked very much like a player,’ Olds said, “so the lads often threw the ball to me or bounced it off my head. | had a knitting 
concern make up a special shirt for me. The shirt had broad black and white stripes. | took plenty of ribbing when | first appeared in it but the 


idea caught on among both basketball and football officials.” 


That striped shirt is now a universal symbol of the authority of game officials throughout the world. 
Olds retired from EMU after serving the institution he loved for 42 years. He died in 1982. 


The Olds-Robb Student Recreation/Intramural Complex on the EMU campus is a fitting memorial to the man of stripes.

Toughness. Pride. Resilience. These key words have 
come to describe EMU football as Chris Creighton 
enters his 11th season as the head man at Eastern 
Michigan in 2024. 

Named the 37th head football coach at Eastern 
Michigan University on Dec. 11, 2013, Creighton and 
his staff have made tremendous strides in changing 
the culture and mindset surrounding the program. 

During his 25-plus year head coaching career, 
the 55-year-old Creighton has accumulated eight 
conference titles and an all-time record of 191-114 
(.626 winning percentage). He is the only coach in 
EMU history to lead the program to multiple bowl 
appearances with the 2016 Bahamas Bowl, the 2018 
Camellia Bowl, the 2019 Quick Lane Bowl, the 2021 
LendingTree Bowl, the 2022 Famous Idaho Potato 
Bowl, and the 2023 68 Ventures Bowl. Voted a finalist 
for the 2016 American Football Coaches Awards’ 
first-ever Comeback Coach of the Year, Creighton led 
EMU in to the program’s first winning season since 
1995 and its first bowl appearance since 1987. 

One of seven active Football Bowl Subdivision 
coaches to record more than 180 wins, Creighton 
helped the Eagles to the program’s first win over a 
Big Ten or Power Five team with a 16-13 victory over 
Rutgers, Sept. 9, 2017. Nearly one year later, EMU used 
a 24-yard field goal as time expired for a stunning 20- 
19 win over Purdue, Sept. 8, 2018, for Eastern’s first 
walk-off win in two decades. The magic continued 
in 2019, when Eastern posted its third-consecutive 
Big Ten road victory with a 34-31 walk-off triumph at 
Illinois, Sept. 14. Most recently, EMU rolled to a 30-21 
victory at Arizona State in 2022 for the Mid-American 
Conference's first regular season win over a Pac-12 
Conference member. 

The 2023 campaign saw the Eagles earn a berth in 
their third consecutive bowl game for the first time in 
program history as Eastern returned to Mobile for the 
68 Ventures Bowl. Eastern continued to show strength 
on the defensive side of the ball as the team ranked in 
the top half of the nation in most categories and were 
stingy on fourth down, ranking 11th nationally and 
second in the MAC with a 35% success rate. The team 
also ranked in the top 30 in special team categories, 
including 17th in punting, 28th in punt returns, and 
4ist in kick returns. 

On the offensive side of things, Samson Evans 
became the program’s all-time leading scorer as he 
added 12 more rushing touchdowns on the year to

bring his total to a record 41. Additionally, he added 
his fifth passing touchdown of his career with a 28- 
yard strike at Toledo. 

Perhaps the biggest story of the season was 
Brian Dooley gifting his scholarship to a deserving 
teammate. That act of kindness caught the attention 
of many in the world of college athletics. It also earned 
Dooley a special recognition as he was the recipient of 
the Disney Spirit Award. 

The 2022 season entailed the most success of 
Creighton’s tenure with the Green and White. 
The Eagles finished the season with a 9-4 record, 
including winning their last four games, capping off 
the season with a 41-27 win over San Jose State in the 
Famous Idaho Potato Bowl. The victory over SJSU 
marked Eastern’s first bowl win in the Creighton era 
and the first for EMU since it took down the same 
Spartans in the 1987 California Raisin Bowl. EMU also 
shared the MAC West Division title while winning 
the Michigan MAC trophy for the first time since 
2012. 

The drafting of former Eagles Sidy Sow and 
Jose Ramirez highlighted the multitude of 
accomplishments in the 2022 season. First, Sow was 
selected in the fourth round (117th overall) by the 
New England Patriots, while Ramirez was taken in 
the sixth round (196th overall). The duo marked the 
first time in 46-years that multiple EMU players have 
been drafted in the same season. 

EMU was lethal on both sides of the football 
in 2022. The defensive secondary snagged 13 
interceptions on the year, both the most in the 
conference and the most in Creighton’s tenure with 
the Eagles. The Green and White also recovered six 
fumbles, for a total of 19 forced turnovers. Eastern 
finished the season with the fifth best defense in the 
MAC, allowing an average of 377 yards-per-game. 

Offensively, the Eagles were extremely efficient. 
EMU finished the season with the second-most 
efficient offense in the conference, completing 244 
of its 391 pass attempts for a 138.2 efficiency rating. 
The ground game proved to be Eastern’s bread and 
butter as the Eagles rushed for a conference-best 25 
touchdowns on the season. Through the air, EMU 
tossed 23 TDs, fourth most in the conference while 
averaging the third-best completion percentage in 
the MAC (62.4%) and the second-most yards-per- 
completion in the conference (7.4). 

Under the leadership of Creighton, EMU landed 
nine student-athletes on the all-conference teams, 
as well as having the MAC's Defensive MVP, Ramirez. 
Besides on-field accomplishments, Creighton once 
again led the flock off the field and in the classroom 
as Eastern led the MAC in the 2022 season with 23 
Academic All-MAC selections. 


Eastern Michigan added another line to its lists of 
“firsts,” under Creighton in 2021. With its selection 
to the Lendinglree Bowl, Eastern made three 
consecutive bowl appearances (excluding COVID- 
shortened 2019 season) for the first time in program 
history, and its fourth postseason appearance in the 
previous six seasons. In going to a bowl game for the 
third time in four seasons, 30 of Creighton’s student- 
athletes have the opportunity to do something 
that only one other group in program history has 
accomplished previously - play in three bowl games. 

With its seven regular-season wins, Eastern 
clinched a winning record in 2021, the third under 
Creighton; Prior to his arrival, EMU had not had a 
winning record since the 1989 season. 

The 2021 regular season had plenty of exciting 
moments. One of the most memorable occasions 
in recent EMU history, the Eagles erupted for a 52- 
49 win over MAC-West rival Toledo (Nov. 2). It was 
the program's first victory inside the Glass Bowl 
(UT's home stadium) since the 1999 season. Coming 
into the game, Eastern had lost 10 consecutive 
road games to Toledo. EMU’s most impressive 
home win came in Week 11, when the Green and 
White used late-game defensive heroics to upend 
in-state foe Western Michigan, 22-21, on Senior 
Night in the Factory. The victory marked the third 
straight for Eastern over Western, the best stretch 
for the program since it notched the same number 
between 2011-13. 

Creighton’s second season as the team’s offensive 
play caller was highlighted by numerous impressive 
outcomes. EMU's offense was one of the best scoring 
units in the Mid-American Conference regular 
season in 2021. Averaging 31.0 points per game, 
EMU put up 372 total points on 46 touchdowns, 
15 field goals, and 45 extra points. In total, 14 
different Eagles found the pay dirt in 2021, including 
five players who scored multiple touchdowns. 
Sophomore Samson Evans led all Eagles and ranked 
fourth in the league with 12 touchdowns. That 
number is the seventh-most in a single season by 
any Eastern player. Additionally, quarterback Ben 
Bryant ranked inside the nation’s top-12 with a 69 
percent completion percentage, and became just 
the third quarterback in EMU history to eclipse the 
3,000-yard mark through the air. Elsewhere within 
Creighton's offense, Hassan Beydoun blossomed 
as one of the best wide receivers in the league. A 
Burlsworth Trophy nominee in 2021 (awarded to 
nation’s best former walk on), Beydoun was one of 
just three wide outs in the nation to record three 
games with 10-or-more receptions, and became 
just the third player in program history to record 
seven career games with more than 100 yards. 


“| have a vision and | want to make the experience of 
playing football at Eastern Michigan University one of 


the most incredible experiences of their lives.” 
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EMU’s offense was one of the best in the Mid- 
American Conference on third down. As an offense, 
Eastern converted 42.4 percent (67-of-158) of its 
third down tries during the regular season. That 
number ranked 45th in the nation. 

An ambassador for off-field success, Creighton’s 
leadership helped mold Mike Van Hoeven into a 
First Team Academic All-American. 

Van Hoeven, who boasted a 3.96 GPA, became the 
first EMU student-athlete in the football program's 
history to be named a First Team Academic All- 
American. Additionally, he is just the sixth player in 
Eastern Michigan history to collect first team honors. 

A Second Team Academic All-American in 2020, 
Van Hoeven joins Ken Bruchanski (Baseball - 1974 
& 1975), Chrzanowski (2006 & 2007), Don Ellison 
(Swimming - 2008 & 2009), and Willy Fink (Men's 
Track/Cross Country - 2016 & 2017) as the only players 
in EMU history to garner the honor twice in a career. 

Creighton’s efforts again resulted in league-wide 
recognition in 2021, as seven different Eagles landed 
on All-MAC teams. Eastern has now had seven-or- 
more honorees in six consecutive seasons. 

In 2020, Creighton successfully guided the 
program through to challenges of the COVID-19 
pandemic, while also taking on a play-caller role for 
the first time in his stint at Eastern. Creighton took 
over the Offensive Coordinator role, as the Eagles 
went 2-4 in their short, six-game slate. 

EMU ranked No. 1 in the nation with a 100 percent 
red zone scoring clip (tied with Washington State) in 
2020. The Eagles produced points in 28-of-28 trips 
inside the opponent's 20-yard line, a 22.5 percent 
improvement over last season’s efficiency. In total, 
21 of EMU’s red zone trips resulted in touchdowns. 
Additionally, the team averaged 4.66 trips to the red 
zone per game in 2020, a considerable improvement 
from EMU’s 2019 numbers (3.8 trips per game). 

The EMU offense showed an impressive ability to 
use multiple weapons during the shortened 2020 
campaign. Under Creighton’s play-calling, junior 
quarterback Preston Hutchinson was able to find 
13 different receivers en route to completing 126 
passes for 1,662 yards. Three wide outs caught 
at least 20 passes (Hassan Beydoun - 40, Tanner 
Knue — 27, Quian Williams — 24), while an additional 
six players brought in three-or-more receptions. 
More specifically, wide receivers accounted for 
77 percent of EMU’'s receptions (97-of-126), and 58 
percent of TDs (7-of-12), while tight ends notched 
14 percent of the grabs (18-of-126), and 33 percent 
of the scores (4-of-12). Running backs rounded out 
the group with nine percent of the total receptions 
(11-of-126), and eight percent of the group’s TDs (1- 
of-12). EMU pass-catchers recorded four different 
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“Winning is a by-product of doing things the right way. 
There is a gap between where we are and our potential;

100-yard performances in 2020, and accounted for 
12 of EMU’s 24 offensive touchdowns — an ode to the 
team’s offensive balance. 

On the ground, the Eagles were just as good. 
Seven different Eagles recorded multiple attempts 
on the ground, with Hutchinson leading the way 
both in attempts and yards (87-307). A pair of first- 
year Eagles led the way in yards per carry and yards 
per game, respectively, as Trey Bess Ill notched 6.4 
yards each time from scrimmage and Darius Boone 
Jr. totaled 84.7 yards per contest. Hutchinson ran for 
eight of EMU’s 11 rushing scores this season (73%). 

Creighton’s leadership helped seven Eagles earn 
All-MAC accolades. 

Under Creighton’s leadership, EMU put up one 
of the best four-year stretches in program history 
between 2016-19. EMU went 25-26 during that 
stretch, its most wins in a four-season span since 
1986-89 when the Eagles went 6-5, 10-2, 6-3-1, 
and 7-3-1. Furthermore, EMU went 10-4 in the 
month of November in those four years. In the four 
seasons prior, Eastern combined for a total of seven 
wins during the entire 2012, 2013, 2014, and 2015 
campaigns. 

In 2019, Eastern played in a postseason bowl for 
the third time in the last four seasons, and for the 
fifth time in school history. It was also the first time in 
program history that EMU played in the postseason 
in consecutive campaigns. 

Eastern’s offense was electric in 2019 en route to 
an appearance in the Quick Lane Bowl, amassing 
5,271 total yards, 49 touchdowns, and 379 total 
points. Overall, the EMU offense set the program 
record for touchdowns in a season (49), touchdown 
passes in a season (27), and passes completed in a 
season (313). Additionally, EMU’s 285 first downs, 
379 points, and 5,271 total yards of offense ranked 
second all-time in program history. 

All but one of EMU’s 13 opponents won five-or- 
more games in 2019 with eight of them being bowl 
eligible. Furthermore, EMU was one of just 11 FBS 
teams to play in at least eight one-score games 
during the season. EMU played the fourth-most

single possession contests, as only Pittsburgh (9) 
and North Carolina (9) played in more games that 
went down to the wire. 

Quarterback Mike Glass Ill surpassed Charlie 
Batch’s single-season record for total offense. Glass 
finished with 3,597 yards of total offense, which 
Batch tallied 3,390 yards during the 1997 campaign. 
At the Quick Lane Bowl, Glass was responsible for 
394 total yards of offense on the night, as he finished 
28-of-50 for 311 yards, two touchdown passes, 
and an interception, while leading the team with 
a career-high 21 rushes for 83 yards and another 
touchdown. Glass also finished the 2019 campaign 
with the EMU single-season record for most passes 
completed (266) and touchdown passes (24). 

There was plenty of reason to “say our name” 
in 2018, thanks to the play both on and off the 
field. After a successful regular season, Eastern 
aided its postseason hopes with a viral video of 
student-athletes lip syncing to Destiny’s Child's 
“Say My Name” to help EMU claim its second bowl 
appearance in three seasons. 

Eastern Michigan finished the 2018 season with a 
7-6 record after a last-second field goal proved to 
be the difference against Georgia Southern in the 
Camellia Bowl. EMU closed the regular season with 
five straight Mid-American Conference victories 
for its first winning record in conference play since 
1995. Furthermore, the Green and White’s 22.1 
points allowed per game tied for the 11th-best mark 
in school history in the modern era (since 1976), and 
the best since 1993. 

EMU was very stingy late in the year, as EMU’s 
defense only allowed three offensive touchdowns 
over the final 16 quarters of the season. Moreover, 
Eastern was ranked 10th nationally for fewest 
second-half points allowed at just 8.7 per game. 

The Eagles were one-of-six FBS teams to play in 
at least eight one-score games in 2018, however, 
EMU and Arizona State were the only two to be on 
the unfortunate side in five of those contests. All 
told, EMU'’s five of six losses were by a combined 18 
points. 

On the national scale, Eastern owned the fifth- 
best redzone defense in the NCAA, while holding 
opponents to 150.2 passing yards per game, the 
third-fewest in the nation. EMU ranked 10th in 
passing efficiency defense, 11th in turnover margin, 
19th in blocked kicks, 20th in turnovers gained, 20th 
in fourth down conversion defense, 22nd in fumbles 
recovered, 30th in scoring defense, and 33rd in 
interceptions. 

The winning on the field carried over to the 
classroom, as Eastern notched a program record 
cumulative GPA of 3.013 in the Fall 2018 semester. 

One of the best football teams in recent Eastern 
Michigan history and arguably one of the best in the 
Mid-American Conference, the Eagles experienced 
plenty of moments of celebration as well as 
heartbreak in 2017. 

The margin for error was razor thin for the Eagles 
this year as nine of EMU’s 12 games were decided 
by seven points or less, including six of EMU’s 
seven losses coming down to one possession, and 
a school-record three in overtime. All told, EMU’s 
seven losses were by a combined 35 points.

After setting program records on the offensive 
side of the ball last season, it was the defense’s 
time to shine in 2017, as they had one of the most 
successful defensive campaigns in program history. 
The 23.3 points allowed per game ranked 12th 
best mark in school history in the modern era 
(since 1976), and the best since 1993. Furthermore, 
the 364.4 yards of total offense allowed were the 
second-best mark since 1998 and best since 2011. 

The 2016 Eagles finished in a seven-way tie for 
the most improved program in the Football Bowl 
Subdivision (FBS) in 2016, bettering its win total 
from one win in 2015, to seven. Creighton led the 
Eagles to their first bowl appearance in 29 years. The 
turnaround was tied for the largest in school history, 
equalled only by the 1924 and 1977 teams. As an 
offense, EMU ranked 35th in the FBS in total offense, 
posting 455.2 yards per game in 13 contests. The 
team also shattered the school record for total 
offense with 5,917 yards, breaking the previous 
record of 5,010. Other notable offensive highlights 
for the Eagles included ranking 16th nationally in 
third down conversions, 18th in passing offense, 
21st in red zone offense, and 25th in first down 
offense. 

On defense, the Eagles saw a_ remarkable 
improvement in its first season under defensive 
coordinator Neal Neathery. EMU allowed 86.5 yards 
per game less in 2016 (432.7 per game) than it did 
in 2015 (519.2 per game) to rank 83rd in the country 
and seventh in the MAC. The team also took a huge 
step forward in stopping the run, as the defense 
gave up 149 yards per game less on the ground 
in 2016 than it did a year earlier. Overall, EMU was 
nationally ranked seventh in fumbles recovered, 
32nd in turnovers gained, 58th in interceptions, and 
59th in rushing defense. 

Away from the field, EMU led the MAC in team 
grade point average for the 2015-16 academic year. 
It marked the second consecutive season the Eagles 
posted the top GPA in the league, holding a 2.90 
team mark. 

During the 2015 campaign, the Eagles finished the 
regular season ranked nationally in the top-60 in 
seven statistical categories to go along with 11 top- 
five rankings in the MAC. EMU finished the year with 
39 touchdowns, a mark that is tied for the fifth-most 
in a single-season during the squad's history, while 
its 4,560 yards of total offense is also the fifth most. 

On the ground, EMU churned out the 14th-best 
single-season rushing total at 1,894 yards. Through 
the air, EMU quarterbacks combined for 2,666 yards 
passing, ranking seventh in program single-season 
annals. EMU’s passing attack spread the wealth

with seven different receivers having 20-or-more 
receptions, Eastern Michigan was one of just three 
schools nationally to accomplish that feat. 

Individually, Darius Jackson turned in one of the 
finest seasons in program history in 2015, setting the 
school’s single-season record with 16 touchdowns. 
He also became the first EMU tailback since Bronson 
Hill in 2013 to rush for more than 1,000 yards in a 
season and was just the 13th player in program 
history to do so. 

In his first year in Ypsilanti, Creighton’s Eagles 
finished the regular season ranked nationally in 
the top-60 in nine statistical categories to go along 
with six top-five rankings in the MAC standings. 
Nationally, EMU finished the year tied with Georgia 
Tech, Northwestern and Oklahoma State for most 
blocked kicks with six. The six rejections were the 
most since the 2009 season when the Green and 
White also blocked six kicks. 

The defense improved from a season prior, as 
the squad recorded more tackles-for-loss (63), 
pass breakups (36), fumbles forced (9), fumbles 
recovered (6), and kicks blocked (6) than it did in all 
of 2013. Meanwhile, EMU’s offense racked up 1,654 
yards on the ground and 1,821 yards though the air. 

Off the field, the squad also continues to give back 
with weekly service appearances in the Ypsilanti 
community. In addition, Creighton has installed 
yearly traditions such as youth day as well as Victory 
Day, which is designed for cognitively and physically 
impaired children. 

Inspired by the region and the student-athlete’s 
own backgrounds, Creighton continues to 
challenge the program to be “E Tough,” committed 
to great effort, sacrifice and triumphing in the face 
of adversity. In this spirit, EMU has nicknamed 
Rynearson Stadium “The Factory,” a place where 
coaches and staff will go to work each day to help 
“E Tough” student-athletes become scholars, 
leaders, champions and impact men. “The Factory” 
is also highlighted by Division | Football's first gray 
FieldTurf playing surface. 

In his six seasons at the helm of Drake, Creighton 
racked up a 35-13 (.729) record in Pioneer Football 
League action and a 31-9 (.775) record the last five 
seasons. Just the seventh DU coach to win 40-or- 
more games and the fastest to do so, Creighton 
needed just 60 games to accomplish the feat. 

He departed Drake with the highest winning 
percentage in school history (.667) after also posting 
63 wins as the head coach at Wabash College and 32 
at Ottawa University. 

In his time at Drake, Creighton boasted a 
30-5 home record and a 21-2 home conference 


record, going undefeated against five conference 
opponents. Drake had an 11-game home win 
streak during Creighton’s tenure as well as winning 
16-straight home conference games with him at the 
helm. 

In 2013, the Bulldogs finished with a 6-5 record for 
their 10th consecutive winning season. Four players 
earned conference first team honors, five were 
named to the second team and two garnered a 
spot on the honorable mention team. Drake led the 
Pioneer Football League with 10 student-athletes 
earning spots on the Academic All-PFL teams. 

In 2012, he led the Bulldogs to their second 
straight Pioneer Football League title and the sixth 
PFL championship in program history with an 8-3 
record and a 7-1 mark in league play. 

The 2012 team was led by one of his star pupils 
in record-setting quarterback Mike Piatkowski. The 
signal caller set nearly every Bulldog single-season 
and career passing mark under Creighton’s tutelage. 

Seventeen Bulldogs earned All-PFL honors 
following the 2012 championship and six were 
named to the PFL All-Academic Team, including 
three student-athletes that also garnered 
CapitalOne/CoSIDA Academic All-District honors. A 
school-record 63 Bulldogs were also named to the 
PFL Academic Honor Roll. 

In 2011, Creighton’s fourth Bulldogs team won 
nine games and tied for the Pioneer Football League 
title with a 7-1 conference record. It was Drake’s fifth 
PFL crown and first since 2004. 

The Bulldogs’ head coach was recognized for the 
job he did by being named one of 20 finalists for 
the 2011 Eddie Robinson Football Championship 
Subdivision (FCS) Coach of the Year Award. A 
league-leading 18 Bulldogs received All-PFL honors 
and a PFL-best nine Drake student-athletes were 
named Academic All-PFL. In addition, a then-school 
record 61 Bulldogs were named to the PFL Academic 
Honor Roll for achieving a grade-point average of 
3.0 or above. 

The energetic but veteran coach was named 
a winner of the Giant Steps Award presented 
by the National Consortium for Academics and 
Sports as part of National Student-Athlete Day on 
April 6, 2011. Creighton, awarded in the Coaching 
category, was one of just five 2011 winners of the 
Giant Steps Award, given annually to individuals 
who use sport to positively affect social change, 
actualizing the mission of the NCAS. The awards 
honor student-athletes, athletic administrators, 
civic leaders, coaches, parents, organizations, and 
other individuals who demonstrate an outstanding 
ability to manage life on and off the field, and who 
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demonstrate a commitment to the betterment of 
society. 

During his distinguished career, Creighton has 
taken great pride in the student-athlete experience 
that transcends to the football field and the 
classroom. In his career, Creighton has taken his 
teams on three overseas trips, including a 2011 trip 
to Tanzania, to go along with ventures to Austria and 
Panama while head coach at Division III Wabash. 

Drake’s two-week experience in Africa in 2011 
for the inaugural Global Kilimanjaro Bowl included 
significant service projects in orphanages and 
schools, the ascension of 19,340-foot Mt. Kilimanjaro 
and a victory over a Mexican collegiate all-star team 
in the Kili Bowl-the first game of American football 
played on African soil. 

With that trip setting the foundation for the 
Bulldogs’ 2011 season, the team adopted the theme 
“Tupande Kileleni,” a Swahili term that translates to 
“Let’s climb to the summit.” The summit, for Drake, 
became the quest to perform to its full potential 
and symbolized the climb to the top of the Pioneer 
Football League standings, which it achieved. 

The 2010 Bulldogs featured a defense that ranked 
sixth in the nation among FCS schools (2nd PFL) in 
rush defense (94.2), eighth (3rd PFL) in sacks (3.0) and 
18th (2nd PFL) in tackles for loss (7.4). In addition, the 
special teams excelled in punt coverage (Sth NCAA 
FCS/1st PFL, 3.4), kickoff coverage (5th NCAA/1st 
PFL, 16.1) and punt return average (15th NCAA/1st 
PFL; 13.53). 

Creighton’s Bulldogs also featured eight players 
named to the Academic AIl-PFL team (three 1st 
team, five 2nd team) and a then-school-record 55 
earning a place on the PFL’s Academic Honor Roll. 

In 2009, picked to finish sixth in the preseason 
coaches’ poll, Creighton guided Drake to an 8-3 
record, including a 6-2 third-place finish in the 
Pioneer Football League. Drake matched its best 
nine-game start in history (8-1) that year, while 
riding a six-game mid-season winning streak. 

Creighton’s first Drake club in 2008 went 6-5 and 
finished in a tie for fourth in the PFL. 

Ranked fourth among all active NCAA Division III 
football coaches in career winning percentage upon 
his hire at Drake, Creighton served as head coach at 
Wabash College in Crawfordsville, Ind. from 2001-07 
where he constructed a 63-15 record (.808) with his 
teams winning four North Coast Athletic Conference 
championships, while competing in three NCAA 
Division III playoffs. 

During his final three years at Wabash, Creighton 
led the Little Giants to a 30-5 record (857) 
including three-straight league championships and 
appearances in the 2005 and 2007 NCAA Division Ill 
playoffs. 

Wabash posted an 11-2 record in 2007, competing 
in the NCAA Division III playoffs while being ranked 
No. 8 in the final NCAA Division III coaches’ poll. 
Wabash went 12-1 in 2002 and 11-1 in 2005, capping 
both seasons with appearances in the NCAA 
Division III playoffs. 

As offensive coordinator at Wabash, Creighton’s 
teams averaged 35 points per game with the 
multiple offense producing the school’s all- 
time leading rusher and passer. Three starting 
quarterbacks received All-America honors. 

Under Creighton, Wabash won conference 
championships in 2002, ‘05, ‘06 and ‘07. He coached 
83 all-conference players, including seven who 
earned conference player of the year honors, along 
with 13 All-Americans. Creighton was named North 
Coast Athletic Conference Coach of the Year in 2002, 
‘05 and ‘07, as well as the Kansas Collegiate Athletic 
Conference Coach of the Year in 1997. 

Creighton was head coach at Ottawa (Kan.) 
University from 1997-2000, compiling a record of 
32-9 (.780).

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The San Francisco, Calif. native produced one of 
the greatest single season turnarounds in NAIA 
history during his first year at Ottawa in 1997. 
Inheriting a team that posted a record of 1-8 the 
previous season, Creighton guided his club to 
a 9-2 finish en route to capturing its first Kansas 
Collegiate Athletic Conference title since 1972. He 
also led Ottawa to a conference championship in 
2000 along with appearances in the NAIA playoffs in 
‘97 and 2000. 

Creighton served as offensive coordinator at 
Concordia (Ill.) from 1991-92 and Manchester (Ind.) 
from 1993-96 before becoming head coach at 
Ottawa. 

In 1993, Creighton was the head coach and 
quarterback of the Limhamn Griffins in Malmo, 
Sweden, as he helped guide the franchise to its first 
national championship.

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Entering his fourth year at EMU is Sean Coughlin, who came to 
Ypsilanti after spending the two years at Arkansas State University. 
Coughlin serves as EMU’s offensive line coach and Co-Offensive Run 
Game Coordinator. 

Coughlin owns 22 years of coaching experience in the college 
ranks, having coached the offensive line at both the Football Bowl 
Subdivision (FBS) and Football Championship Subdivision (FCS). 

Prior to his arrival in Ypsilanti, Coughlin spent two years with 
Arkansas State University as the offensive line coach and Run Game 
Coordinator. In two seasons with the Red Wolves, A-State posted 
highlight wins over Florida International in the 2019 Camellia Bowl 
as well as a 35-31 upset of Kansas State in 2020. 

Coughlin’s run-game and offensive line continued to soar in 2023, 
as long-time Eagles’ offensive tackle Brian Dooley signed a free agent 
contract for the Tennessee Titans after collecting the third All-MAC honor 
of his career, as he was named third team. The all-time leader in career 
games played (62) and started (60) at EMU, he was on the field for 4,0541 
career snaps, the Bowling Green, Ohio, product allowed quarterback 
pressures on just four percent of his all-time offensive snaps. 

Dooley made national headlines with an incredibly selfless act 
that earned him the 2023 Disney Spirit Award. Since 1996 the 
Disney Spirit Award has been presented every year by Walt Disney 
World Resort to the most inspirational figures in college football. The 
award was created to honor people like Dooley who demonstrate an 
indomitable spirit and a willingness to help others. His dedication to 
the community is impressive, having participated in a mission trip 
to Guatemala and regularly volunteering in schools near campus 
where he has logged more than 100 hours. But perhaps his most 
selfless act came ahead of the 2023 season when he gave his full-ride 
scholarship to a fellow lineman who was working construction and 
donating plasma to try and pay for tuition. 

As for the running game in the 2023 campaign, Jaylon Jackson 
earned All-MAC Second Team honors, marking his second 
consecutive all-conference nod as he was named first team after the 
2022 season. The Burleson, Texas, product was one of just five MAC 
players to record a kick return for a touchdown this season and one 
of just 36 nationwide to do so. Jackson ranked 39th nationally with 
an average of 21.4 yards per kick return. 

Along with Jackson, Samson Evans excelled with the ball in his 
hands as he produced 12 rushing touchdowns in 2023, marking his 
third straight season cracking the double-digit mark, becoming the 
first Eagle to do so. Evans ended his EMU career on the mountaintop 
when it comes to career touchdowns as he notched 40 in 41 career 
games as an Eagle. His 2023 season culminated in a rookie camp 
invite from the Miami Dolphins, becoming one of three Eagles to 
earn an NFL opportunity following the 2023 campaign. Evans also 
earned College Sports Communicators (CSC) Academic All-America, 
making him the fourth player in program history to have garnered 
the accolade. 

Year two for Coughlin proved to be just as fruitful as his first. Under 
the coaching and mentorship of Coughlin, offensive lineman Sidy 
Sow was named All-MAC First Team, marking his third consecutive 
season garnering all-conference honors, and was selected by the 
New England Patriots in the fourth round of the 2023 NFL Draft. Brian 
Dooley also took home Second Team All-MAC, his second straight 
season earning an all-conference selection.

Behind the EMU offensive line, the rushing attack thrived. Eastern 
led the MAC in 2022 with 25 rushing touchdowns, and landed two 
ball carriers on the all-conference teams as Jaylon Jackson earned 
First Team honors, while Samson Evans was selected to the second 
team. Evans was also named a Doak Walker Award Preseason 
Candidate and was named the MAC West Division Offensive Player 
of the Week, Sept. 19 and Nov. 28 and tabbed MAC Male Scholar 
Athlete of the Week, Nov. 2 and Nov. 16. 

Coughlin was not only an on field mentor, but one for academics 
as well. Under the leadership of Coughlin, four Green and White 
offensive lineman were named Academic All-MAC selections in the 
2022 campaign. 

Coughlin’s first season with the Green and White resulted in 
numerous team and individual accomplishments within his offensive 
line unit. EMU’s offense was one of the best scoring units in the 
Mid-American Conference regular season in 2021. Averaging 31.0 
points per game, EMU put up 372 total points on 46 touchdowns, 15 
field goals, and 45 extra points behind the protection of Coughlin’s 
offensive line. In total, 14 different Eagles found the pay dirt in 
2021, including five players who scored multiple touchdowns. 
Samson Evans led all Eagles and ranked fourth in the league with 
12 touchdowns. That number is the seventh-most in a single season 
by any Eastern player. Additionally, quarterback Ben Bryant ranked 
inside the nation’s top-12 with a 69 percent completion percentage, 
and became just the third quarterback in EMU history to eclipse the 
3,000-yard mark through the air. 

Individually, Coughlin mentored a pair of All-MAC selections in 
Sidy Sow (first team), and Brian Dooley (third team). Earning All-MAC 
accolades for the second time in his career, Sow emerged as one of 
the most dominant offensive linemen in the conference during the 
2021 campaign, while Dooley blossomed into an All-league player 
for the first time under the leadership of Coughlin. 

Elsewhere, Coughlin also helped to mold senior center Mike Van 
Hoeven into a First Team Academic All-American. 

Van Hoeven, who boasted a 3.96 GPA, becamethe first EMU 
student-athlete in the football program's history to be named a First 
Team Academic All-American. Additionally, he is just the sixth player 
in Eastern Michigan history to collect first team honors. 

A Second Team Academic All-American in 2020, Van Hoeven joins 
Ken Bruchanski (Baseball - 1974 & 1975), Chrzanowski (2006 & 2007), 
Don Ellison (Swimming - 2008 & 2009), and Willy Fink (Men’s Track/ 
Cross Country - 2016 & 2017) as the only players in EMU history to 
garner the honor twice in a career. 

In 2020, the Red Wolves led the Sun Belt Conference and ranked 
14th nationally in total offense at 489.7 yards per game. As for passing 
offense, Arkansas State led the Sun Belt and ranked third in the nation 
at 364.4 yards per game. 

In 2019, Arkansas State put up impressive numbers behind 
Coughlin’s offensive line, ranking No. 10 in the country in passing 
offense (312.1 ypg), No. 14in team passing efficiency (157.55), No. 26 


in scoring offense (33.7 ppg), and No. 33 in both total offense (439.3 
ypg) and red zone offense (.889). 

The Red Wolves posted 5,711 yards of total offense for the sixth- 
most in school history, while their 6.2 yards-per-play average tied the 
second best mark ever by an A-State team. The squad completed the 
year with top-10 marks in program history in 12 different statistical 
categories, including most points (438, 7th) and most touchdowns 
(54, 6th). 

The Red Wolves’ offensive line in 2019 featured four All-Sun Belt 
Conference selections, including third-team picks Jarrett Horst and 
Jacob Still, and honorable-mention choices Andre Harris Jr. and Ivory 
Scott. The Red Wolves excelled behind an offensive line that featured 
four new starters in 2019. 

Horst received the Gary Withrow Award, presented annually to 
A-State’s outstanding offensive lineman of the year, and has been 
tabbed to the 2020 Outland Trophy Watch List. Harris was named 
to the 2020 Wuerffel Trophy Watch List as well. 

Coughlin arrived in Jonesboro, Ark. after spending the previous 
13 seasons at Missouri State. He was elevated to associate head 
coach for the 2018 campaign and served as the Bears’ co-offensive 
coordinator since 2016. 

Coughlin also oversaw the offensive line since 2008 after 
previously serving as the tight ends and fullbacks coach his first two 
years with the program. During his tenure, Coughlin’s linemen earned 
Missouri Valley Football Conference (MVFC) Offensive Lineman of the 
Week honors 14 times, with 13 all-conference selections and five NFL 
players. 

In 2010, standout lineman David Arkin earned consensus All- 
America and second-team Academic All-America honors before 
being picked by Dallas in the 2011 NFL Draft. Former Bears Jake Duron 
and Riley Shantz also inked free agent contracts during Coughlin’s 
tenure. 

Coughlin also mentored Clay Harbor, a consensus All-American 
tight end and NFL Draft pick to the Eagles in 2010, as well as Randy 
Richards, an AP and AFCA All-America selection. Richards enjoyed 
NFL stints with the Chargers and Buccaneers before catching on in 
the CFL with Saskatchewan and Calgary. 

The 2001 Drake University graduate was a standout offensive 
lineman from his playing days. A three-time All-Pioneer Conference 
offensive guard for the Bulldogs, he was a first-team all-conference 
choice from 1998-2000 and earned All-America honors from Football 
Gazette his final two seasons. He was team captain in 2000. 

Coughlin coached three seasons (2001-03) at his alma mater, 
working with the offensive line and tight ends for the Bulldogs while 
mentoring two all-conference first team linemen. 

He joined the lowa State offensive staff in 2004 and spent two 
seasons there while pursuing his master’s in higher education (2006). 

The Kildeer, Ill, native earned his bachelor’s degree in history from 
Drake in 2001. 

He and his wife, Haley, have daughters, Maddie and Natalia.

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Entering his seventh year at EMU is Ben Needham, who came to Ypsilanti 
after spending five years at Kent State University. A veteran coach with 
more than 14 years of experience, Needham served as EMU’s defensive 
line coach as well as the Defensive Run Game Coordinator in the 2022 
season, and made the change to defensive coordinator and linebacker's 
coach beginning in the 2023 campaign. 

Needham's defense in 2023 proved fierce as two Eastern linebackers 
earned all-conference honors. Joe Sparacio was named All-MAC Second 
Team. A tackling machine, Sparacio ranked second in the MAC and seventh 
in the FBS with an average of 11.2 tackles per game. Sparacio finished 
the regular season with 131 tackles (57 solo, 74 assist) to go along with a 
team-best 6.5 tackles for a loss of 35 yards. The total ranks 16th-most in 
EMU single-season history. He also notched 2.5 sacks, five quarterback 
hurries, and three forced fumbles. The three strips ranked fourth in the 
conference and 18th nationally. 

The 22 tackles recorded by Sparacio against Western Michigan, Oct. 
28, ranked as the second-most in an FBS game in 2023. That contest also 
saw him record 17 assisted tackles, the sixth most in a game in the 2023 
campaign. Overall, he posted seven games with double digit tackles. He 
also collected two MAC West Division Defensive Player of the Week honors. 

Joining Sparacio on the all-conference teams was Chase Kline, who 
garnered third team honors. Kline led the Eagles with 143 tackles and 10 
quarterback hurries. The Chardon, Ohio, native led the MAC while ranking 
second in the FBS with an average of 12.7 stops per contest. Kline’s tackles 
in 2023 were tied for 10th-best in a single season at EMU. He posted nine 
contests with double-figure tackles, including a pair of 20+ games. Against 
Akron, Nov. 14, Kline finished with 23 stops, the most by any FBS student- 
athlete and the best outing by a MAC player since 2018. He also outpaced 
his 21-tackle performance two weeks earlier against Western Michigan, 
Oct. 28, when he posted 21. 

For the first time since the 2019 campaign, EMU boasts a pair of tacklers 
that have exceeded the century mark. In the modern statistical era (since 
1999), the feat has been accomplished just 12 times. Collectively, the duo 
accounted for 28.7 percent of the team’s regular season tackles in 2023 
(274-of-955). Furthermore, the duo of Kline and Sparacio made EMU the 
only school with two players in the top 5 and one of two in the top 15 with 
Old Dominion in 2023. 

The Eagles also ranked highly in several defensive categories in 2023, 
most notably in fumbles recovered and red zone defense. The Eagles had 
a nose for the football as they recovered 11 fumbles in 2023, the most 
in the MAC and seventh-most in the nation. Defending inside their own 
red zone was also a strong suit, as EMU allowed opponent scores on just 
78-percent of their red zone appearances, a figure that slotted it third in 
the conference and 27th in the country. 

In 2022, Eastern’s rush defense was spearheaded by now Tampa Bay 
Buccaneer, Jose Ramirez. Ramirez had quite the decorated year, earning 
First Team All-MAC along with being named the MAC Defensive MVP. The 
Lake Alfred, Fla., native was also tabbed the MAC West Division Defensive 
Player of the Week twice in the 2022 season (Nov. 21, 28). Furthermore, 
Ramirez was named to the Bednarik Award Watch List, named the Senior 
Bowl Defensive Player of the Week, Oct. 10, and the “Breakout Defensive 
Player’ for the East-West Shrine Bowl (Oct. 10, Nov. 28) all en route to being 
selected by the Bucs with the 196th overall pick in the draft. 

Along with Ramirez, Carter Evans was also recognized at the end of the 
season, as he was named College Sports Communicators (CSC) Academic 
All-District honoree. 

As a rush defense, EMU finished seventh in the conference, giving up 
156.1 rush-yards-per-game, and allowing 23 touchdowns on the ground. 

In 2021, Needham helped defensive end Jose Ramirez become one of 
the most dominant pass rushers in the conference en route to All-MAC 
accolades. Ramirez was one of the biggest challenges for offensive linemen 
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in the MAC in 2021. He ranked 10th in the conference with 6.5 sacks, a 
career-best mark for the Lake Alfred, Fla. native. Ramirez was a All-MAC 
third team selection in 2021 under Needham. 

EMU forced 18 turnovers in 2021, and scored points off of 15 (11 
touchdowns, 4 field goals). EMU scored 89 points off those turnovers, three 
times as a direct result of the play, and 12 times in its subsequent offensive 
possession. The Eagles’ defense recorded three games with four-or-more 
sacks in 2021, which brings the total number of such occurrences to 14 in 
the previous six seasons. EMU only recorded eight total games of the sort 
in the previous 10 seasons prior to the current stretch. Eastern Michigan 
has was one of the best teams in the nation when it came to recovering 
umbles in 2021. The Eagles picked up nine loose balls this season, which 
ranked third in the MAC and 32nd nationally. 

In 2020, Needham’s line anchored a defense that finished as the fifth- 
best unit in the Mid-American Conference at preventing third-down 
conversions (38.2% opponent success rate). The “Hard Hat D” finished 2020 
with improvements in two categories over 2019's squad, as opponents 
‘ared worse in passing yards per attempt (8.07/8.08) and third-down 
conversion rate (38.2% 29-of-76/44.8% 82-of-183). Additionally, the EMU 
defense was able to hold opponents off the scoreboard in 17 percent of 
its overall frames this year (4-of-24). 

The EMU defense was successful at forcing turnovers throughout the 
team’s six games. Eastern recovered nine fumbles, which ranked first in 
the MAC and 11th nationally. 

Individually, Needham mentored a pair of All-MAC honorees as 
both Turan Rush and Jose Ramirez were named to the short-list of the 
conference's best players. 

Rush, a Second Team All-MAC selection, established himself as one of 
the most dangerous pass rushers in the MAC in 2020. The West Virginia 
native finished sixth in the MAC and 32nd in the FBS in sacks at 0.75 per 
game and had a season-best two sacks and six tackles against MAC West 
Division champion Ball State, Nov. 11. The third-year Eagle added sacks 
against Kent State, Nov. 4, Toledo, Nov. 18, and Northern Illinois, Dec. 12. 

Ramirez, named to the MAC's third team, appeared in each of EMU's six 
games in 2020, and notched his first-career tackle against Kent State, Nov. 
4. He recorded at least two tackles in every appearance in 2020. Ramirez's 
breakout game came at Western Michigan, Dec. 5, where he set personal 
bests in tackles (7), tackles-for-loss (2.0), sacks (2.0), and forced fumbles 
(1.0). 

In 2019, Eastern played in a postseason bowl for the third time in the 
last four seasons, and for the fifth time in school history. It was also the first 
time in program history that EMU played in the postseason in consecutive 
campaigns. 

In 2018, EMU had a dynamite pass defense that ranked 10th overall 
in passing efficiency defense while holding opponents to a 55 percent 
completion rate. Eastern rushed the passer without blitzing, as ends Maxx 
Crosby and Jeremiah Harris combined for 12.5 sacks and 26.5 tackles-for- 
loss. Crobsy, who participated in the 2019 NFL Combine, ranked seventh 
in the FBS in TFLs and 42nd in sacks. 

EMU was exceptionally stingy late in the year, as the defense only allowed 
three offensive touchdowns over the final 16 quarters of the season. 
Moreover, Eastern was ranked 10th nationally for the fewest second-half 
points allowed at just 8.7 per game. 

Before arriving in Ypsilanti, Needham served as the associate head 
coach and defensive coordinator at Kent State for the 2017 season. In the 
‘our seasons prior, Needham was also KSU's linebackers coach, recruiting 


coordinator, and punting coach. Prior to joining the Golden Flashes, 
Needham made stops at the University of Arkansas (2012), The Ohio State 
University (2010-12), Drake University (2008-10), and Wabash College 
(2007). 

In total, he has coached four All-MAC selections, six Academic All-MAC 
honorees, and an Academic All-America First Team award winner. 

In 2017, Needham’s defense ranked 15th nationally in third down 
conversion defense at just 31.5 percent. The Golden Flashes were also 
third in the Mid-American Conference in tackles-for-loss at 6.5 per game, 
while allowing the third fewest passing yards in the league at just 195.1 a 
contest. 

In January of 2016, Needham was promoted to defensive coordinator 
after spending three seasons as KSU’s recruiting coordinator and 
linebackers coach. The Golden Flashes saw an immediate impact on 
defense, as the squad finished inside the top-25 in five categories including 
turnover margin (eighth - +0.92), fumbles recovered (15th - 12), defensive 
touchdowns (19th - 3), passing efficiency defense (20th - 116.18), and 
passing yards allowed (22nd - 196.8). Furthermore, Kent State ranked 
fourth in the MAC in total defense and fifth in scoring defense. 

Individually, four players on KSU's defense were named to the All-MAC in 
2016, including Terence Waugh and Najee Murray on the first team. Safety 
Nate Holley led the nation in solo tackles per game and ranked second 
in total tackles. Linebacker Nick Cuthbert earned Academic All-America 
First Team accolades after posting a MAC best 10.4 stops in league-only 
contests 

In 2015, linebacker Matt Dellinger ranked 16th in the conference in 
tackles and was named to the Academic All-MAC Team. 

As recruiting coordinator, Needham has spearheaded a recruiting 
effort that gave the Golden Flashes unprecedented depth at a number of 
positions. In 2015, Kent State’s recruiting class included players from 11 
states. KSU's 2014 recruiting class included 11 all-state selections and nine 
players who competed in a state championship game. 

For the three seasons prior to joining the Golden Flashes’ coaching staff, 
Needham made stops at Arkansas and Ohio State. During his time with the 
Razorbacks, he worked specifically with the linebackers. At OSU, Needham 
coached John Simon to First Team All-Big Ten and Third Team All-American 
honors. Additionally, he was a part of the staff that finished top-five in the 
football bowl subdivision in total, scoring, rushing, and passing defense 
en route to a 12-1 record and Big Ten Championship. 

Needham went to Ohio State following two seasons as the defensive line 
coach at Drake, under current EMU defensive coordinator Neal Neathery 
on Creighton’s staff. From 2008-2009, he coached two all-conference 
performers as the Bulldogs ranked among the FCS top-15 in total defense, 
rushing defense, and scoring defense both seasons. 

Needham began his coaching career at Wabash College as the defensive 
line coach in 2007. 

A 2007 graduate of Ohio State, Needham served as an undergraduate 
intern from 2005-06 with the Buckeyes. He played two seasons on the 
offensive line at DePauw University before earning his degree at Ohio State.

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Entering his fifth year at EMU is Mike Piatkowski, who was 
a record-setting quarterback at Drake University. Piatkowski 
serves as EMU's quarterbacks coach as well as the Offensive 
Coordinator. 

In 2023, Piatkowski’s offense was headlined by wide receiver 
Tanner Knue, who earned All-MAC Second Team honors, 
marking his second time doing so in his career. Knue paced 
the Eagles in every receiving stat throughout the 2023 season, 
totaling 50 receptions for 479 yards and three touchdowns. The 
receiver's 50 receptions went down as the most in his collegiate 
football career, and rankas the fifth most regular-season catches 
in the MAC. Meanwhile, his 479 receiving yards are the second 
most in his career, ranking 13th in the conference. Moreover, 
Knue's consistency shined throughout the season as he had a 
streak of at least one reception in 35 consecutive games, the 
17th-best figure in the nation. 

The Eastern offense capitalized once it reached the red zone, 
as they scored on 86.8-percent of their red zone trips, ranking 
fourth in the conference and 49th in the nation. Also a difference 
maker in the classroom, Knue also earned Academic All-MAC and 
CSC Academic All-District honors following the 2023 season. 

Under the guidance and leadership of Piatkowski, the EMU 
quarterbacks and passing game thrived yet again in 2022. 
Eastern finished top five in the MAC in passing touchdowns 
(23), yards per reception (7.4), and completion percentage 
(62.4%), as well as having the second most efficient offense in 
the conference, boasting a 138.2 efficiency rating. 

Green and White QBs also thrived individually under the 
tutelage of Piatkowski. Taylor Powell was the starter, and threw 
for 2,111-yards, with a 16-8 touchdown to interception ratio. 
Powell also completed 64.68 percent of his passes, and had a 
144.28 QB rating on the season. Additionally, Powell took home 
the Manning Award as a “Star of the Week” (Nov. 21) as well as 
being named a College Sports Communicators (CSC) Academic 
All-District honoree. Backing up Powell, Austin Smith had a 
breakout year for the Eagles. The Ellenwood, Ga., native saw 
action in nine games, completing 57.63 percent of his passes 
and throwing six touchdowns. He averaged 86-yards per game 
and posted a QB rating of 122.73. 

Piatkowski proved to be creative in the passing games, as 
three non QBs got opportunities to make a pass. Wide receiver 
Dylan Drummond, running back Samson Evans, and punter 
Mitchell Tomasek each attempted one pass for the EMU offense. 

Piatkowski played an important role in the success of the 
EMU offense in 2021. EMU’s offense was one of the best scoring 
units in the Mid-American Conference regular season in 2021. 
Averaging 31.0 points per game, EMU put up 372 total points 
on 46 touchdowns, 15 field goals, and 45 extra points. In total, 
14 different Eagles found the pay dirt in 2021, including five 
players who scored multiple touchdowns. Sophomore Samson 
Evans led all Eagles and ranked fourth in the league with 12 
touchdowns. That number is the seventh-most in a single 
season by any Eastern player. EMU’s offense was one of the 
best in the Mid-American Conference on third down. As an 
offense, Eastern converted 42.4 percent (67-of-158) of its third 
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down tries during the regular season. That number ranked 45th 
in the nation. 

Under the direct mentorship of Piatkowski, quarterback 
Ben Bryant ranked inside the nation’s top-12 with a 69 percent 
completion percentage, and became just the third quarterback 
in EMU history to eclipse the 3,000-yard mark through the 
air. Bryant’s passing ability helped wide out Hassan Beydoun 
blossom as one of the best wide receivers in the league. A 
Burlsworth Trophy nominee in 2021 (awarded to nation’s best 
former walk on), Beydoun was one of just three wide outs in 
the nation to record three games with 10-or-more receptions, 
and became just the third player in program history to record 
seven career games with more than 100 yards. 

Piatkowski helped bring heightened success to the EMU 
offense in 2020 as it put together a strong acumen in its six 2020 
games. Eastern’s scoring unit amassed 2,438 total yards, good for 
406.3 yards per game. Only three previous offenses have finished 
seasons with better yards per game averages (2016 - 455.2, 
2008 - 417.5, 1995 - 449.1). Additionally, the team unit finished 
the season with 23 touchdowns (3.83 TDs per game), which has 
only been bested by one previous EMU team (1995 - 4.36 TDs 
per game). EMU averaged 22.33 first downs per game (134 total), 
which is the sixth-best of any team in program history. 

Individually, Piatkowski mentored quarterback Preston 
Hutchinson, who put together an incredible junior season in 
the Green and White. Hutchinson was able to find 13 different 
receivers en route to completing 126 passes for 1,662 yards. 
Three wide outs caught at least 20 passes (Hassan Beydoun - 
40, Tanner Knue — 27, Quian Williams — 24), while an additional 
six players brought in three-or-more receptions. Piatkowski’s 
tutelage helped Hutchinson go for more than 300 yards in the air 
twice in six games and earn fourth team honors on Phil Steele’s 
All-MAC award list. 

Piatkowski has spent the past seven years moving up the 
college football ranks. He worked on the offensive side of 
the football most recently with a stop at Indiana University 
learning under former EMU offensive coordinator Kalen DeBoer. 
Piatkowski also previously was a graduate assistant coach at 
Eastern Michigan (2016-17) and Midland (Neb.) University 
(2014-15). 

While at Indiana, the team sported an 8-5 record in 2019, a 
resurrection season said by some in the Midwest, as it was the 
Hoosiers’ best regular season in 26 years. The eight wins tied for 
the third-most in school history, trailing only the 1945 and 1967 
Big Ten Conference Championship teams who each won nine 
games. Indiana posted a winning conference record for the first 
time since 1993 (5-3) and was nationally ranked for the first time 
in 25 years, breaking the oldest such drought in the country. 

The Hoosiers’ offense, a catalyst of the success, excelled 
ranking inside the top-five in the 14-team Big Ten conference 


in passing offense (302.4; second), first downs (23.4; second), 
time of possession (33:43; third) turnovers lost (15; third), total 
offense (432.8; third), passing efficiency (150.6; fourth), third 
down conversion percentage (.469; fourth), and scoring offense 
(31.8; fifth). 

Before heading to Bloomington, Piatkowski was a graduate 
assistant working with the offensive line in Ypsilanti from 2016- 
17. In his first season, EMU tied the Football Bowl Subdivision 
mark for the biggest turnaround in 2016, improving six games 
on its win total from one win in 2015. The offense shattered 
the school record for total yards with 5,917 yards, breaking 
the previous record of 5,010. School records were also set for 
points scored (385), passing yards (3,849), touchdown passes 
(25), first downs (303), pass completions (309), plays (999) as 
well single-game plays (99). The squad racked up the second- 
most touchdowns (47) and rushing TDs (21) ina season, and the 
second-most single-game touchdown (8) and first downs (35). 

Nicknamed “Pike”, Piatkowski also served as a graduate 
assistant at Midland University prior to his arrival at EMU. 

The quarterback for Coach Creighton at Drake from 2008-12, 
Piatkowski set nearly every career passing mark in rewriting the 
Bulldogs’ record book and becoming one of the nation’s top 
passers. He finished the 2012 season ranked 13th nationally in 
total offense with 291.6 yards per game. 

He finished his career as Drake's career leader in passing 
yardage (10,200), completed passes (877), passes attempted 
(1,407), completion percentage (.623), touchdown passes (76), 
total offense (9,959), and offensive plays (1,699). 

The 2012 Pioneer Football League Offensive Player of the 
Year, Piatkowski led his team to a 7-1 conference record and 
a share of the PFL title in 2011. In his junior season Piatkowski 
ranked 11th in the nation (FCS) in passing efficiency (151.4; 1st 
PFL) and 21st in total offense (253.8; 5th PFL), and posted three 
300-yard passing games. He also threw 25 touchdown passes, 
the second-highest single-season total in Drake history.

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Entering his second year at EMU is Chris Chestnut, 
who came to Ypsilanti after spending the past two seasons 


as an assistant coach at Western Michigan University. 
Chestnut will serve as EMU’s tight ends coach, as well 
as the team’s Co-Offensive Run Game Coordinator. 

Chestnut oversaw the wide receivers in the 2023 season, 
mainly highlighted by Tanner Knue, who earned All-MAC Second 
Team honors, marking his second time doing so in his career. 
Knue paced the Eagles in every receiving stat throughout the 
2023 season, totaling 50 receptions for 479 yards and three 
touchdowns. The receiver's 50 receptions went down as the 
most in his collegiate football career, and rank as the fifth most 
regular-season catches in the MAC. Meanwhile, his 479 receiving 
yards are the second most in his career, ranking 13th in the 
conference. Moreover, Knue’s consistency shined throughout 
the season as he had a streak of at least one reception in 
35 consecutive games, the 17th-best figure in the nation. 

A difference maker in the classroom, Knue also earned 
Academic All-MAC and CSC Academic All-District honors 
following the 2023 season. 

Also under Chestnut, JB Mitchell had a career season as 
he complemented Knue as the offense’s secondary wideout. 
Mitchell hauled in a total of 35 receptions for 398 yards and 
one touchdown, averaging 11.37 yards per grab. The Alabaster, 
Ala., native set a career-best with 99 receiving yards against 
Western Michigan, Oct. 28, while notching a career-high seven 
receptions twice, first against Ball State, Oct. 7, and again at 
Buffalo, Nov. 21. 

Chestnut has 19 years of coaching experience at the Football 
Bowl Subdivision (FBS), Football Championship Subdivision 
(FCS), community college, and high school levels following a 
three year stint in the Arena Football League. 

Most recently, Chestnut was an assistant coach at WMU, working 
with the tight ends (2021) and wide receivers (2022). 

In 2022, wide receiver Corey Crooms collected Second Team 
All-Mid-American Conference honors after hauling in 54 balls 
for 814 yards and five touchdowns. Crooms was sixth in the 
league with 67.8 yards per game while finishing 10th with 
4.8 receptions per contest. He torched Bowling Green State 
University for 151 yards on eight catches, while adding two 
receptions of 74-or-more yards on the season. 

One season prior, Chestnut helped the Broncos capture the 
program's second bowl victory, knocking off Nevada, 52-24, 
in the 2021 Quick Lane Bowl at Ford Field in Detroit. All told, 
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WMU ranked 12th nationally in total offense (466.4 ypg), while 
finishing 13th with 322 first downs and 34th in scoring offense 
(32.5 ppg). 

Before returning to Kalamazoo, Chestnut spent two years 
in the same capacity at Western Kentucky University. Under 
Chestnut’s guidance, WKU receivers had one of the best seasons 
in recent memory. Lucky Jackson had 94 receptions for 1,133 
yards and four touchdowns, while Jahcour Pearson recorded 76 
receptions for 804 yards and seven scores. Jackson and Pearson 
were only 1-of-5 FBS teammate duos who each had at least 75 
catches and 800 yards. 

Jackson set the all-time Hilltopper program record with 17 
catches against Western Michigan in the First Responder Bowl 
after previously setting the record earlier in the season with 16 
grabs at Marshall. Jackson garnered First Team All-Conference 
USA honors while Pearson received Second Team All-Conference 
USA recognition. Jackson was also added to the 2019 Biletnikoff 
Award Watch List. 

The Durham, N.C., native came to WKU following a three-year 
run on the coaching staff at Tennessee State, including the final 
two as wide receivers coach. Chestnut began his run on the staff 
as an offensive quality control coach working with the tight ends. 

While at TSU, Chestnut was instrumental in the development 
of a wide receiving corps that included four receivers who caught 
at least 28 balls, led by junior Chris Rowland’s 57 receptions for 
727 yards. Rowland was named an All-Ohio Valley Conference 
second teamer as a wide receiver and return specialist, while 
Treon Harris, a former quarterback at Florida, completed his 
transition to wide receiver by tallying 35 receptions and five 
touchdowns, both the second-best marks on the Tiger squad. 

Chestnut's work with receiver Patrick Smith in 2017 helped 
the senior receiver finish his career among the top five Tigers 
in career yards, receptions, and touchdowns. Smith led TSU in 
receiving in his final three seasons in Nashville. 

Prior to going to TSU, Chestnut spent one season at the 
University of Miami (Fla.) as an offensive assistant which included 


Chestnut spent time in the high school ranks in his 
hometown of Durham, N.C., at Northern Durham High School 
where he was the offensive coordinator for the 2013 and 2014 
seasons, his second stint at the school. He spent one season as 
a graduate assistant at the University of South Florida in 2012. 
Chestnut has also coached on the collegiate level at Campbell 
University (2010-11) and Ellsworth Community College (2009). 

While at Ellsworth, Chestnut worked as the wide receivers 
coach for the 2009 Region IX Midwest Conference Champions 
and the 2009 Graphic Edge Bowl Champions. The offense he 
was part of ranked first in the nation and averaged 496 yards 
a game. His responsibilities included working with receiver 
Quintin Robinson, who was a first team NJCAA All-American 
and an all-conference selection. 

Chestnut’s coaching career began with his first stint at 
Northern Durham immediately following a collegiate playing 
career at College of the Canyons and Western Michigan. 

He led Canyons in receiving each of his two seasons and was 
named All-Western State Conference First Team as a sophomore 
before transferring to WMU. As a junior, Chestnut started all 11 
games and was a two-year letterman for the Broncos. He capped 
his career, which included 30 catches for 412 yards, by earning 
a captain's role as a senior in 2003. 

Chestnut played professionally in the Arena Football League 
from 2004-06. He was in camp with the New York Dragon in 
2004 and spent two years playing for the Las Vegas Gladiators 
(2004-05) and a year for the Georgia Wildcats (2006) 

He received his bachelor's degree in Interdisciplinary Studies 
from Western Michigan in 2008. 

Chestnut and his wife, Maria, have three children, Jaylon, 
Carter, and Christina.

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Entering his first year at EMU is Grant Heard, who came to 
Ypsilanti after serving an assistant with the University of Central 
Florida for the past two seasons. A veteran coach with more 
than 17 years of experience, Heard will serve as EMU’s wide 
receivers coach. 

Heard has full-time college coaching experience at UCF, 
Indiana University, the University of Mississippi, Arkansas 
State University, Lambuth University, and Western Michigan 
University. A wide receiver at Ole Miss (1996-2000), Heard helped 
the Rebels to four bowl games and graduated as the school’s 
all-time leader in career catches and scores. 

All told, Heard has 13 years of experience working directly 
with the wide receiving corps, while having also served as 
an offensive coordinator and the passing game coordinator. 
Recruiting and developing talent at a high level, Heard has 
helped stockpile receiving talent at each of his stops into one 
of the deepest and most talented in the country. 

In Heard’s first season in 2022 as receivers coach on UCF Head 
Coach Gus Malzahn’s staff produced one of the most potent 
pass-catching combinations in Knight annals. Heard tutored 
three blue-chip receivers who combined to create a difficult- 
to-defend unit paced by second-team All-American Athletic 
Conference veterans Ryan O'Keefe (team-high 73 catches for 
725 yards, five touchdowns; 107.3 all-purpose yards per game) 
and Alabama transfer Javon Baker (56 for team-high 796, five 
TDs)--plus Auburn transfer Kobe Hudson (39 for 641, seven TDs; 
an average of 16.4 yards per reception). All of Hudson’s catches 
came over the final 10 games.

A second-team all-league selection, Philyor became the 
seventh Hoosier to reach 1,000 yards (1,002) on 70 catches in 
2019. His receptions ranked third in the Big Ten and sixth on 
Indiana's single-season list, while his yardage totals were fourth 
and seventh, respectively. 

From 2017-19, the Hoosiers finished in the top three in the 
conference in passing offense. They ranked second in 2019 (25th 
nationally), and third in 2018 and 2017 (tied for 35th nationally). 
En route to 2018 honorable-mention All-B1G recognition, 
current Tennessee Titan Nick Westbrook led the team with 590 
yards. 

Three wideouts earned 2017 all-league recognition, 
including first-teamer Simmie Cobbs Jr. Cobbs (72) and Luke 
Timian (68). They finished second and third in the league and 
shared fourth and sixth on the Indiana single-season list in 
catches. Additionally, Cobbs was fourth in the Big Ten in yardage 
(841) and tied for sixth in receiving scores (8), which shared 10th 
on Indiana's single-season charts. 

Heard completed his fifth campaign as the wide receivers 
coach at Ole Miss in 2016. He worked with then-Hoosiers Head 
Coach Tom Allen at Ole Miss (2012-14), Arkansas State (2011), 
and Lambuth (2008-09). 

Heard mentored 2015 Biletnikoff Award finalist Laquon 
Treadwell, the program's first Biletnikoff finalist. Treadwell 
caught 82 passes (second in the SEC) for a league-leading 1,153 
yards and 11 TDs. Treadwell broke 15 school records in 2015 and 
was selected in the first round of the NFL Draft by Minnesota, 
while fellow Rebel standout Cody Core was selected in the sixth 
round by Cincinnati. 

Heard’s 2015 receiving corps was one of four in the nation 
with seven or more players who caught at least 20 balls. Ole 
Miss broke nearly every offensive school record, while it led the 
conference and ranked in the Top 10 nationally in scoring (40.8), 
total (517.8), and passing offense (334.7). 

In 2014, Ole Miss was the only SEC team with three receivers 
in the top 12 inTD receptions. The previous year Treadwell (5.58) 
and current New England Patriots wideout Donte Moncrief 
(4.42) ranked inside the league's top eight in catches per game. 
Moncrief was sixth in the SEC in yards per game (68.8). 

The 2013 SEC Freshman of the Year, Treadwell set freshman 
records in receptions (67), yardage (557) and scores (five). He 
topped all SEC freshman receivers in catches, yardage and TDs. 

Moncrief declared for the NFL Draft after his junior year 
and finished his career in the top three in program history 
in receptions, yardage, and TDs. He was selected by the 
Indianapolis Colts in the third round (90th pick). 

Heard served as passing game coordinator and quarterbacks 


coach at Arkansas State (2010-11). Quarterback Ryan Aplin, the 
2011 Sun Belt Conference Player of the Year, established school 
single-season records for total offense and passing yardage per 
game, and he ranked 10th in the nation in total offense. 

His passing attack ranked 16th in the nation, and the Red 
Wolves finished 24th in total offense en route to a Sun Belt 
championship and a GoDaddy.com Bowl appearance. 

Prior to Arkansas State, Heard spent 2008 and 2009 as 
Lambuth’s offensive coordinator. The 2008 Eagles accumulated 
5,861 yards and became the top-ranked offense in the NAIA. 
Lambuth finished third in the nation in scoring offense and 
fourth in passing efficiency that year. 

Upon completion of his playing career, Heard started his 
coaching career as the quarterbacks, wide receivers, and special 
teams coach at Jackson Preparatory High School (Miss.) in 2002. 
He moved on to Hargrave Military Academy (Va.), where he led 
the wide receivers and helped Hargrave to an 8-1 record the 
following campaign. 

He joined the collegiate ranks as an offensive graduate 
assistant at NC State in 2004, and he returned to Ole Miss as an 
offensive graduate assistant in 2005-06. He assisted in coaching 
the receivers and tight ends, and he tutored future NFL players 
Mike Wallace, Shay Hodge, Marshay Green, Mike Espy and Taye 
Biddle. 

In 2007, Heard moved on to Western Michigan and coached 
wide receivers. He oversaw first-team All-Mid-American 
Conference selection Jamarko Simmons, the 15th-ranked 
receiver in the nation, and the receiving corps gained over 3,000 
yards and scored 23 TDs. 

A wide receiver at Ole Miss (1996-2000), Heard helped the 
Rebels to four bowl games and graduated as the school's all- 
time leader in career catches and scores. He signed with the 
Pittsburgh Steelers in 2002 and was sent to play in NFL Europe. 
He appeared in preseason games for San Francisco in 2001. 

Heard’s brother Ronnie was a standout safety at Ole Miss and 
in the NFL, starting 29 games with the San Francisco 49ers and 
Atlanta Falcons from 2000-05 and making 211 career tackles. 

He earned his bachelor’s degree in business in 2001. Heard 
is married to Renata Nowacki, a four-year letter-winner on the 
Ole Miss volleyball team in 1997-2000, and the couple has a son 
Jayden and a daughter Avery. 


That trio alone combined for 168 catches for 2,162 yards 
while helping the Knights rank among the national leaders 
in total offense (16th at 469.6 yards per game). AAC coaches 
rewarded O'Keefe with his second-team all-league honor, while 
Pro Football Focus did the same for Baker. 

Heard arrived in Orlando after serving as Indiana's receivers 
coach for five years (2017-21), the last two as the Hoosiers’ co- 
offensive coordinator and the previous three as passing game 
coordinator. The former Ole Miss receiver spent the previous 
five seasons coaching receivers at his alma mater. 

Under Heard’s direction in 2020, Ty Fryfogle became the first 
Hoosier wideout since 2007 to earn All-America honors (third 
team) and the first in program history to be named Big Ten 
Richter-Howard Receiver of the Year. Nine times Hoosiers earned 
all-conference honors during Heard’s time in Bloomington, 
highlighted by Fryfogle’s 2020 first-team recognition. 

Fryfogle, the first B1G pass-catcher with back-to-back 200- 
yard games, also was one of 11 Biletnikoff Award semifinalists 
in 2020. He finished his career sixth on the school’s career lists 
in receptions (158) and yardage (2,231) and tied for 10th in 
receiving touchdowns (10). 

Whop Philyor, a 2021 free-agent signing of the Minnesota 
Vikings, closed out his career as Indiana’s all-time leader in double- 
digit catch games (seven), fourth in receptions (180), tied for 
fourth in 100-yard games (seven) and ninth in yardage (2,067).

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Entering his third year at EMU is Munir Prince, 
who cames to Ypsilanti after spending time as the 
head football coach for Webster Groves (Mo.) High 
School. Prince will serve as EMU's cornerbacks 
coach. 

Prince has college coaching experience at the 
University of Missouri, Drake University, Missouri 
State University, and Pittsburgh State University. 
During his playing career as a defensive back 
for Missouri, he was a part of multiple Big 12 
Conference North Division championship teams 
and several bowls. He started his collegiate 
playing career at the University of Notre Dame. 
Prince’s cornerbacks had a strong season in 2023 
as freshman Daiquan White was Named the EMU 
E-Gridiron Group Defensive Newcomer of the Year 
and earned College Football Network Honorable 
Mention Freshman All-American. White led the 
squad in pass break ups with 12, ranking third in 
the MAC and earned the right to wear the 0 jersey 
at Toledo, Nov. 8. He also tabbed a tackle for loss 
at Central Michigan, Sept. 30, and recovered a 
fumble versus Western Michigan, Oct. 28. 

Additionally, Bennett Walker led the team in 
interceptions with three, also slotting third in the 
conference, as he snagged two of them in the 19- 
17 win over UMass, Sept. 16. 

Moreover, Kempton Shine recorded the most 
tackles of his career with 56 total stops (31 solo, 
25 assisted) throughout the season. Additionally, 
he broke up nine passes, the second highest total 
on the team. Shine concluded his time in Ypsilanti 
(2019-23) with 26 PBUs, ranking him second in 
program history. 

Last season, he helped Eastern Michigan rank 
first in the MAC in interceptions (13, tied) and 
second in opponent completion percentage (54.9 
pct.) during its 9-4 campaign. 

Kempton Shine recorded 30 tackles, 13 passes 
defended, and one interception. Shine’s 13 
knock-a-ways are tied for the second-most in a 
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single season during the modern statistical era. 
His best game occurred against Buffalo, Sept. 24, 
when he notched seven stops and three breakups. 
Meanwhile, Joshua Scott totaled four pass break 
ups, the second most in EMU single-game history, 
and an interception against San Jose State in the 
Famous Idaho Potato Bowl triumph. 

Prince, who served as Webster Groves’ interim 
coach for a portion of the 2021 season, was also 
the school’s assistant athletic director. He had 
been an assistant football coach since 2020. 

Before joining the high school ranks, he briefly 
spent time at NCAA Division II member, Pittsburg 
State University. 

Prince worked for five seasons (2015-19) at 
Missouri Valley Football Conference (MVFC) 
member, Missouri State. Working first as the 
running backs coach, he shifted to cornerbacks 
coach beginning with the 2018 season. 

In 2018, Prince mentored a veteran group of 
corners that accounted for 128 tackles on the 
season. The trio of Darius Joseph, Matt Rush, and 
Zack Sander combined to make all 22 starts at the 
two cornerback positions for the Bears. 

Before shifting to defense, Prince helped 
develop a balanced and versatile stable of running 
backs that combined for over 4,000 yards of total 
offense the last three seasons. Most notably, 
Jason Randall and Calan Crowder teamed up to 
run for 2,255 yards and 19 touchdowns. In 2017, 
the Bears ranked third among all MVFC teams in 
team rushing per game (185.1 ypg) during league 
play. 

In his first campaign with the Bears, Prince 
oversaw a running back group that included 
three different regulars who totaled more than 
300 ground yards for the 2015 season. Randall 


posted a pair of 77-yard games, while Crowder 
registered a Bears’ season-high 164-yard day 
against Chadron State. 

Prince arrived in Springfield, Mo. after a brief 
stint as an assistant coach at Drake University, 
where he coached the Bulldogs’ tight ends. 
Previously, he worked as an account executive for 
Drake IMG Sports Marketing for one year before 
joining the DU coaching staff. 

Prince earned two degrees from Missouri, 
finishing his bachelor’s degree in business 
management in 2010, before completing an MBA 
program in 2012 while assisting Head Coach Gary 
Pinkel’s coaching staff as an offensive graduate 
assistant. 

Asa player, Prince was a part of two Big 12 North 
Division championship teams and three bowl 
squads (Alamo Bowl - 2008; Texas Bowl - 2009) 
during his own playing career as a defensive back 
for the Tigers. 

A St. Louis native, Prince began his collegiate 
career at Notre Dame, playing in 20 total games 
as arunning back and defensive back during the 
2006 and 2007 seasons. 

Prince and his wife, Alison, welcomed their first 
child in July 2022.

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Entering his second year at EMU is Tate Omli, who 
came to Ypsilanti after spending the past three seasons 
as the co-defensive coordinator and linebackers coach 
at Hutchinson (Kan.) Community College. Omli will serve 
as EMU’s safeties coach and pass game coordinator. 

Omlihas college coaching experience at Hutchinson, 
Angelo State University, East Carolina University, and 
Murray State University as well as previously serving as 
a graduate assistant at EMU. As a player, Omli started his 
collegiate journey at Butler Community College where 
he was a second-team NJCAA All-American in 2012. Omli 
then moved to the University of Northern lowa. 

A large contributor to the Eagles’ passing attack, 
Omli’s scheme in 2023 paved the way for wide receiver 
Tanner Knue, who earned All-MAC Second Team honors, 
marking his second time doing so in his career. Knue 
paced the Eagles in every receiving stat throughout the 
2023 season, totaling 50 receptions for 479 yards and 
three touchdowns. The receiver's 50 receptions went 
down as the most in his collegiate football career, and 
rankas the fifth most regular-season catches in the MAC. 
Meanwhile, his 479 receiving yards are the second most 
in his career, ranking 13th in the conference. Moreover, 
Knue’s consistency shined throughout the season as he 
had a streak of at least one reception in 35 consecutive 
games, the 17th-best figure in the nation. 

Adifference maker in the classroom, Knue also earned 
Academic All-MAC and CSC Academic All-District honors 
following the 2023 season. 

Omlialso played a role in the development of safeties 
Cameron Smith and Quentavius Scandrett. Smith had 
a career season nearly across the board as he doubled 
his tackle count from the 2022 campaign (26) with 45 
tackles in 2023. He also grabbed the first interception 
of his career, returning the ball 35 yards at Toledo, Nov. 
8. Smith also recorded a career high seven tackles at 
Jacksonville State, Sept. 23. Like Smith, Scandrett also 
had a career season as he totaled 59 tackles from the 
secondary and intercepted two passes on the season. 
Scandrett also set a career high with 11 tackles against 
Western Michigan and was selected to wear the No. 0 
jersey against Buffalo, Nov. 21. 

Anative of Brookville, Kan., Omli spent the past three 
seasons as the defensive coordinator and linebackers 
coach at Hutchinson CC. Over his three seasons on the 
Blue Dragon sideline, HCC was 28-3 with two league 
titles, aKansas Jayhawk Community College Conference 
(KJCCC) playoff championship, a national semifinal 
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victory, two appearances in the national championship 
game, and one national championship (2020-21). 

The 2022 Blue Dragons won the Jayhawk Conference 
championship and a National Junior College Athletic 
Association (NJCAA) National Playoff semifinal over 
Coffeyville before falling to lowa Western in the national 
championship game. The Blue Dragons tied a single- 
season record for wins, going 11-1 this past season. 
Defensively, HCC allowed just 13.1 points per game 
while limiting opponents to just 265.7 yards per contest. 
Additionally, the Blue Dragons intercepted 18 passes 
and racked up four defensive scores. 

The 2020-21 Blue Dragons gave Omli a special 
experience in his first season at Hutchinson. 

All Omli and the Blue Dragons did in 2020-21 was 
put together an undefeated season and won the NJCAA 
National Championship. The Blue Dragons limited 
opponents to 13.4 points per game (No. 1 KJCCC/No. 
4 NJCAA), 258.6 total yards per game (No. 1 KJCCC/No. 
10 NJCAA), 76.6 rushing yards per game (No. 1 KIJCCC/ 
No. 6 NJCAA) and 182.0 passing yards per game (No. 5 
KJCCC/No. 15 NJCAA). 

The 2021 Blue Dragon defense produced 12 all- 
conference players and five NJCAA All-Americans. 
Cornerback Roterius Torrence was named both the 
KJCCC and NJCAA Defensive Player of the Year. 

The 2021 Blue Dragons improved mightily as the 
season went on. The team finished 9-2 with six-straight 
wins that included back-to-back shutouts in the Jayhawk 
Conference playoffs. The Dragons finished No. 3 in the 
final NJCAA rankings. The Blue Dragons also won the Salt 
City Bowl. The 2021 Blue Dragons allowed 17.9 points 
per game (No. 2 KJCCC/No. 9 NJCAA). Marquise Gilbert 
was a second-team NJCAA All-Americans as a defensive 
back and Nadame Tucker was an honorable mention 
All-American at linebacker. 

Before arriving at Hutchinson, Omli was the special 
teams coordinator and safeties coach at Murray State 
University (2018-19). While with the Racers, he coached 
five All-Ohio Valley Conference players. 

In 2018, Malik Honeycutt became the 54th all- 
american at MSU when he collected First Team All- 
American from HEROSports. Under Omli’s tutelage, 


Honeycutt turned in a 79-yard touchdown return that 
sealed a comeback victory over nationally-ranked 
Southeast Missouri State University. The following week, 
he took a punt 80 yards for a score against Austin Peay. 

He spent the spring of 2018 as a graduate assistant 
at East Carolina University. 

Omli previously spent two seasons in Ypsilanti as a 
graduate assistant working with the defensive backs. 
He helped the Eagles go to the 2016 Bahamas Bowl, 
the program's first bowl game since 1987. 

Omli started his coaching career in 2015 asa 
defensive graduate assistant at NCAA Division II Angelo 
State University, where he helped out with the safeties. 

Playing his high school ball at Ell-Saline High School, 
Omli signed with Butler Community College and played 
with the Grizzlies in 2011 and 2012. Omli played on a 
pair of Jayhawk Conference championship teams and 
the Grizzlies finished No. 2 in the final 2011 NJCAA 
Rankings. Omli was First Team All-KJCCC and a Second 
Team NJCAA All-American in 2012. 

Omli graduated from UNI in 2014 with a bachelor’s 
degree in business administration and marketing. He 
received a master’s in sport management from Eastern 
Michigan in 2017.

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Entering his second year at EMU is Issac Reed, who 
came to Ypsilanti after spending the 2022 campaign 
as an offensive quality control assistant at Rutgers 
University. Reed will serve as EMU’s running backs coach. 

Reed has seven years of progressive coaching 
experience at the Football Bowl Subdivision (FBS), 
Football Championship Subdivision (FCS), and Division 
Ill levels following a stint as an explosive kick returner/ 
running back at Baldwin Wallace University. Additionally, 
he was named a finalist for the 2020 FootballScoop 
Coach of the Year Award. 

Most recently, Reed was an offensive quality control 

assistant at Rutgers University working with the running 
backs. 
In 2023, Reed's running backs ran to new heights as 
Samson Evans produced 12 rushing touchdowns in 
2023, marking his third straight season cracking the 
double-digit mark, becoming the first Eagle to do 
so. Evans ended his EMU career on the mountaintop 
when it comes to career touchdowns as he notched 
40 in 41 career games as an Eagle. His 2023 season 
culminated in a rookie camp invite from the Miami 
Dolphins, becoming one of three Eagles to earn an NFL 
opportunity following the 2023 campaign. Evans also 
earned College Sports Communicators (CSC) Academic 
All-America, making him the fourth player in program 
history to have garnered the accolade. 

Along with Evans, Jaylon Jackson earned All-MAC 
Second Team honors, marking his second consecutive 
all-conference nod as he was named first team after 
the 2022 season. The Burleson, Texas, product was one 
of just five MAC players to record a kick return for a 
touchdown this season and one of just 36 nationwide to 
do so. Jackson ranked 39th nationally with an average 
of 21.4 yards per kick return. 

In 2021 at Southeast Missouri State University, Reed 
helped SEMO lead the FCS in red zone offense. The 
Redhawks scored 23 touchdowns and made a perfect 
10-of-10 field goals, converting on all 33 of their chances 
inside the 20-yard line. SEMO had the Ohio Valley 
Conference's second-best rushing offense (195.1 ypg) 
and ranked third in the league in both scoring (27 ppg) 
and total offense (360.6 ypg). 

Running back Geno Hess collected 2021 Second Team 
Associated Press FCS All-America honors. He was a First- 
Team All-OVC pick that led the conference in rushing 
yards (1,116), rushing touchdowns (14), and rushing 
yards per game (111.6). He ranked seventh in the FCS 
in each of those categories. Hess ran for over 100 yards 
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in seven of his 10 starts at tailback. Overall, he finished 
24th in the voting for the Walter Payton Award. 

On the special teams side of things, punter Zach 
Haynes was a semifinalist for the 2021 FCS Punter of 
the Year Award. Haynes earned First-Team All-OVC 
accolades after he ranked third in the league with 41.2 
yards per punt. His 76-yard punt against Eastern Illinois 
was the longest in the league and sixth-longest in the 
FCS. All told, Haynes punted 66 times for 2,716 yards 
and dropped 24 of his kicks inside the 20-yard line. 

Before arriving in Cape Girardeau, Reed spent one 
year in the same capacity at the University of Buffalo. 
He also worked two seasons as an offensive graduate 
assistant for the Bulls. 

Reed made an immediate impact in the running 
back room as he coached two of the best backs in 
school history. Led by All-American running back Jaret 
Patterson, UB averaged a program-best 287.4 yards per 
game rushing and rushed for 32 touchdowns, four shy 
of the school record for a single season in only seven 
games. Patterson led the nation in rushing, averaging 
178.7 yards per game. Against Kent State, Patterson 
tied an FBS record with eight rushing touchdowns and 
rushed for 409 yards, the second most ever in an FBS 
game. He and Kevin Marks combined to rush for 515 
yards, at the time the most ever by two players in an 
FBS game. 

Patterson earned All-America honors along with 
being named All-MAC First Team, MAC Offensive Player 
of the Year, and the league’s Vern Smith Leadership 
Award winner. Marks had a standout season of his own, 
averaging 105 yards per game and earning All-MAC 
Third Team honors. 

As a result of UB's successful 2020 campaign, Reed 
was named a finalist for the FootballScoop Coach of 
the Year Award. 

Prior to being hired as a full-time member of the 
staff, Reed was UB's assistant wide receivers coach in 
2018 and 2019. He aided in the development of three 
All-MAC receivers, including Anthony Johnson and K,J. 
Osborn in 2018 and Antonio Nunn in 2019. 

Before arriving at Buffalo, Reed was the running 
backs coach at Ohio Wesleyan University for the 2017 
season. He coached running back A.J. Jones who, as a 
true freshman, averaged seven yards per carry to lead 


the Bishops in rushing and rank 10th in the North Coast 
Atlantic Conference. 

A native of Lehigh Acres, Fla., Reed began his 
coaching career at his alma mater, Baldwin Wallace, 
serving as the assistant running backs coach for the 2016 
season. He helped coach running back Austin Smith 
who rushed for 681 yards and 14 touchdowns en route 
to earning All-Ohio Athletic Conference honors. 

He was a four-year letterwinner at Baldwin Wallace 
where he played running back and kick returner. A 
team captain, Reed was an All-Conference selection in 
2015 and a two-time Bob Packard Most Outstanding 
Offensive Back Award Winner (2014 & 2015). A three- 
year starter and four-year contributor, Reed ran for 
2,173 career yards in 378 attempts with 18 touchdowns, 
caught 22 passes for 141 yards and a TD and returned 
10 kickoffs for 24.4-yard average.

Steckel will serve as EMU’s 
defensive tackles coach. 

Steckel has college coaching experience 
at SEMO, Missouri State University as well as 
Central Michigan University. During his playing 
career as a defensive lineman for Eastern Illinois 
University, he played in 23 career games with 
52 tackles and 4.5 TFLs. He started his collegiate 
playing career at Ellsworth Community College. 
In his first season with Eastern Steckel 
developed a strong interior defensive line. 
Most notably, Peyton Price churned outa career 
season with 47 tackles, including 12 solo and 
35 assisted, along with 4.5 TFLs for 29 yards 
lost and 4.0 sacks for 28 yards.

record). SEMO went 26-8 over that span. Prior to 
that run, the Redhawks did not have a winning 
OVC record since 2010 and did not have back- 
to-back winning OVC campaigns since 2002. 

Nationally, SEMO ranked third in tackles for 
loss allowed (3.91 per game). Defensive tackle 
Steven Lewis garnered Second Team All-OVC 
with 33 tackles, 2.5 tackles for loss, and three 
pass breakups. 

In 2020 and 2021, Steckel coached his first 
All-OVC performer in Bryson Donnell. A first- 
team selection, Donnell made five starts on the 
defensive line and was SEMO's fourth-leading 
tackler with 41 stops. He added three tackles 
for loss, a sack and four quarterback hurries. 
Donnell also blocked a kick, forced a fumble 
and had one fumble recovery. 

Steckel got his first full-time position in 2018 
as the defensive tackles coach at Missouri State. 
Coincidentally, he was on the staff with current 
EMU assistant coaches Sean Coughlin and 
Munir Prince. 

The 2028 Bears defense compiled 24 sacks 
and helped upset No. 9 Illinois State University, 
24-21, and No. 20 Northern Arizona University, 
40-8. 

Steckel was on Head Coach Dave Steckel’s 
inaugural staff at Missouri State as a quality 
control assistant on the defensive side from 
January 2015 until July 2017. He also worked 
with the Bears’ defensive linemen during his 
first tenure in Springfield. 

Steckel then spent the 2017 season at Central 
Michigan University as a graduate assistant, 
where he worked with the defensive tackles. 

Steckel attended Oakville High School where 
he was a Suburban West all-conference pick his 
senior season. He then played two seasons at 
Ellsworth (lowa) Community College where he 


was part of an 8-3 squad that ranked No. 14 in 
the NJCAA poll and played in the Graphic Edge 
Bowl. 

He finished his career at Eastern Illinois, 
which captured the 2012 OVC championship. 
The then-Williams played in 12 games as a 
senior for the Panthers and brought down 38 
ball carriers that year. He was also roommates 
with quarterback Jimmy Garoppolo, now with 
the San Francisco 49ers. 

Steckel was selected for one of the National 
Football League's Bill Walsh Diversity Fellowship 
Coaching positions in the summer of 2020. He 
worked with the Los Angeles Rams during OTAs 
and Training Camp. 

Steckel earned his bachelor’s degree in 
Kinesiology and Sports Studies from EIU in 
2014. 

Of note, former MSU Head Coach Dave 
Steckel and his wife, Mary Beth, officially 
adopted Steckel in 2021 which led to his last 
name changing from Williams. 

Jerone and his wife, Katlyn, have a son,

Entering his first year at EMU is Kasey Teegardin, 
who came to Ypsilanti after serving an assistant with 
Indiana University for 10 seasons. A veteran coach 
with more than 16 years of experience, Teegardin 
will serve as EMU’s special team’s coordinator and 
defensive ends coach. 

Teegardin has college coaching experience at 
Indiana, Valparaiso University, Northwood University 
(Mich.), and the University of Charleston (WVa.). Once 
the youngest defensive coordinator in the NCAA at 
the age of 24, he coached six All-Big 10 Conference 
performers in the past two seasons as well as two 
“true” freshman All-America honorees. 

All told at Indiana, Teegardin mentored a total of 
10 All-Big 10 performers over a six year span. During 
his four-year tenure as special teams coordinator, 
Indiana’s special teams units blocked a total of 10 
kicks. The Hoosiers were also the only FBS program 
with multiple kickoff returns for scores in 2022. 

Indiana's 2021 special teams unit tied for first in 
the country with four blocked punts. The team scored 
on an 81-yard punt return and a blocked punt versus 
Idaho, the first time scoring twice on special teams 
in IU history since 1969. Furthermore, Indiana’s 2020 
special teams units shared fifth in ESPN’s special teams 
efficiency rankings. Indiana finished ranked 12thin the 
final Associated Press Poll and second overall in the 
Big Ten. 

In 2023, kick return specialist Jaylin Lucas was the 
highest-rated kickoff return man in the FBS among 
specialists with 25 or more returns on the season. 
His 572 kickoff return yards led the Big Ten, was No. 5 
among “Power 5” returners, and ranked No. 14 in the 
FBS. His 100-yard kickoff return against Purdue tied 
for the longest play in IU history and was one of 10 
returns of 100 yards in the FBS during the 2023 season, 
the only 100-yard effort in the Big Ten. For his efforts, 
Lucas earned Third Team All-Big Ten honors as a return 
specialist. 

Punter James Evans earned Second Team All-Big 
honors as he set the Indiana single-season record by 
one yard per punt, averaging 45.8 yards per punt. His 
career average of 43.9 yards per punt ranks No. 1 on 
Indiana's career charts. 

A season prior in 2022, Lucas earned All-America 
accolades from six outlets, including four first-team 
honors. He became the first Hoosier and the first Big 
10“true” freshman to be named the Big Ten’s Rodgers- 
Dwight Return Specialist of the Year. Lucas ranks tied

for No. 1 in career kickoff return touchdowns with 
three in Indiana history. He was the lone returner (in 
2022) in the country with two scores, his 591 yards led 
the Big Ten, and his 28.1 yards per return ranked top 
five nationally. 

Evans closed out 2022 with a 44.3 average per 
punt, which ranks second in school history and 
earned honorable-mention All-Big Ten honors. 
Additionally, outside linebacker Dasan McCullough 
earned Freshman All-American honors along with 
honorable-mention All-Big Ten honors. 

In 2020, kicker Charles Campbell led the Big 10 with 
91 percent field goal percentage and made all 25 extra 
point attempts. Campbell earned 2020 Second Team 
All-Big honors. Punter Haydon Whitehead averaged 
43.4 yards, which ranked fourth on the Indiana 
single-season list. Whitehead was a Ray Guy Award 
Semifinalist and received honorable-mention All-Big 
honors. Return Specialist Reese Taylor also received 
honorable-mention All-Big honors. 

In 2018, safety Jonathan Crawford signed a free- 
agent deal with the Tennessee Titans, participated at 
the 2019 NFL Scouting Combine, and earned 2018 
honorable-mention All-Big Ten recognition. Crawford 
topped the team in tackles (66) and solos (47). He 
finished third in the B1G (24th nationally) with two 
fumble recoveries to go along with a pick-six and 
one forced fumble, one sack, 3.5 stops for loss, and 
three pass breakups. Safety Bryant Fitzgerald paced 
the team with three interceptions (t-8th in the Big 
Ten), two forced fumbles (t-7th in the Big Ten), and 
six takeaways total. Fitzgerald shared first in the B1G 
among freshmen in INTs (t-7th nationally) and forced 
fumbles (t-4th nationally). 

A Hoosiers defensive graduate assistant (2014-16) 
for three years and director of on-campus recruiting 
for one campaign (2017), Teegardin was promoted to 
full-time status for the first time on March 2, 2018. 

A native of Palm City, Fla., eegardin spent 2012 and 
2013 as special teams coordinator and linebackers 
coach at Valparaiso University. 

He served as Valpo’s NFL and academic liaison 
as well as the program’s community outreach 
coordinator. The NFL liaison at three schools, 


Teegardin has mentored four players who have 
reached the professional ranks. 

Teegardin came to Valpo after spending the 
2011 season at Division Il Northwood University, 
where he coached the secondary. Before his time 
at Northwood, Teegardin coached at Division II 
University of Charleston, where he served as the 
youngest defensive coordinator in the NCAA (hired at 
age 24) in 2010, leading a defensive attack that ranked 
19th in the nation in rush defense. 

Teegardin first joined the Golden Eagles staff in 
2007 as a graduate assistant coaching the defensive 
line, before moving on to coach the linebackers in 
2008, where he led three AIlI-WVIAC selections. 

In 2009, Teegardin became Charleston’s secondary 
coach for a team that finished the season 9-2 and 
ranked 19th nationally in the AFCA Poll. He helped 
lead a defense that led the WVIAC in five defensive 
categories: rush defense No. 13 nationally), scoring 
defense, total defense, pass efficiency and red zone 
defense (No. 6 nationally). UC was also third in the 
league in interceptions, third down percentage (No. 
23rd nationally), and takeaways (No. 26 nationally). 
Teegardin coached four All-WVAIC performers, 
including the league’s Defensive Player of the Year in 
safety Chris Woomer. 

Teegardin is a 2007 graduate from Charleston with a 
degree in sport management. He earned his master’s 
degree in business administration from the school in 
2008. 

During his undergraduate years, Teegardin played 
linebacker for the football program and was selected 
a captain his senior season, helping the team to an 
8-3 overall record. During his first two seasons at UC, 
Teegardin also served as an outfielder and catcher for 
the baseball team. 

Teegardin and his wife, Monica, have one son, 
Kayden (2).

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Entering his sixth year at EMU is Jeff Collett, who came to Ypsilanti 
after spending six seasons at the Centre College. Collectt previous served 
up until 2022 as the Director of Recruiting Operations and Player Personnel. 

Collett served as the Colonels’ defensive line coach after joining Cen- 
tre's staff in 2013. In 2016, he added recruiting coordinator responsibilities. 

Under Collett’s leadership, the defensive line had tremendous success 
both as a group and individually. In 2018, the Colonels finished 10-2 with 
an appearance in the “Sweet 16” of the Division III playoffs after winning the South Athletic Association (SAA) 
championship with a 7-1 mark. The squad finished the year at No. 14 in the D3football.com Top 25 and No. 15 in 
the American Football Coaches Association (AFCA) Top 25 Poll. 

During the 2017 campaign, Collett’s D-line helped the Colonels finish second in the SAA in tackles-for-loss 
per game. Individually, All-SAA selection Zach Berger led Centre and was fourth in the SAA with six sacks on 
the season, finishing with 24 tackles and eight for loss. In 2016, Collett helped Ben Bostick finish his career as a 
two-time AlI-SAA pick while adding a CoSIDA Academic All-District nod. 

In 2014, the defensive line helped the Colonel defense lead the SAA in takeaways and fewest points allowed. 
The unit helped improve in national defensive rankings in 2014, moving from 106th in rush defense to 47th, only 
allowing 127 yards per game. Four members of the defensive line received postseason honors for their efforts 
in the 2014 season. Senior defensive end Devon Freeman was named the SAA Defensive Player of the Year and 
received First Team All-SAA honors. Along with Freeman, DT Paul Megilligan (First Team), DE Rue Hockensmith 
(Second Team), and DT Kris Beauchamp (Honorable Mention) were All-SAA selections. 

Several Colonel defensive linemen earned postseason recognition in 2013. Defensive tackle Tami Aderoba 
(First Team), DE Devon Freeman (Second Team), and DT Paul Megilligan (Second Team) were All-SAA honorees. 

A 2010 Centre graduate, Collett earned All-SCAC honors in 2009 as a punter and won Centre's Homer Rice 
Special Teams Player of the Year Award in 2008 and 2009. While kicking for the Colonels, Collett won the Hammer 
Award four times, multiple SCAC Special Teams Player of the Week honors and once earned the D3football.com 
National Special Teams Player of the Week Award. 

Collett earned his bachelor of science degree in Biology from Centre in 2010 and also holds a master of arts 
degree in teaching from the University of the Cumberlands in 2012. Prior to coaching at Centre, Collett spent 
three years teaching at Woodford County High School in Versailles, Ky., where he coached football and was also 
the head strength and conditioning coordinator. Collett is a Certified Strength and Conditioning Specialist (CSCS) 
through the National Strength and Conditioning Association.

The Eagles 
have a 73-55-10 all-time re- 
cord against FCS Schools, 
including a seven-game win- 
ning streak dating back to a 
win against Mississippi Valley 
State on Sept. 2, 2017. 


+ With the 10-point vic- 
tory over the Bison, Eastern 
Michigan had another dou- 
ble-digit win under current 
head coach Chris Creighton. 
The result was Eastern Michi- 
gan’s 20th double-digit win 
over an opponent and was 
Creighton’s 47th as EMU’s 
leader. 


+ At the 2:19 mark in the first 
quarter, Eastern Michigan 
forced a safety on Howard's 
punting unit. The safety 
was the first that Eastern 
Michigan has recorded in 
any game since September 
2, 2016, a 61-14 victory over 
Mississippi Valley State. 


+ Smith started at quarter- 
back for Eastern Michigan. 
The game was Smith's 11th 
appearance for the Eagles.

2015. 
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Eastern Uses Special Teams to Upend Howard in Opener 


Special Teams scores twice to help the Eagles open the season with a win 


YPSILANTI, Mich. (EMUEagles.com) - The Eastern Michigan University football team opened its 2023 season with a 33-23 home victory 
over Howard University Friday, Sept. 1, inside ‘The Factory’ at Rynearson Stadium. The Eagles (1-0) scored the first 23 points in the game to 
lead wire-to-wire with two kickoff returns sparking EMU past the Bison (0-1). 

Jaylon Jackson returned a kickoff 84 yards for a touchdown after the Eagles forced a safety and Hamze El-Zayat added another kickoff 
score as he sprinted 94 yards for the score. Samson Evans opened the scoring with a 2-yard run on EMU’s opening drive to record the 30th 
touchdown of his career, leaving him one shy of tying Gary Patton, who found pay dirt 31 times from 1984-87. 

Defensively, Eastern recorded 4.0 sacks on the night, including 1.5 by Tim Grant-Randall, 1.0 each from Mikah Coleman and Peyton 
Price, and 0.5 from Joey Zelinsky, who wore the No. 0 jersey, given weekly to the defensive player that exhibits the team’s ‘Hard Hat 
Mentality’ Overall, Joe Sparacio led the team with 10 tackles, including a team-high four solo tackles. 


How It Happened 

Eastern jumped out to a 7-0 lead on the opening drive as Evans crashed into the end zone from two yards out for the score. Near the end 
of the quarter, the EMU defense pushed the Bison back and forced a punt from their own end zone where the ball was snapped through the 
punter’s hands, out of the back of the end zone, and scoring a safety for the Eagles. On the ensuing, the free kick was fielded by Jackson, who 
wove his way 84 yards for the score to stake the hosts to a 16-0 score at the end of one. 

In the second quarter, Tanner Knue pulled down a 20-yard pass from Austin Smith to make it 23-0 before the Bison responded with a 
69-yard passing score. The ensuing PAT was blocked, making it 23-6. The ensuing kickoff saw the Eagles’ special teams shine again, this time 
with El-Zayat taking the kick 96 yards to the house. Howard would add a field goal at the end of the half for a 30-9 EMU lead. Howard scored 
twice in the third quarter to make it interesting as two rushing touchdowns brought the hosts to within seven points, 30-23. But, late in the 
fourth, the Eagles stood tall and added a field goal to make it 33-23, solidifying the victory on opening night. 


Game Notes 

» Eastern Michigan saw Evans score the first touchdown of the season four minutes into the game as he carried the ball for two yards for 
the score. Evans now has 30 career rushing touchdowns in his Eastern Michigan career, which is one off Gary Patton (1984-87), who holds 
the record with 31. 

» The Eastern defense started the game strong, refusing to relinquish a singular point to the Bison in the first quarter. This marks the third 
consecutive home opener where the Green and White defense held their opponent scoreless in the first quarter. The Eagles locked up Eastern 
Kentucky in the first quarter last season, Sept. 2, 2022, along with stuffing the Red Flash of St. Francis University in the first frame of the first 
game of the 2021 campaign, Sept. 3. 

» As a team, Eastern Michigan scored 30 points in the first half. It is the second straight game in which the Eagles have scored 30 points in a 
half, dating back to the 2022 Famous Idaho Potato Bowl against San Jose State on Dec. 22, 2022. The Eagles also scored 30 points in the first 
half in that game as well. 

» Finishing the game with 33 points, the Eastern Michigan Eagles notched another 30-point effort in the win. In 2022, the Eagles scored 30 
points in 8-of- 13 games. Dating back to last season, the Eagles have scored 30 points in five consecutive games. The last time the Eagles were 
under 30 points in a game was October 29, 2022, in a 27-24 home loss to Toledo. 

» Senior defensive lineman Grant-Randall dragged down the Howard signal caller late in the second quarter, registering his second career 
sack as an Eagle. The Texas native's first sack came in a 45-23 thrashing of the Western Michigan Broncos, Oct. 8, 2022. Grant-Randall would 
also go on to have six tackles in the game, one of five Eagles to record at least five tackles in the opener. 

» Junior defensive back Quentavious Scandrett contributed on defense for the Eagles, totaling six tackles for the Green and White. It is 
the fourth time in his career that Scandrett has recorded five or more tackles in a game, all of the previous three came in the 2022 season. 

» El-Zayat’s second quarter 96-yard kick return for a touchdown ties for the fourth-longest punt or kickoff return for a touchdown in the 55- 
year history of Rynearson Stadium. Former Eagle Lincoln Dupree holds the longest kickoff return in school history when he ran it back an 
even 100-yards at Northern Illinois, Nov. 20, 1999. The second longest is co-owned by Clarence Champman and Craig Thompson, who each 
ran one back 98-yards in their EMU tenures. El-Zayat finished the game with 138 return yards in his first game donning the Green and White 
and El-Zayat recorded a career-high in both return yards and kickoffs returned for a touchdown (one). 

» Eastern Michigan had both a punt return and a kick return in the first half against the Bison. It is the first time that has happened in the same 
game in the history of the program. With the returns posted by El-Zayat and Jackson, the Eagles posted multiple returns for touchdowns 
in a single game for the first time since Sept. 2, 1995, when EMU ran back a pair of fumble returns at Akron, measuring 45 and 60 yards. 

» Jackson compiled 107-return yards in the battle against Howard, marking the second highest return yardage in the ball carrier's career. 
Jacksons career high was 123 in a 50-31 win over the University at Buffalo last season, Sept. 24. 

» Sparacio picked up right where he left off one season ago on defense, recording 10 tackles for the Eagles. Dating back to his Boston 
College days, it is his 16th career college game with at least five tackles, 11 of which have come since wearing the colors of Eastern Michigan. 
Moreover, it is Sparacio’s second career game recording 10 plus tackles. He tabbed 16 total takedowns versus Ball State last season, Oct. 22. 
» T.J. Peavy had six tackles on defense for the Eagles. It is the 11th time in his career in which he has recorded five or more tackles for the 
Eagles in four seasons with the program. 

» Kicker Kenynon Bowyer converted a field goal attempt at the 4:04 mark of the fourth quarter to give Eastern Michigan the 33-23 edge, 
extending the Eagles lead to 10 points at the time. The field goal, along with four successful point-after-touchdown kicks, marked the first 
points for Bowyer with EMU after transferring in from Marshall. 

» Knue, who donned ‘The Deuce for the first time this season, pulled in a pass in the second quarter for a touchdown, which marked the 15th 
of his career, putting him fourth all-time in receiving touchdowns in program history. Two more receiving TDs would put the wide-out third 
all-time, and reaching 21 by season's end would slot the graduate student at second in program history.

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Eagles Come Up Short at Minnesota

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (EMUEagles.com) - The Eastern Michigan University football team fought hard, but ultimately 
fell to the University of Minnesota, 25-6, inside Hunting Bank Stadium Saturday, Sept. 9. Eastern falls to 1-1 on the year 
while Minnesota improved to 2-0 (1-0 Big Ten). 


How It Happened 
It was a classic Midwest football clash in the early stages of Saturday night's contest between the Eagles and Golden 


Gophers, as both squads would end the first quarter with no points on the board. Minnesota would draw first blood with 
a chip shot 24-yard field goal, giving the Golden Gophers a slight 3-0 lead early in the second quarter. 

EMU wasted no time striking back as they marched 73-yards down the field on the ensuing drive, ending in a Jesus 
Gomez field goal, evening the score at three each. The back-and-forth battle continued with the Gophers capturing the 
game's first touchdown late in the second frame, before Gomez would knock through another field goal, bringing the 
score to 10-6 in favor of Minnesota at the end of the first half. 

Minnesota took hold of the game in the third quarter with a field goal and touchdown in the frame. However, the 
Eagles would not go out quietly as they forced two Golden Gopher turnovers in the second half. Justin Jefferson 
forced and recovered the first fumble of his Eastern career early in the fourth, before Bennett Walker secured his first 
interception as an Eagle, and the third in his college football career. 

The game concluded soon after, resulting in a 25-6 win in favor of the Golden Gophers. 


Game Notes 

» Joe Sparacio recorded a team-high 14 tackles in the contest to mark a season-high for the defensive captain. Prior to 
Saturday night's game versus Minnesota, Sparacio’s season-high was 10 against Howard, Sept. 1. 

» Micah Coleman came to play for the Eagles as the 6-foot-5 defensive end registered two tackles-for-loss, marking a 
career-high. Moreover, with one sack on the night, Coleman tied a single-game career-best as well. Coleman previously 
tabbed a sack in EMU’s season-opening contest against the Howard Bison, Sept. 1, after taking down signal-callers versus 
Akron, Nov. 8, 2022, and Ball State, Oct. 22, 2022. 

» Graduate student Blake Daniels hauled-in a 29-yard reception for the Eagles early in the second quarter. The catch 
goes down as Daniels’ fourth of the season, as well as the longest reception in his collegiate football career. Prior to 
Saturday’s contest, he recorded three catches for 20-yards on the season. 

» The EMU defense held strong once again in the first frame of play, allowing zero points to the Golden Gophers. After 
holding the Howard Bison scoreless in the first quarter, Sept. 1, it marked the second consecutive game EMU has locked 
up their opponent in the first quarter. The last time EMU held their respective opponent scoreless in the first quarter of 
play in consecutive games came last season when the Eagles held Ball State scoreless, Oct. 22, 2022, before doing the 
same to the Toledo Rockets in its next contest, Oct. 29. 

» Junior Zach Mowchan forced a fumble in the first quarter of play, marking the first forced fumble of his career. 
Additionally, it was the first forced fumble for the Eagles of the 2023 campaign. 

» The Eastern defense stood tall on its own goal line as the Eagles stuffed the Golden Gophers on 4th-and-Goal from 
the two-yard line on Minnesota's opening drive. Over the course of the game, the EMU defense put up a fight in the 
red zone as the Minnesota offense saw six of their eight drives get inside the Eastern 6-yard line, but were held to just 
two touchdowns. Of the six instances, the Eagles stopped the Golden Gophers on downs and forced three field goal 
attempts as well. 

» Jefferson forced and recovered a fumble early in the fourth quarter, giving the Eagles positive field positioning in the 
late stages of the game. For EMU, it was its first takeaway of the 2023 campaign. For Jefferson, it marked his first forced 
and recovered fumble as an Eagle. 

» Gomez knocked through two field goals during the battle versus the Golden Gophers. For Gomez, it marks his fourth 
game registering multiple made field goals in his collegiate football career. Gomez punched through multiple kicks last 
season versus Arizona State, Sept. 17, Ball State, Oct. 22, and Akron, Nov. 8. 

» Walker snagged his first career interception as an Eagle after corralling a tipped pass from the Minnesota QB. Overall, it 
is Walker's third interception of his NCAA career as he snagged two during his time at the University of San Diego Mesa. 
» The Eagles defense forced two Minnesota turnovers Saturday night. This marks the first time EMU has turned-over its 
opponent twice in the same contest since it did so against San Jose State last season in the Famous Idaho Potato Bowl, 
which the Eagles won, 41-27. 

» Mitchell Tomasek punted four times in the game, averaging a season-high 47.2 yards per punt. Tomasek, who 
dropped two of those punts inside the Minnesota 20-yard line, boomed one out to 57 yards for a season-best.

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EMU Fends Off Minutemen, 19-17, With Late Score 


El-Zayat grabs game-winning score; Walker picks two passes in the win 


YPSILANTI, Mich. (EMUEagles.com) - The Eastern Michigan University put together a five-play, 77-yard drive, culminating in a 50-yard 
touchdown reception from Austin Smith to Hamze El-Zayat with 1:20 left in the ballgame to give the Eagles a 19-17 win over the University 
of Massachusetts Minutemen Saturday, Sept. 16, at ‘The Factory’ inside Rynearson Stadium. The triumph, the Eagles’ seventh-consecutive 
at home against non-conference opponents, improved Eastern Michigan’s record to 2-1 on the season while the Minutemen fell to 1-3. 

Samson Evans paced the Eagles rushing attack by accumulating 89 yards over the course of the game, averaging 11.1 yards per carry, a 
career-high clip for the graduate student. Jaylon Jackson also added 83 yards and one touchdown on the ground, averaging 6.9 yards per 
carry. Bennett Walker showed out for the Eastern Michigan defense, collecting two interceptions, the first for an EMU player since 2019. 
Quentavius Scandrett added one interception and Chase Kline had 11 tackles, 3.0 TFLs including 2.0 sacks, and one forced fumble in the 
win. 

The Eagles won the turnover battle in Saturday’s game, forcing four turnovers for the first time since the 2019 season, turning those 
takeaways into 10 points. Eastern put together a stellar showing on the ground, logging 214 rushing yards while averaging 8.2 yards per 
carry and out-rushing UMass by 90 yards, all of which are season-highs. Defensively, Eastern Michigan stood firm against the UMass rushing 
attack, holding the Minutemen to 124 yards on the ground. The Eagles’ defense disrupted the UMass passing attack on the way to recording 
three interceptions and breaking up seven Minutemen passes. 


How It Happened 

Eastern Michigan grabbed a 3-0 lead over UMass after scoring the game's first points with 2:31 left in the first quarter. The Eagles then 
extended the lead to 10-0 with another score by Jackson. 

UMass temporarily took control of the lead, building a 17-13 advantage late in the game before the Eagles scored again with a 50-yard 
touchdown pass from Smith to El-Zayat, putting EMU back in front, 19-17. After a last-minute attack in their final drive of the game, the 
Minutemen would hand the Eagles back possession for the EMU offense to assume victory formation, taking consecutive knees to run out 
the clock, resulting in a 19-17 Eastern Michigan win. 


Game Notes 

» Justin Jefferson picked up the fumble Sparacio forced in the first quarter. Jefferson has collected a turnover for Eastern Michigan in each 
of the last two games, becoming the first Eagle to do so this season and the first since Joshua Scott did so in consecutive games on Nov. 25, 
2022 and Dec. 22, 2022 against Central Michigan University and San Jose State University, respectively. Moreover, with his fumble recovery, 
Jefferson sits atop the Mid-American Conference leaderboards in recovered fumbles with two. 

» Scandrett had an interception at the 5:40 mark in the first quarter. The interception was his second career pick and his first of the 2023 
season. He tallied his lone interception of the 2022 campaign, Oct. 22, at Ball State. 

» In addition to Scandrett’s interception, Walker also recorded a pick for Eastern. It is the second consecutive game in which the defensive 
back has recorded an interception. Also, the Eagles had multiple interceptions as a team in a single game four times in 2022, it most recently 
accomplished the feat last season in the Famous Idaho Potato Bowl, when the Eagles snagged three interceptions throughout the contest 
en route to a 41-27 victory over the San Jose State University Spartans. 

» Eastern Michigan saw its first touchdown of the contest come in the second quarter as Jackson broke free with a rush of 55 yards. It is the 
longest play from scrimmage for Eastern Michigan in the young season. The previous longest was a 29 yard pass to tight end Blake Daniels 
in EMU’s previous outing against the Golden Gophers, Sept. 8. The grab by El-Zayat measuring 50 yards ranks second. 

» Evans gashed up the UMass defense, averaging 11.1 yards-per-carry, marking a new career-high. Before EMU’s win over the Minutemen, 
Evans' career-best YPC was 7.6, coming last season in Eastern’s ‘Power Five’ win over the Sun Devils of Arizona State University, Sept. 17. 
Evans also clocked the longest rush of his collegiate career as he trotted 61 yards up the gray turf of Rynearson Stadium in the second 
quarter. 

» With Kline and Sparacio's double-digit tackling performance, the Eagles have notched themselves a double-digit tackler in three straight 
games to open the 2023 season. The last time EMU had a double-digit tackler in three straight games came Nov. 9-26, 2021, when former 
Eagle Terry Myrick reached the mark against Ohio, Nov. 9, and Central Michigan, Nov.26, with one-time EMU linebacker Tariq Speights 
doing so in the middle game versus Western Michigan University, Nov. 16. 

» Kline and Joe Sparacio picked up right where they left off from last week's contest at Minnesota, Sept. 8. The hard-hitting duo again 
totaled double-digit tackles each for the second straight game. Kline concluded Saturday's contest with 11 while Sparacio racked up 14. 

» Smith scrambled 41 yards for an Eastern first down in the third quarter. The 41 yarder marks the longest career rush for the junior signal 
caller. Prior to Saturday, Smith’s longest rush was 29 yards, coming last season against the University at Buffalo, Sept. 24. Jess Gomez 
attempted and made two field goals for Eastern Michigan, including a 45 yard field goal in the fourth quarter to give the Eagles a 13-10 lead 
at the time. The field goal was a season-long, breaking a previous season-best mark of 37 yards at Minnesota, Sept. 9 and the fourth time in 
his collegiate career where he has made a field goal of 45 or more yards. 

» Grabbing his second interception of the day in the middling stages of the final frame, Walker notched his third of the season, and now sits 
alone at the top of the conference standings with three interceptions in three games this season. 

» Smith recorded 157 yards from scrimmage in the win over UMass. The Georgia native has recorded 150 or more yards this season in both 
of Eastern Michigan’s wins. In addition, he recorded his season long pass with just over a minute to go in the fourth quarter when he found 
El-Zayat for the go-ahead touchdown. 

» Eastern Michigan saw the offense come alive late, with El-Zayat catching a touchdown pass for 50 yards. The touchdown is the Dearborn 
native's first from scrimmage of his Eastern Michigan career. He finished the game with 62 receiving yards, a season-high. 

» As a team, Eastern Michigan rushed for a total of 214 yards in the win against the Minutemen. The total is the most rushing yards Eastern 
Michigan has rushed for this season. The Eagles only rushed for that total or more just twice last season, including 217 yards against the 
20-13 win the last time the Eagles and Minutemen met on the gridiron, Oct. 1, 2022.

JACKSONVILLE, Ala. (EMUEagles.com) - The Eastern Michigan University football team fell to the 
Jacksonville State University Gamecocks, 21-0, in its final regular-season non-conference matchup, Saturday, 
Sept. 23, on Burgess-Snow Field. 


How it Happened 

Despite a potent ground game, the Eagles were able to bend and not break. They held the hosts to three 
scores in the game while thwarting several others, including forcing the Gamecocks to turn the ball over on 
downs inside the Eastern five-yard line in the third quarter. 

The hosts scored one each in the first three quarters to build their lead, taking leads of 7-0 in the first, 
14-0 at halftime, and 21-0 at the end of three. While the EMU offense was unable to score, the play of punter 
Mitchell Tomasek helped the defense as he continually flipped the field, including booting a 72-yarder, the 
longest in the nation this year. 


Game Notes 

> The Eagles employed three quarterbacks in the game with both junior Ike Udengwu III and sophomore 
Cam'Ron McCoy both making their EMU debuts on the gridiron. Udengwu finished the game compiling 42 
passing yards off seven completed passes while McCoy, who pitched for the EMU baseball team last spring, 
saw his first football action of 2023, finishing with one rushing attempt. 

> Wide receiver JB Mitchell Ill hauled in three receptions for 23 yards throughout the contest, marking a 
career-high in the Alabaster, Ala., native's, ‘homecoming’ to his home state, as he grew up just 90 minutes 
southwest of Jacksonville. 

> Breaking up a JSU pass in the first quarter, freshman defensive back Daiquan White has registered a pass 
break-up in each of his first four collegiate football games. The first-year standout is the only EMU defensive 
back to notch a PBU in each of the team’s first four games. Additionally, White sits tied for second in the MAC 
with four PBUs. 

> Punter Mitchell Tomasek recorded a career-high 72-yard punt in the second quarter against the 
Gamecocks and flipped the field from the EMU 20 to the Jax State 8-yard line. Tomasek’s 72-yard boomer 
goes down as a career-best for the junior, it is also the longest punt of the 2023 college football season 
in the NCAA FBS. Tomasek joins Matt Hayball (Vanderbilt University), Porter Wilson (Duke University), and 
Tyler Perkins (lowa State University) as the only punters to record a 70-yard boot this year. Moreover, it is the 
longest punt by an Eagle since former EMU punter Jake Julien had a 71-yarder versus Army, Oct. 27, 2018. 
The only two longer punts in EMU history came by way of former Normalites punter Charles Nemeth in 1940 
and 1943. Furthermore, the reigning MAC West Special Teams Player of the Week set a career-high in both 
punts (eight) and punting yards (398). 

> Tomasek finished the game with eight punts totaling 398 yards (the 15th-highest single game total at 
EMU) for an average of 49.8 per boot. The average ranks as the fifth-best in a single game in program history 
behind three games from Jake Julien and one from Austin Barnes. In fact, his 49.8 average is the highest 
non-50+ average in program history, bettering the 49.5 average recorded by Jay Karutz, who did so at Miami 
University, Sept. 11, 2010. 

> Corralling nine tackles against the Gamecocks; senior linebacker Justin Jefferson tabbed a career-best 
outing. 

> Dragging down the Gamecocks’ running back in the second quarter for a loss of two yards, David Carter 
Jr. tabbed the first tackle for loss of his college football career. Carter Jr. also broke-up a Jax State pass in the 
contest, marking the first game in which the senior has secured both a TFL and PBU. 

> Joe Sparacio showed up yet again as the graduate student recorded 14 tackles, marking his fourth 
consecutive double-digit tackling performance. The last time EMU had a double-digit tackler in four 
consecutive games came via former Eagle Terry Myrick who did so in four games from Nov. 3-27, 2020. 
Sparacio currently leads the MAC in tackles (52).

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Eastern Drops MAC Opener at Central Michigan 


Evans ties the school record with his 31st career touchdown 


MT. PLEASANT, Mich. (EMUEagles.com) - The Eastern Michigan University football team dropped a nail-biting loss to Central Michigan University, 
26-23, Sept. 30, inside Kelly/Shorts Stadium. 

The Eagles fell to 2-3 overall and 0-1 in Mid-American Conference play while the Chippewas improved to 3-2 on the year and 1-0 in Mid-American 
Conference play. 

Austin Smith led all Eagles rushers with 71 yards and one touchdown in the contest. Jaylon Jackson also added 62 yards on the ground, averaging 
6.2 yards per carry, as well as 32 receiving yards. 

Running back Samson Evans brought himself one step closer to making EMU football history as the graduate student broke through from 
inside the CMU five yard line to score the 31st touchdown of his EMU career, tying him with former Huron great Gary Patton (1984-87). One more 
touchdown and Evans will sit firmly atop the Eastern leader board with 32 career touchdowns. 

Through the air, Tanner Knue reeled in seven catches for 68 yards and one score. Quentavius Scandrett showed out for the Eastern Michigan 
defense, totaling one interception, bringing the Eagles’ season total to five. 

The Eagles won the turnover battle in Saturday's game, forcing one turnover while avoiding any giveaways, with EMU turning that takeaway into 
three points. The Eastern Michigan offense did a good job extending drives, converting on 50 percent of third-down attempts (7-of-14).. 

Defensively, Eastern Michigan held up well against the Central Michigan rushing attack, holding the Chippewas to 193 yards on the ground. 


How It Happened 

After falling behind 7-0, Eastern Michigan responded with a touchdown with 5:24 left in the first quarter to tie it at 7-7.The Eagles proceeded to 
break the 7-7 tie with a 55-yard field goal from Jesus G6mez, making the score 10-7. 

Central Michigan then grabbed a 14-10 lead, but Eastern Michigan scored again at the 9:24 mark in the third quarter with a four-yard touchdown 
reception from Smith to Knue to jump back ahead, 16-14. 

CMU then took control of the lead, building a 19-16 advantage before the Eagles scored again with a two-yard touchdown run from Evans to jump 
back in front 23-19. Eastern Michigan did not score again in the game and Central Michigan tacked on seven more points to finish off the scoring. 


Game Notes 

» Knocking a field goal through the uprights late in the second quarter, Gomez tied his career-long of 55 yards. Gomez also knocked through a 
55-yarder last season against Ball State University, Oct. 22, which tied Dylan Mulder (Nov. 7, 2015, at Miami University) and Chad Ryland (Nov. 9, 
2021, vs. Ohio University) for the longest in program history. Additionally, the made field goal was just one yard off what would have been a stadium- 
long for Kelly/Shorts Stadium. 

» Thanks to a tipped pass by Joe Sparacio, Scandrett executed the tip-drill perfectly, securing the football for his second interception of the season, 
and the fifth overall for the Eagles. Eastern Michigan is tied for second in the MAC along with Toledo with five interceptions this season. EMU defensive 
back Bennett Walker is tied with 15 other student-athletes for number one in the country in passes intercepted per game with 0.8. 

» The EMU rushing attack started strong as it put up 78 yards on the ground in the first quarter of play. The 78 yards in the first frame is the most from 
the eagles in the first quarter of play this season and the most in the first since it rushed for 76 yards in the first quarter in last season's road win over 
Arizona State University, Sept. 17. 

» Knue grabbed a pass from Smith in the back corner of the end zone on the opening drive of the second half to record his second receiving 
touchdown of the season and the 16th of his career. On the career ledger, Knue, who finished the game with seven receptions for 68 yards, is now 
tied with Sergio Bailey II (2016-17) for the third-most touchdown receptions in program history and just the fourth EMU player to record 15 or more 
receiving scores in program history. Eric Deslauriers (2003-06) and Kevin Walter (1999-02) are the only Eagles with more scores having pulled down 
27 and 20, respectively. Also, Knue’s seven catch day marks the second time this season he has surpassed fi receptions as he also did so in EMU's 
opening-night game against the Howard Bison with eight receptions for 73 yards and one touchdown, Sept. 1. 

» Wide receiver JB Mitchell Ill (Alabaster, Ala/Thompson) had another career game as the junior pulled down a career-high five passes for a career- 
best 48 yards. It marks the second game in a row in which he caught three or more passes after grabbing three for a then-career-best 23 yards at 
Jacksonville State University, Sept. 23. 

» The Eagles allowed one touchdown from Central Michigan in the first quarter. This season, Eastern is allowing just seven points on average during 
the opening quarter of play, tying the eagles for 20th nationally in points allowed in the first quarter. 

» Sparacio defended both on the ground and through the air as EMU’s leading tackler thus far in the season also recorded two pass-break-ups on the 
day. Sparacio now has three PBUs in his college career as he set a career-best today with two in a single game. The first of his career came last season 
in Eastern’s first road contest at the University of Louisiana-Lafayette, Sept. 10. 

» With his fourth tackle of the day, Sparacio has surpassed 200 tackles in his college football career. He would end the day with eight tackles and 
currently sits with 206 tackles in his five seasons of collegiate football. Sparacio entered today’s contest with 197 dating back to his days playing for 
Boston College (2019-21). 

» Smith was surgical through the air today as the junior quarterback set a career-high in completion percentage. Smith completed 20-of-26 passes 
today equaling out to a 76.9% completion percentage, which ranks as the 10th best single-game completion percentage in the MAC thus far in the 
2023 season. Furthermore, Smith's 20 completions today tied a career-high. He also completed 20 last season against Ball State, Oct. 22. 

» The Eagles’ offense came to life in its rivalry bout with the Chippewas as the offense totaled 341 yards throughout the game. This marks Eastern’s 
second time surpassing 300 total yards on the season, as it also did so against the UMass Minutemen, putting up 371 yards, Sept. 16. 

» Evans finished the game with 28 yards, bringing him to 1,934 yards total in his career. By reaching the 2,000-yard plateau, Evans will become the 
12th player in Eastern history to record at least 2,000 yards in a career with the last coming in 2019 when Shaq Vann (2015-19) finished his EMU 
career with 2,577 yards. 

» Jackson finished the game with career-high 139 total yards (62 rushing, 32 receiving, 45 return). The Burleson, Tex., native has eclipsed 100 total yards 
three times in the 2023 campaign, also doing so against Howard (125), Sept. 1, and UMass (119), Sept. 16. 

» Chase Kline led the EMU defense in tackles today with 12. Kline's 12 tackles means that eastern has registered a double-digit tackler in its first 
four games. 

» Joey Zelinsky and Justin Jefferson each grabbed a piece of their first collegiate sack as the duo teamed up to drag down the Central quarterback 
with 14:19 to go in regulation.

Evans breaks the program's all-time scoring record with his 32nd career score 


YPSILANTI, Mich. (EMUEagles.com) - Austin Smith was an efficient 18-of-28 passing for 192 yards and two scores, JB Mitchell Ill posted another career game, 
and Samson Evans claimed the record for touchdowns in a career as the Eastern Michigan University football team downed visiting Ball State University, 24-10, 
Saturday, Oct. 7, on Homecoming. The Eagles, who lead wire-to-wire inside Rynearson Stadium to win their fourth home game in a row, improved to 3-3 overall 
and 1-1 in Mid-American Conference play while the Cardinals slipped to 1-5 overall and 0-2 in the MAC. 

Evans etched his name into the record books as the program's top scorer as his 2-yard touchdown score in the second quarter gave him 32 for his career and 
broke the tie with Gary Patton (1984-87), who held the mark for 26 years. Evans, who finished with 42 yards on the ground and needs just 32 more to reach 2,000 
for his career, is the program‘ all-time rushing touchdown leader as well, a mark he broke last year. 

Smith, who connected on a pair of touchdown passes, including a 50-yarder to Hamze El-Zayat and another to Mitchell, recorded a season-high 192 yards 
through the air, finishing five shy of his career-high 197 yards accumulated last year against the Cardinals in a 20-16 road win, Oct. 16, 2022. Smith's top target on 
the day was Mitchell, who recorded career-highs in receptions and yards with seven and 71, respectively, while recording his first scoring grab as an Eagle. El-Zayat 
posted 63 yards, his highest total as Eagle. Mitchell, who entered the game with 11 catches and 103 yards, posted career-highs in receptions and yardage for the 
fourth game in a row, surpassing the five grabs for 48 yards he tallied at Central Michigan University, Sept. 30. 

While the offense played well, the defense once again shined bright as the Eagles limited the Cardinals to just 10 points, including pitching a shutout in the 
second half. Joe Sparacio led the way with nine tackles and was one of three players with sacks, a group that included Elijah Williams and Peyton Price. The 
Eagles also won the turnover battle as they forced two turnovers, including David Carter Jr. recovering his first career fumble, which was the first forced fumble 
by Barry Manning, while Tim Grant-Randall secured the first interception of his career. 


How It Happened 

Eastern Michigan got on the scoreboard first and jumped out to a 3-0 lead with 5:54 remaining in the first quarter as Jesus Gomez blasted a 53-yard field 
goal. Ball State then tied it up at 3-3 before the Eagles responded with a two-yard touchdown rush from Evans to jump back in front, 10-3. The Eagles then added 
a touchdown with 6:36 left in the second quarter with Mitchell pulling down a 3-yard pass from Smith to make it a 17-3 lead before Ball State scored with 2:32 
remaining in the half to give the hosts a 17-10 lead at the break. 

In the second half, the Eagles’ 50-yard touchdown pass from Smith to El-Zayat was the only scoring as Eastern stretched its lead to the final margin of 14 points, 
24-10. 


Game Notes 

» Evans is now the program’ all-time touchdown leader as he plowed his way into the end zone from 2-yards out to break his tie with Gary Patton (1984-87) for 
the most touchdowns in program history. Evans, who has scored all 32 of his touchdowns on the ground, finished the day with 42 yards on the ground and one 
reception for nine yards to supplement his one TD. He now needs just 32 yards this season to break the 2,000-yard barrier for his Eastern career, which would make 
him the 12th different player to do so for the Green and White. 

» Mitchell pulled in a three-yard pass from Smith in the corner of the end zone, tapping his toe just inside the marker for his first career touchdown. Mitchell 
finished the day hauling in seven receptions for 71 yards, averaging 10 per catch. His seven receptions are the second most of the season. Tanner Knue holds 
the most receptions in a single game this season for EMU as he secured eight for 73 yards and one score in Eastern’s home-opening contest against the Howard 
Bison, Sept. 1. 

» El-Zayat caught a touchdown pass for 50 yards to give the Eagles a two-possession lead. The touchdown was El-Zayat’s second career receiving touchdown pass 
at Eastern Michigan and his second that went for 50 yards as he also hooked up with Smith for a 50-yard score at home against UMass, Sept. 16. El-Zayat finished 
the game with two grabs for 63 yards, surpassing his season-best total of 62 yards he collected against the Minutemen. 

» Smith threw for 192 yards for Eastern Michigan in the win over the Cardinals. The game was a season-high for Smith. The quarterback has had three previous 
games in his career where he has thrown for more than 190 yards in a game, all came in 2022. Smith came up just five-yards shy of tying a career-high (197 yards) 
which he captured last season against the Cardinals in a 20-16 win on the road, Oct. 22. 

» Sparacio led the Eagles in tackles once again, recording nine in the triumph over Ball State. The graduate student has recorded at least eight tackles in all six 
games this season, but it was just his second game with less than 10 tackles this season. The graduate student continues to lead the conference in tackles with 
78. Sparacio also checks in high nationally, ranking fifth in the FBS in total tackles. 

» EMUS first drive of the game resulted in Gomez hitting yet another deep kick, this time seeing the lefty connect from 53-yards away to stake the Eagles to a 3-0 
lead. The kick was the fourth of his career of 50-yards or longer and marked his second 50-yarder in as many weeks as he kicked a career and school-record-tying 
55-yarder at Central Michigan, Sept. 30. Gomez finished the day 1-for-2. 

» Brian Dooley (Bowling Green, Ohio/Toledo St. John’s Jesuit) started the 53rd game of his Eastern Michigan career, moving him closer to tying Sidy Sow (2018-22) 
for the most in a career in program history. Sow started 55-of-57 games played, both of which are EMU records, while Dooley now has started 53-of-55 games. 

» With the aid of linebacker Justin Jefferson, Grant-Randall secured the first interception of his career to secure the Eastern Michigan win. Late in the fourth 
quarter, a Ball State receiver made a catch, turned, and was greeted by Jefferson, who dislodged the ball for Grant-Randall to pluck from the sky. 

» Mitchell Tomasek saw five punts in the win over Ball State, including a 70-yard punt in the fourth quarter. It was his second-longest punt of the season, with 
his longest being 72 yards at Jacksonville State, His 70 and 72 yard punts are the longest in the MAC for the 2023 season. In addition, Tomasek is the only punter 
in the nation (FBS) with multiple 70+ yard punts. 

» Londyn Craft finished the game with four tackles, including one for a two-yard loss. The four tackles easily doubled his season total of two he recorded 
previously this season with one each against Howard and UMass while the TFL stands as the first of his career with the Eagles. 

» Eastern Michigan forced the first turnover of the game at the 11:15 mark of the second quarter, a fumble recovery by Carter Jr, and forced by Manning. Carter 
notched his first career fumble recovery in 26 career games at Eastern Michigan. The forced fumble was also the first of Manning's career. 

» Elijah Williams recorded his first career solo sack of his college football career. Williams has played 20 games in his Eastern Michigan career, and recorded one 
solo sack prior to the game against Ball State. 

» Asa team, Eastern Michigan scored a total of 17 points in the first half against the Cardinals. The total is the second most points Eastern has scored in a half this 
season. The Green and White tallied 30 points in the first half in the season opener against Howard, Sept. 1. 

» Eastern Michigan's defense forced two turnovers in the win against Ball State. Eastern now has three games where they have forced multiple turnovers this 
season, they also forced two turnovers against the University of Minnesota, Sept. 9, and again versus the UMass Minutemen, Sept. 16. EMU tallied four turnovers 
in the contest against the Minutemen for the first time since Nov. 19, 2019 at Northern Illinois, the Eagles forced three interceptions and recovered a fumble, 
resulting in a 45-17 thumping of the Huskies. 

» The Cardinals went for it on fourth down on their opening drive and were stopped by the Eastern defense. With that stop, teams are now converting on just 
25-percent of their fourth-down attempts, standing 4-of-15 (26.7%). EMU converted in the second quarter twice and is now 5-of-9 on the year (55.6%) 

» The Eastern defense continued to keep the scoring low in the first half as it allowed three points in the first quarter and 10 points in the opening half, both of 
which are on par for their season averages. Ahead of the game, the Eagles were allowing an average of 2.8 points scored in the first quarter and 10.3 in the first 
half of play. 12.0 in the second half. 

» Eastern had six different defenders register a quarterback hurry in the contest. This marks both the second most hurries and players with at least one hurry in a 
single game as the Eagles hurried the Howard signal caller eight times from seven different players, Sept. 1.

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EMU Soaks Up 28-14 Victory Over Visiting Kent State 


Evans reached 2,000 yards rushing while the defense secured three fumbles 


YPSILANTI, Mich. (EMUEagles.com) - The Eastern Michigan University football team got on the scoreboard first and never looked back on its way to a 
28-14 victory over Kent State University inside The Factory’ at Rynearson Stadium, Oct. 14. 

The Eagles improved to 4-3 on the year and 2-1 in Mid-American Conference (MAC) play while the Golden Flashes fell to 1-6 and 0-3. 

Samson Evans paced the Eagles rushing attack by accumulating 47 yards and two touchdowns over the course of the game. Evans'47 yards brought him 
past the 2,000-yard mark for his career as the graduate student now stands with 2,015 yards in his career. Jaylon Jackson also added 43 yards on the ground. 

Austin Smith’s most prolific target in the ballgame was Tanner Knue, who caught five passes for 85 yards and one score. Knue’s 85 yards are the most by 
any Eagles receiver in a single game in 2023. 

The duo of Chase Kline and Joe Sparacio led the defensive charge as they recorded 13 tackles, respectively, with Sparacio, who tallied eight solo tackles, 
adding a forced fumble. Peyton Price added seven tackles and one recovered fumble while Adrian Gonzalez and Elijah Williams each recovered one 
fumble in the win. 

The Eagles won the turnover battle, doing so for the 43rd time in its previous 46 victories as it forced three turnovers while coughing the ball up one time. 
Defensively, Eastern Michigan held up fairly well against the Kent State offensive attack, holding the Golden Flashes to 343 total yards, 14 points, and 4.34 
yards per carry. 

Eastern Michigan's offense made the most of its visits to the red zone, scoring on all three of its trips, with all of those scores being touchdowns. 


How It Happened 
Chaos struck upon the opening kickoff as EMU defensive back Kendrick Nowling scooped up the ball on an attempted KSU on-side kick and trotted 44 yards 
into the endzone with a crew of Golden Flashes on his tail, granting Eastern an early 7-0 advantage just six seconds into the contest. 

Eastern Michigan grew its lead to 14-0 after scoring the game's first points from scrimmage with 0:44 left in the second quarter, an Evans 19-yard TD run. 
The Eagles then followed with another score with 7:02 to go in the third, extending the EMU lead to 21-0 as Smith floated a ball right into the hands of Knue 
in the far corner of the endzone for a TD. 

Kent State then scored to make it a 21-7 game, but Eastern Michigan responded with 9:28 left in the fourth quarter to extend its lead to 28-7 as Evans 
plowed in from three yards out for his second score of the day. Eastern Michigan went scoreless the rest of the game while Kent State tacked on seven points 
to finish off the scoring. 

The game concluded in a 24-14 win for Eastern, marking Chris Creighton’s 50th win as the Eastern Michigan head coach 


Game Notes

board early in the year with both Hamze El-Zayat and Jaylon Jackson running kick-offs back against Howard, Sept. 1. 

» The Eagles created the first turnover of the game on Kent State's second drive as Mikah Coleman popped the ball loose and Elijah Williams recovered the 
fumble, marking the first force and recovery for each, respectively. The turnover also marked the fourth fumble recovered this season for the EMU defense 
and the ninth forced fumble. 

» Eastern Michigan recorded three fumble recoveries on the day, doubling the team’s total on the season and recording the first three fumbles lost by Kent 
State this season. Adrian Gonzalez, Peyton Price, and Elijah Williams each recovered a fumble against the Golden Flashes, joining David Carter Jr. and 
Justin Jefferson with recoveries on the season. The three fumbles recovered are the most in a single game by any MAC team this season, surpassing the 
two recorded five times previously. 

» Entering today’s contest, Chase Kline totaled 199 career tackles. With 13 stops in the 28-14 win over the Golden Flashes, Kline has surpassed the mark, now 
sitting at 212 career tackles in his fifth season of college football (played at Michigan State University from 2019-21) 

» The 14-0 lead at halftime marked the first time this year the Eagles have shut out an opponent in the opening half of play. Coupled with the second half 
shutout pitched at home against Ball State, Oct. 7, the EMU defense did not allow a point scored in four consecutive quarters of play. The last time Eastern 
shutout a MAC foe in the first half was Nov. 12, 2019, at Akron (21-0 at halftime) in a 42-14 EMU victory. 

» The EMU defense stood tall throughout the game and particularly in the first half, The Eagles held the Golden Flashes scoreless throughout the first half of 
play, marking the first time it did so since Sept, 10, 2022, against the University of Louisiana at Lafayette. Kent State made its first scratch on the scoreboard 
late in the third quarter with a touchdown at the 2:12 mark, which prevented EMU from recording three shutout quarters in the same game. The last time 
the Eagles went three quarters without relinquishing a point was Nov. 10, 2018, in a 27-7 home win over the University of Akron when the Eagles held the 
Zips scoreless in the first, third, and fourth quarters of play. 

» The Eagles finished the game holding Kent State below several scoring averages during the game. EMU entered the game allowing an average of 2.8 
points in the first quarter and held KSU scoreless in the first frame. Additionally, the Eagles ranked 38th nationally in first half scoring defense, allowing 10.0 
points per game, which will come down after shutting out the Golden Flashes in the opening half. Overall, the Eagles were allowing 20.3 points per game, 
but held KSU to just 14 in the game. 

» Kent State went for it on fourth down five times during the game, converting twice in the game. To date, the Eastern defense has held opponents to a 
30-percent conversion rate on fourth down as opponents are now 6-of-20 on the year. 

» Through seven games, the EMU defense has allowed just 136 points, the third-fewest in the MAC Era (1976-present) behind the 74 allowed in 1977 and 
the 129 in 1989. The 2023 Eagles are one for four EMU squads to relinquish 140 or less points in the opening seven contests (2017, 139 points), and one of 
just six teams to allow 150 or less. 

» Tanner Knue pulled down this third touchdown reception of the season on the opening drive of the third quarter to move his career total to 17, the 
third-most in program history. He now trails only Eric Deslauriers (2003-06) with 27 and Kevin Walter (1999-02) with 20. Knue finished the game with five 
receptions for 85 yards. He has now recorded at least one catch in his 31st consecutive game played and is one of 15 currently active players in the FBS with 
a streak of at least 30 games in a row with at least one grab. 

» Brian Dooley earned a spot in the starting line up for the 54th time in 56 games played for Eastern Michigan, leaving him one shy in each category of tying 
Sidy Sow (2018-22), who holds the records in both categories after starting 55-of-57 games for the Eagles.

DEKALB, III. (EMUEagles.com) - The Eastern Michigan University football team fell to Northern Illinois University, 20-13, on 
a windy day inside Huskie Stadium on NIU’s DeKalb campus, Oct. 21. The Huskies improved to 4-4 on the year and 3-1 in Mid- 
American Conference play, while the Eagles fell to 4-4 overall and 2-2 in conference matchups. 

Samson Evans led all Eagles rushers with 68 yards and one touchdown in the contest. Jaylon Jackson also added 31 yards on 
the ground, averaging 4.4 yards per carry. 

Austin Smith's most prolific target in the ballgame was Hamze El-Zayat, who caught six passes for 74 yards, marking season- 
highs for the first-year Eagle. 

The Eastern Michigan offense did a good job keeping drives alive, converting on 50 percent (7-of-14) of third-down attempts, 
tying a season-best output.. Defensively, Eastern Michigan held up fairly well against the Northern Illinois offensive attack, 
holding the Huskies to 289 total yards, a season-low for the Eagles defense. 


How It Happened 
After falling behind 7-0, allowing just the third first-quarter touchdown of the season, Eastern Michigan fired back with a 


touchdown with 5:26 left in the first quarter to tie it at 7-7 as Evans found paydirt from two-yards out. The Eagles proceeded to 
break the 7-7 tie with a 34-yard field goal from Jestis Gomez, making the score 10-7. 

After Northern Illinois scored to tie the game at 10-10, Eastern Michigan got on the scoreboard again with 8:28 remaining in 
the third quarter with a 37-yard field goal from Gomez to retake the lead at 13-10. Eastern Michigan went scoreless the rest of the 
game while Northern Illinois tacked on 10 points to finish off the scoring. The contest concluded in a 20-13 victory in favor of the 
Huskies. 


Game Notes 

» Blake Daniels hauled in his longest reception of the season, a 37-yarder from Smith to set up Samson Evans for a two-yard 
rushing TD, the 35th of his career. The completion marks the third-longest of the 2023 season for Smith as he completed two 50 
yard passes, one each versus UMass, Sept. 16, and Ball State, Oct. 7. 

» Evans had a productive day on the ground, rushing for 68 yards on a season-high 19 carries with one touchdown. Evans rushing 
for 60+ typically bodes well for the Eagles; after today’s contest, they hold a 10-5 record when Evans goes for 60 or more on the 
ground. 

» El-Zayat set a season-high with six receptions and 74 receiving yards throughout the game. 

» The Eagles played some of their best defense of the season as they held NIU to just 290 yards of offense, marking the least 
amount of yards allowed in Eastern’s 2023 campaign. 

» With a quick forward pitch to Tanner Knue in the first quarter, Knue has caught a pass in 32 consecutive games, the 11th- 
longest active streak in the nation. 

» Entering today’s game with 134 career receptions, Knue caught two passes for 10 yards in the contest, bringing his career-total 
to 136, vaulting him past former Eastern wideout Savon Edwards (1994-97) for the sixth-most in program history. Knue now 
trails Jacory Stone (2006-09), who raked in 180 receptions in his time with Eastern, for fifth all-time in school history. 

» Elijah Williams entered the game with eight total tackles in his career before collecting six at Northern Illinois. Williams, who 
recorded three for loss, saw both total stand career-highs for the linebacker. Prior to today’s contest, Williams totaled 2.5 TFLs in 
his career. 

» The Eastern defense allowed a touchdown in the first stanza for just the third time this season. The Eagles also gave up first- 
quarter TDs at Jacksonville State, Sept. 23, and at Central Michigan, Sept. 30, respectively. Additionally, EMU has not relinquished 
a touchdown in the first quarter at home in the 2023 season. 

» Gomez knocked in two field goals, one from 34 yards and 37 yards, marking Gomez’ third game with multiple made field goals 
in the 2023 season as he previously did so against Minnesota, Sept. 9, and UMass, Sept. 16. Overall, it is the junior’s sixth game 
making multiple field goals in his three-year college football career. 

» The Eastern offense stepped it up on third down as the Eagles made the line to gain in 7-of-14 (50%) third down opportunities 
against the Huskies, tying for EMU’s best third down output of the season, as it also converted on half of its third down 
opportunities against the Chippewas, Sept. 30. 

» Kempton Shine led the team in tackles with nine against the Huskies for a season-high output. The nine stops rank tied for 
the second-highest total he has recorded in a game behind the 14 he tallied at home against Central Michigan, Nov. 27, 2020. 

» With his start today, Brian Dooley tied the school record for games started at 55 and games played at 57, equaling the marks 
set by Sidy Sow (2018-22). Should Dooley start next week at home against Western Michigan (1 p.m., ESPN+), he would take the 
record by himself. 

» After winning the coin toss today the Eagles are 2-2 when winning the coin toss in 2023. Their previous wins came at home 
against Howard, Sept. 1, and Ball State, Oct. 7, with the loss coming at Minnesota, Sept. 16. 

» Linebacker Justin Jefferson broke up an NIU pass attempt and tabbed a quarterback hurry in the same play at the 5:40 mark in 
the third quarter. For Jefferson, it went down as his second PBU in his career with the first one coming two games prior, a 24-10 
win for Eastern over Ball State, Oct. 7.

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Miscues Plague EMU in Setback to WMU 


Jackson records his first 100-yard game; Sparacio and Kline collect 42 total tackles 


YPSILANTI, Mich. (EMUEagles.com) - The Eastern Michigan University football team fell to cross-state rival, the Western Michigan University 
Broncos, 45-21, in what was Eastern’s final Saturday game of the season inside Rynearson Stadium, Oct. 28. The Broncos improved to 3-6 on the 
year and 2-3 in Mid-American Conference play while the Eagles fell to 4-5 overall and 2-3 in conference matchups. 

Joe Sparacio collected a career-high 23 tackles while Chase Kline added 19 as the top two tacklers in the MAC combined for 42 stops on the 
day. Sparacio’s total ranks as the most in a single game in the FBS this year while Kline's total tied for second. 

Offensively, Austin Smith led Eastern Michigan’s passing attack with 231 yards through the air, tossing one touchdown and one interception. 
Jaylon Jackson reeled in nine catches for 111 yards and one score while JB Mitchell III got in on the action in the passing game as well, hauling 
in five balls for 99 yards. The Eagles also got 66 yards receiving from Tanner Knue in the contest. 

Samson Evans paced the Eagles rushing attack by accumulating 26 yards and two touchdowns throughout the game, giving him at least 
one score in each of the last five contests. Ike Udengwu Ill, who earned his first career start under center, also added 12 yards on the ground, 
averaging four yards per carry. 


How It Happened 

After Western Michigan took a 21-0 lead to start the contest, Eastern Michigan got on the board with 3:29 left in the second quarter as Evans 
ran in from 15 yards out to pick-up his first score of the day and cut the deficit to 21-7 at the break. In the third quarter, the Eagles added to their 
total as Evans again scored, this time from five yards out, making it 25-13 heading into the fourth quarter. 

After the Broncos scored to increase their lead to 32-13, Eastern responded with a touchdown with 11:14 left in regulation to cut the deficit to 
32-21 as Jackson pulled in a 68-yard pass from Smith for the score. But, EMU wasn’t able to score again and Western Michigan tacked on 13 more 
points to finish off the scoring. The game concluded shortly after, resulting in a 45-21 win in favor of the Broncos. 


Game Notes 

» Joe Sparacio had a career day as he accumulated 23 total tackles in the game, including six solo and 17 assisted, to go along with 1.5 TFLs 
that amassed nine yards. Those 23 tackles rank as the most in a single game in the FBS this year, surpassing the 19 tallied by Bryce Gallagher of 
Northwestern against Rutgers, Sept. 3. Additionally, Sparacio’s tackles marked the sixth time this season and the seventh time with EMU he has 
tallied double-digit stops in a game. 

» The Eagles saw a solid game on the defensive end from Chase Kline, notching 19 total tackles, including 16 assisted and three solo stops. It is 
the sixth game this season in which the linebacker has recorded 10 or more tackles in a game this season after doing so just three times in 2022. 
The 19 stops also tops his previous career high of 14, which he recorded twice last year, including against Buffalo, Sept. 24, and Akron, Nov. 8. 

» Additionally, Chase Kline forced a fumble on WMU's opening drive of the third quarter, his second of the season and his career, with Daiquan 
White collecting his first collegiate fumble recovery. The fumble is the 12th forced this year by the Eagles and the seventh recovery recorded. 

» Daiquan White recorded a career-high-tying three passes defended, equaling his previous best recorded two weeks ago, Oct. 14, at home 
against Kent State. White was one of six Eagles to record at least one PBU in a game in which Eastern tallied eight, which ties for the most this 
season. EMU previously knocked down eighth passes against both Massachusetts (Sept. 16) and KSU earlier this season. 

» Justin Jefferson recorded the first full sack of his career late in the second quarter as he hit a spin-move at the line and took the WMU. 
quarterback to the ground with 1:22 remaining in the second quarter. Jefferson entered the game with 0.5 sacks for his career, which he recorded 
at Central Michigan Sept. 30. He finished the game with five total tackles, including one solo. 

» Samson Evans rushed for two touchdowns in the game, marking the second time this season (vs. Kent State, Oct. 14) and 11th time he has 
scored multiple rushing scores in a game for the Eagles in his career. He also has now scored at least one touchdown in five consecutive games 
this season, which ties for the longest consecutive game streak in his career after scoring at least one in each of the last five games of the 2022 
season. Evans, who finished the game with 26 yards on eight carries, brought his career total to 37 rushing touchdowns, the second-most by an 
active player in the FBS this year behind Michigan's Blake Corum, who has 44. 

» EMU‘s passing touchdown in the fourth quarter came when Smith connected on a 68-yard connection with Jaylon Jackson. The play, the longest 
of Jackson's career from scrimmage and his first receiving score with the Eagles, helped him finish with 111 yards through the air on nine catches, 
which doubled his season receptions total and bettered his previous receiving yard high of 32 at Central Michigan, Sept. 30. Jackson is the first 
Eagle to record 100+ receiving yards in a game since Darius Lassiter tallied 108 yards against San Jose State in the 2022 Famous Idaho Potato 
Bowl in Boise, Idaho, Dec. 20. 

» Jackson’s 68-yard touchdown marks the longest play Eastern Michigan has had from scrimmage in 2023. The Eagles had two kick returns longer 
than that of 96 yards and 84 yards in the season opener against Howard. 

» Austin Smith entered the game in the second quarter and, on his first drive, connected with JB Mitchell III for a 50-yard reception, tying for the 
longest pass play of the season. It marked Smith's third 50-yard connection of the year with the first two going for touchdowns to Hamze El- 
Zayat against Massachusetts (Sept. 16) and Ball State (Oct. 7). Smith, who engineered a touchdown drive of five plays and 90 yards in 2:05 upon 
entering the game, finished the contest with 231 yards and completed 15 out of 25 passing attempts. Smith’s 231 yards were a career high for 
the junior and the first time he has thrown for over 200 yards in his college career. Smith's previous high was 197 yards at Ball State, Oct. 16, 2022. 
» Ike Udengwu Ill made his first career start and second appearance for the Eagles, taking over the quarterback duties to open the game. The 
junior college transfer, who first saw action at Jacksonville State, Sept. 23, finished the game with 58 yards and completed 6-of-10 pass attempts. 
It was his second game of action in his Eastern Michigan career and has thrown for 100 yards in his two games. 

» JB Mitchell Ill finished the contest with 99 yards receiving for the Eagles, which stands as a season-high for the junior. His previous high was 71 
yards against Ball State on Oct. 7. 

» Tanner Knue finished the game with 5 receptions and 66 yards, including a 39-yard catch from Smith, surpassing his previous season-high 34- 
yard catch against Kent State, Oct. 14. Knue extended his streak to 32 games in a row with at least one reception, which ranks him among the top 
10 in the FBS for longest active streaks nationally.

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Football Falls at Toledo in #MACtion 


Jackson-Anderson and McMillan each scored their first career touchdowns 


TOLEDO, Ohio (EMUEagles.com) - The Eastern Michigan University football team fell to the University of Toledo Rockets on the road 
Wednesday, Nov. 8, inside the Glass Bowl in its first #MACtion game of the season, 49-23. 

The Rockets improved to 9-1 on the year and 6-0 in Mid-American Conference play, while the Eagles fell to 4-6 overall and 2-4 in conference 
matchups. With the victory, the Rockets claimed the MAC West Division title and a berth in the MAC Championship game in Detroit, Dec. 2. 

Jaylon Jackson paced the Eagles rushing attack by accumulating 74 yards and one touchdown over the course of the game, averaging 4.6 
yards per carry. Austin Smith also added 25 yards on the ground. 

Elijah Jackson-Anderson reeled in one catch for 28 yards and one score, marking the first score of his college football career as he pulled 
in a pass from running back Samson Evans. Dontae McMillan also scored his first touchdown with the Eagles as he bounced his way in from 
one yard out. 

Chase Kline paced the Eastern Michigan defensive effort, recording 13 tackles and one recovered fumble while Cameron Smith added 
four tackles and one interception, the first of his career. Peyton Price had five tackles, 1.0 TFL, and one sack in the loss. 

The Eagles won the turnover battle, forcing two turnovers while coughing the ball up one time. The Eastern Michigan offense did a good 
job keeping drives alive, converting on 40 percent of third-down attempts. The Eagles also went 2-for-2 on fourth down. 

Defensively, Eastern Michigan held up fairly well against the Toledo rushing attack, holding the Rockets to 101 yards on the ground. In part 
because of that stellar defense, Eastern Michigan runners out-gained its Toledo counterparts 141-101. 


How It Happened 

After Toledo took a 35-0 lead, Eastern Michigan responded with a Jésus Gémez as time expired to narrow the margin to 35-3 at halftime. 
Toledo increased its lead to 42-3, but the Eagles responded with a touchdown to cut the lead to 42-9. 

After Toledo scored to increase its lead to 49-9, Eastern Michigan scored again with 4:27 left in the fourth quarter to close the gap and make 
it a 49-16 game. The Eagles then scored again, narrowing the gap to 49-23. 


Game Notes 

» On just the second play from scrimmage, Tanner Knue secured a pass for five yards, marking his 34th consecutive game with at least one 
catch. His 34 games with at least one reception ranks tied for 13th in the country among active players. 

» David Carter Jr. forced the first fumble of his collegiate football career when he jarred it loose while taking down the Toledo punt returner 
in the first quarter. The forced fumble goes down as the 10th of the season for the Eagles. 

» With six tackles in tonight's contest, Joe Sparacio eclipsed the 200 tackle mark in his Eastern Michigan career (2022-pres.). Sparacio became 
the 89th player in the 132-year history of EMU football to reach the mark. The graduate student now totals 201 tackles in his time donning 
the block E. 

» Price took down the Toledo signal-caller in the second quarter, marking the fifth sack of his Eastern Michigan career. Price has had a career 
season for the Eagles as he totals 3.5 sacks thus far, in his previous two seasons he collected just 1.5. 

» Wide receiver Terry Lockett Jr. recorded his first offensive touch in five games played for the Eagles this season as he carried the ball for a 
gain of six-yards. Additionally, the rush attempt marks the first of his career dating back to his days at Michigan State (2020-21). 

» Cameron Smith secured the first interception of his career early in the third quarter when he traversed across the end zone to capture 
possession for Eastern. The interception marks the first for the Eagles since Tim Grant-Randall also notched his first against Ball State 
University, Oct. 7, a contest that concluded in a 24-10 homecoming win for Eastern Michigan. 

» Corralling 13 tackles in the game, Chase Kline joined Joe Sparacio as he also surpassed the 200-tackle mark in his Eastern Michigan career. 
Kline became the 90th player in the 132 year history of EMU football to reach the mark. 

» Evans improved to 6-for-6 passing in his career with five TDs following his 28-yard touchdown toss to Jackson-Anderson, marking the first 
touchdown of the running back’s career. Additionally, Evans’ five passing touchdowns as a running back ranks second among active running 
backs to Frank Gore of Southern Mississippi (7). 

» Continuing his breakout season on defense, linebacker Elijah Willimas raked in seven tackles in the contest, marking a career-high for the 
graduate student. Beyond a career-high output in tackles, Williams has tabbed the first TFL, sack, forced and recovered fumble of his career 
this season. 

» Defensive end Jaden Gaines recorded the first sack and forced fumble of his career in the same play when he took down the UT quarterback 
late in the fourth, leading to an EMU touchdown. 

» Senior running back Dontae McMillan notched the first rushing touchdown of his Eastern Michigan career as he found pay-dirt from one- 
yard out five plays after the fumble recovery. 

» With five punts for 237 yards tonight, Mitchell Tomasek now sits 13th in career punting yards with 4,522, he now sits one spot behind Lonny 
Head (1964-66), who ranks 12th all-time with 4,779 yards. 

» Putting one through the uprights in the game, Jésus Gémez now ranks eighth in career field goals made with 23 in his EMU career. That 
breaks the tie with Jim Langeloh (1989-92), who finished his career with 22. 


Historical Notes 

» With the loss, the Eagles fell to 13-38-0 in their all-time series with the Rockets and have lost two in a row overall to Toledo after a 27-24 
decision last year in Ypsilanti. When playing the game in Toledo, the Eagles are now 5-21-0 all-time. 

» The Eagles slipped to 11-6 in midweek #MACtion games under Chris Creighton with the team’s three-game winning streak in such contests 
coming to an end as well. Eastern had won its last three #MACtion contests, including wins of 22-21 at home over Western Michigan (Nov. 16, 
2021), 34-28 at Kent State (Nov. 8, 2022), and 31-24 at Akron (Nov. 16, 2022).

Getzinger’s first career touchdown grab gives Eastern a Senior Night victory 


YPSILANTI, Mich. (EMUEagles.com) - Austin Smith found Jere Getzinger in the back of the end zone in double overtime to send 
the Eastern Michigan University football team to a 30-27 victory over the University of Akron Tuesday, Nov. 14, inside Rynearson 
Stadium on Senior Night. The Eagles (5-6, 3-4 MAC) kept their hopes for bowl eligibility alive with the victory that also snapped a 
three-game losing skid while the Zips fell to 2-9 on the year and 1-6 in league play. 


How It Happened 
After a scoreless opening quarter of play, Akron took the first lead of the game, 7-0, before the Eagles came back to tie things as 
Samson Evans cashed in from two-yards out. The Zips responded with another score with 1:49 to play in the half before Evans again 
scored from two-yards out with 15 ticks on the clock to make it a 14-14 game at the break. 
Following intermission and a scoreless third quarter of play, Akron reclaimed the lead with a 23-yard field goal with 8:00 showing 
on the fourth-quarter clock before Jesus Gémez forced overtime with his 32-yard field goal with 10 seconds remaining in regulation. 
The Zips won the coin toss in overtime, putting the Eagles on offense first where Evans again scored, this time bouncing his way in 
from 11 yards before Akron responded with a two-yard passing touchdown to end the first overtime. In the second extra session, the 
Zips went first with the Eastern defense standing strong to force a field goal. From there, the Eagles pounded the ball to the three-yard 
line where Smith found Getzinger in the back of the end zone for the tight end’s first career score and the winning points EMU needed. 


Game Notes 

» Joe Sparacio had a good game on defense to finish his career at Rynearson Stadium, recording 14 tackles in the win against Akron. 
The effort is the seventh time this season where he has recorded double-digit tackles in a game this year. Sparacio also had five games 
at home this season where recorded at least 10 tackles. 

» Chase Kline also had a good game on defense for Eastern Michigan, ending his career at Rynearson Stadium with 23 tackles. Kline 
has recorded double digit tackles on eight occasions this season. Three of these occurrences took place in the 2022 season. Kline had 
six games in his career at Rynearson Stadium where he recorded at least 10 tackles. 

» Londyn Craft recorded a nine tackles, it also marks an EMU career-high for the defensive back. 

» Evans added to his record touchdown haul as the graduate student found the end zone three times against the Zips, bringing his 
career total to 40, the second-most among active running backs in the nation. Evans scored from two-yards out twice in regulation 
before scoring from 11-yards out to give EMU an early lead in overtime. With the three scores, Evans recorded multiple touchdowns 
in the same game for the 12th time in his career and tied his career-high set three times prior, most recently at home against Toledo, 
Oct. 29, 2022. 

» Evans recorded 71 yards for Eastern Michigan in the win over Akron. It is the fifth time this season that Evans has recorded at least 
60+ rushing yards, the Eagles now have an 11-5 record in games when he rushes for at least 60 yards. 

» Eastern Michigan as a team had two touchdowns in the first half. Through 11 games this season, this occurrence marks the third 
time in which Eastern Michigan has had multiple touchdowns in the first half this season. He also did so Sept. 1, against Howard and 
Oct. 7, against Ball State. 

» Smith recorded 214 yards of passing in the contest. It is the seventh game this season in which Smith has recorded 150 yards or more 
of passing. Eastern Michigan has a record of 4-3 in such games. He also tied a career-high with 20 completions, which he accomplished 
earlier this season in the game at Central Michigan, Sept. 30. The junior also did so one time last season at Ball State, Oct. 22, 2022. 

» Hamze El-Zayat recorded 92 receiving yards in the contest against the Zips. The game marks the fourth time this season in which El- 
Zayat has gone for more than 50 yards. In games where El-Zayat tabs 50 or more receiving yards, EMU holds a 3-1 record. Additionally, 
his 92 yards marks a season-high for the senior. 

» Tanner Knue kept his consecutive games streak alive as he has now pulled in at least one pass in 35 games in a row. Knue, who is 
currently tied for eighth on the active list, finished the game with eight catches for 79 yards. 

It was also Knue’s third game with 70+ yards this season. 

» Gomez made a 32-yard field goal to send the game to overtime. Gomez has now made at least one field goal in all but two games in 
the 2023 season. Furthermore, the kick marked Gomez's first boot to send the Eagles into overtime competition. 

» Junior punter Mitchell Tomasek had four punts in the game for Eastern Michigan, averaging 46.2 yards per punt, including a 66-yard 
punt in the fourth quarter that helped Eastern Michigan get out of its own territory to give Akron the ball at their own 30. The punt 
was his third longest of the season. 

» Three individual Eagles recorded double-digit tackles against the Zips, including Kline with 19, Sparacio with 15, and Craft with 10. 
The last time it happened was Oct. 28 against Western Michigan when Sparacio tallied 22, Kline added 21, and Quentavius Scandrett 
tallied 11. 

» Although Bennett Walker finished with just one tackle, he added a team-high two pass breakups (PBUs) in the secondary, which ties 
a career-high he set at home against Massachusetts, Sept. 16, with two interceptions. 

» The program honored 18 student-athletes ahead of their final games inside Rynearson Stadium with Senior Night activities held 
prior to the opening kick. The group of seniors included Steven Bird, Luke Cameron, Craft, Brian Dooley, Dimitri Douglas, El-Zayat, 
Evans, Adrian Gonzalez, Mikey Haney, Korey Hernandez, Alex Howie, Kline, Knue, T.J. Peavy, Kempton Shine, Sparacio, Dan 
Sundreman, and Elijah Williams.

EMU Secures Third Consecutive Bowl Bid, Tops UB 


Eagles rushed for a season-high 226 yards while recovering three fumbles 


BUFFALO, N.Y. (EMUEagles.com) - The Eastern Michigan University football team, behind one of its best first-half performances of 
the season, battled its way to a 24-11 road victory, Nov. 21, inside UB Stadium in Buffalo, N.Y., to secure its sixth win of the season and 
bowl eligibility for the third year in a row. The Eagles (6-6, 4-4 Mid-American Conference) saw a balanced offensive attack and another 
strong defensive performance to close out the regular season with the win over the Bulls (3-9, 3-5 MAC). 


How It Happened 
Eastern scored first and never looked back as a 7-0 first quarter lead turned into a 24-0 advantage at the break. The Eagles got on the 
board first with Austin Smith running the ball in from five-yards out with 7:20 remaining in the opening stanza. After several stops 
on defense, the Eagles were back on the board in the second as Jaylon Jackson pulled down a Smith pass and ran in from 19 yards 
out to make it 14-0. After Jesus Gomez was true from 29 yards with 4:21 remaining, Eastern added another touchdown, this time via 
a Samson Evans 1-yard rush. 

Following the break, the Bulls tallied the only two scores in the remaining two quarters, including a 6-yard rush from Ron Cook with 
a two-point conversion before Alex McNulty connected on a 40-yard field goal to make it 24-11 in favor of the visitors. Despite not 
scoring in the second half, Eastern was able to limit the Bulls’ chances as Buffalo finished the game 3-of-12 in third-down conversions 
and just 1-of-6 on fourth down. 


Game Notes 

» Eastern put together one of its best first halves of play this season as the Eagles took a 24-0 lead into the break thanks in large part to 
the play of the offense that tallied 298 total yards, including 155 yards rushing and 143 passing yards. Eastern recorded season highs, 
including 298 total yards (222 vs. Massachusetts, Sept. 16), 143 passing yards (118 vs. Western Michigan, Oct. 28), 16 completions (13 
vs. Ball State, Oct. 7) on 20 attempts (17, four times), and 16 first downs (14 vs. Ball State). Additionally, the passing and rushing yardage 
total marked the first time this season both categories were 100+ in the same game in the first half of play. 

» The Eastern Michigan offense did a majority of its damage on the ground as the Eagles rushed for a season-high 228 yards. Prior 
to today’s contest, Eastern’s season-high came in its third game of the campaign against UMass, totaling 214 yards in a 19-17 win, 
Sept. 16. 

» Samson Evans rushed the ball 22 times for 127 yards, both of which are season-highs, while adding one touchdown, the 41st of his 
stellar career. The rushing total makes him the first Eagles back to accumulate 100+ yards on the ground this year and the first since 
he rushed for 135 yards in last year’s finale at home against Central Michigan, Nov. 25, 2022. As a team, EMU is now 12-5 when Evans 
rushes for at least 60 yards in a game. 

» Samson Evans concluded the 2023 regular season with 74 total points which leads the team. After leading the Eagles in points last 
season with 90 (15 touchdowns), Evans became the first non-kicker to lead the Eagles in total points in consecutive seasons since Gary 
Patton led in 1986 (60 points) and 1987 (78 points). 

» Jaylon Jackson was all over the field against Buffalo as the do-it-all running back finished the game with 122 all-purpose yards. 
Jackson ran the ball 16 times for 72 yards, recorded three catches for 18 yards, and added 32 yards on kick returns. Jackson has now 
amassed 100+ all-purpose yards in 12 of the 24 games he has played at Eastern (50%). 

» Austin Smith finished the game with 141 yards on 19-of-27 passing with one touchdown and was sacked just once in the game. 
Smith spread the ball around through the air as seven different players made at least one reception in the game. 

» With a reception in the first quarter, Tanner Knue has now caught at least one pass in 36 consecutive games. The mark ties the wide- 
out for eighth in the nation. Knue finished with two grabs for seven yards. 

» The defense shutout Buffalo in the first half, marking the third time in 2023 Eastern has held an opponent scoreless in one half of play. 
The first came at home against Ball State, Oct. 7, when the Eagles held the Cardinals without a point in the second half before carrying 
that streak over into the first half of play against visiting Kent State, Oct. 14. 

» Eastern forced three Buffalo fumbles in the first half of play, marking a season-high in forced fumbles and tying a season-high in 
recovered fumbles. Eastern previously forced multiple fumbles in games against Minnesota (Sept. 9), UMass (Sept. 16), Kent State (Oct. 
14), Western Michigan (Oct. 28) and Toledo (Nov. 8). The Green and White previously recovered three fumbles in its 28-14 win over 
Kent State, Oct. 14. Additionally, with 11 fumbles recovered in 2023, EMU sits tied for third in the nation and first in the MAC along 
with Bowling Green. 

» Joe Sparacio forced a fumble in the second quarter, marking the graduate student's third of the season. Sparacio's three forced 
fumbles lead the team and ranks tied for 11th in the nation. Sparacio, who had one of the team’s six pass breakups in the game, 
finished the contest with a team-high-tying eight tackles. 

» Soloman Bell made his first scratch in the stats book as the junior defensive back recovered a fumble on Eastern’s first kickoff of the 
game, following Smith’s five-yard rushing score. Cole McElvany joined Bell as he also etched his name into the stats book for the first 
time in his collegiate career as the linebacker forced a Buffalo fumble on EMU's first kickoff of the contest. 

» Ryan Kingston recovered a fumble at the 8:41 mark in the second quarter, marking the sophomore’s first recovered fumble and the 
first time a kicker has recovered a fumble in the Chris Creighton era (2014-pres.). Kingston had five kickoffs in the game, averaging 
54.4 yards per kick. 

» Justin Jefferson sacked the Buffalo quarterback at the 2:52 mark in the first quarter for a loss of two-yards. The sack brings the 
linebacker’s career total to 3.5, while marking the first time he has notched consecutive sacks, as he also took down the QB in Eastern’s 
previous game, a 30-27 double-overtime win over the University of Akron Zips, Nov. 14.

MOBILE, Ala. (EMUEagles.com) - The Eastern Michigan University football team closed out its 2023 season with a loss to the 
University of South Alabama in the 68 Ventures Bowl in Mobile, Ala., Saturday, Dec. 23. The Eagles, who competed in a program-record 
third consecutive bowl game, finished the year with a 6-7 record. 


Quarterback Cam’Ron McCoy led the Eagles offense as the junior set career-highs across the board, finishing the game with 12 
completions for 73 yards while rushing the ball 13 times for 73 yards, averaging 5.6 yards per carry. McCoy also notched the first 
touchdown of his career as he found pay dirt from 10 yards out in the fourth quarter. 


Defensively, Luke Cameron excelled for the Green and White as he racked up seven tackles to lead the team. Cameron's seven stops 
also marked a career-high for the graduate student. 


Jaylon Jackson accumulated a team-best 78 all-purpose yards, which were helped by his 48-yard kickoff return, which tied an 
EMU bowl game record. Also in special teams play, Mitchell Tomasek continued to rack up punting yards as the All-MAC First Team 
selection finished the game with 296 yards on six punts for an average of 49.3 yards per boot. With his yardage, Tomasek finished the 
season with 3,060 yards to bring his career total to 5,219, which makes him the 12th player to reach the 5,000-yard mark. 


How It Happened 
Eastern Michigan responded to an early 17-0 South Alabama advantage with a second quarter field goal by Jesus Gomez to narrow 
the deficit to 17-3. The Eagles responded with a touchdown after South Alabama increased its lead to 59-3 to make it a 59-10 game. 


Game Notes 

» Joe Sparacio plucked the ball out of midair late in the first quarter, granting Eastern possession in South Alabama territory. The 
interception marks the second of Sparacio’s EMU tenure and goes down as the third overall in his career as he tallied one while playing 
for Boston College in 2019. 

» Jaylon Jackson tied the mark for the longest kick return in an EMU bowl game as he ran it back 48 yards in the second quarter to set 
up the Eagles’ offense on the ensuing drive. Jackson's return ties former Huron Glennard Smith, who returned a San Jose State kickoff 
48 yards in Eastern’s 30-27 win over the Spartans in the 1987 California Bowl, securing the then-Hurons first bowl victory, Dec. 10, 1987. 
» Bryce Eliuk registered the first kick return of his collegiate football career as he corralled the USA squib kick, returning the ball four yards. 
» Cameron carved out a career-high in tackles tonight as he tabbed seven stops throughout the contest. 

» With a 16-yard rush in the third quarter, McCoy notched both the longest rush of the night for the Eagles and the longest rush in 
his youthful career. McCoy set career-highs across the board tonight as the junior finished the game with 12 completions for 73 yards 
while rushing the ball 13 times for 73 yards, averaging 5.6 yards per carry. 

» Tomasek continued to rack up punting yards as the All-MAC First Team selection finished the game with 296 yards on six punts for 
an average of 49.3 yards per boot. With his yardage, Tomasek finished the season with 3,060 yards to bring his career total to 5,219, 
which makes him the 12th player to reach the 5,000-yard mark. Moreover, with his 296 punting yards tonight, Tomasek set an Eastern 
Michigan record for the most punting yards in a bowl game, surpassing former Eagle Jake Julien who previously held the record by 
punting five times for 246 yards in the 2019 Quick Lane Bowl, Dec. 26, 2019. Additionally, Tomasek averaged 49.3 yards per boot 
tonight, the seventh best figure in program history in a single game. 

» First year Eagle Londyn Craft took down the South Alabama signal caller in the third quarter, marking the first sack of his collegiate 
football career. 

» Terry Lockett Jr. set a career-high tonight as the wide receiver hauled in two catches for 29 yards. One of those catches went for 15 
yards, the longest reception of Lockett Jr's career. 

» Brian Dooley closed out his stellar collegiate campaign as the 2023 Disney Spirit Award recipient, making his 60th career start in his 
62nd career game played. Dooley is the program's leader in both categories, surpassing Sidy Sow (2018-22) for both records earlier 
this season. 


Historical Notes 

» With the loss, the Eagles close their 2023 season with a 6-7 overall record. 

» Eastern is now 2-5 all-time in bowl games. The last time the Eagles were victorious in a bowl game came last year at the 2022 Famous 
Idaho Potato Bowl with a 41-27 win over San Jose State. 

» The loss drops Eastern to 0-4 all-time when playing in the state of Alabama, including 0-2 this season after dropping a 21-0 decision 
at Jacksonville State, Sept. 23. The other two losses came in bowl games, including the 2021 LendingTree Bowl (Mobile), and the 2018 
Camellia Bowl (Montgomery). 

» Eastern is 0-3 this season against teams it faced for the first time in program history. Earlier this year, the Eagles dropped road games 
at Minnesota, 25-6, Sept. 9, before falling at Jax State. 

» The Eagles fell to 1-5 when appearing on ESPN with all six games coming during bowl season. The lone win came last year in the 
Famous Idaho Potato Bowl, a 41-27 defeat of San Jose State, Dec. 20, 2022, in Boise, Idaho.

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Providing leadership in education and 
diversity, in 2024 the Mid-American 
Conference moves into its 78th year of 
service to our students. 

Since its inception in 1946, the MAC 
has progressively grown and devel- 
oped into one of the most aggressive 
Division | conferences in the country. 
One of only 10 football Bowl Subdivi- 
sion (FBS) conferences, the MAC named 
Dr. Jon A. Steinbrecher as its eighth 
commissioner in March of 2009. 

The league hosts championships in 
24 sports, including neutral site events 
at some of the finest facilities in the 
nation, including football (Ford Field/ 
Detroit) and men’s and women’s bas- 
ketball (Rocket Mortgage Fieldhouse/ 
Cleveland). The 2024 Football Champi- 
onship Game will be the 21st in Detroit 
while the 2025 Basketball Tournaments 
will be the 26th in Cleveland. 

Steinbrecher has been aggressive in 
pursuing NCAA Championship events. 
The MAC served as the host for the 
2015 NCAA Division | Men's Basketball 
Midwest Regional in Cleveland and the 
2018 NCAA Division | Wrestling Cham- 
pionships, which set NCAA Wrestling 
three-day Championship total atten- 
dance and single-session attendance 
records. The MAC was also selected to 
host the 2020 NCAA Men's Basketball 
Tournament First and Second Rounds 
(cancelled due to the COVID-19 pan- 
demic), and the 2024 Women’s Final 
Four also at Rocket Mortgage Field- 
house. The MAC has previously hosted 
both the 2012, 2014 and the 2019 NCAA 
Women's Bowling Championships un- 
der Steinbrecher’s direction. 

Several key MAC initiatives include 
the development of the first of its 
kind Conference-wide Mental Health 
Program, which includes a bi-annual 
Mental Health Summit to focus on stu- 
dent well-being, along with grassroots 
efforts with a Mental Health Aware- 
ness Week on each member campus. 
A comprehensive Diversity & Inclusion 
Program was created to accelerate the 
growth of minority candidates for colle- 
giate job opportunities in coaching and

administration, and the development 
of the MAC Academic Consortium to 
integrate across membership the next 
generation of leaders in higher edu- 
cation, providing leadership develop- 
ment opportunities among faculty and 
administration. 

ESPN has exclusive television and digi- 
tal distribution rights for MAC sporting 
events, and guarantees coverage of ev- 
ery football game, men’s and women’s 
basketball games and select Olympic 
sporting events. Through this ESPN 
partnership, the MAC and CBS Sports 
Network announced another four-year 
sublicensing agreement to expand its 
national coverage of football and bas- 
ketball through the 2027-28 season. 

During the 2019 season, the MAC set a 
Conference record with a total of eight 
bowl-eligible teams and matched a 
league record with a total of seven bowl 
invitations. The seven bowl invitations 
tie the Conference mark set in both the 
2012 and 2015 bowl seasons. 

The MAC increased its primary bowl 
agreements to a Conference-best six 
guaranteed games in the next bowl 
cycle (2020-25). The MAC will make an- 
nual appearances in the Famous Idaho 
Potato Bowl, Bahamas Bowl, Snoop 
Dogg Arizona Bowl and Detroit Bowl, 
and will be in a rotation to appear in 
the Camellia Bowl, Boca Raton Bowl, 
Cure Bowl, Frisco Bowl, 68 Ventures 
Bowl, New Mexico Bowl, and the Myrtle 
Beach Bowl. 
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History of the MAC 

Based in Cleveland since July 1999 fol- 
lowing a 15-year stay in Toledo, Ohio, 
the MAC has established historic mea- 
surements in both football and men’s 
and women’s basketball since moving 
to Northeast Ohio. The MAC was found- 
ed as a five-school league on February 
24, 1946, in Columbus, Ohio, with Ohio, 
Butler, Cincinnati, Wayne State and 
Western Reserve admitted as charter 
members. The Mid-American Confer- 
ence membership currently consists of 
12 universities across five states (Illinois, 
Indiana, Michigan, New York and Ohio) 
and will expand to Massachusetts in 
2025-26 with the addition of UMass. 

In 1946, men’s basketball was the first 
competitive sport in the MAC, which 
now sponsors a total 24 sports with 
the 25th, rowing, joining the league in 
2025-26. Women's sports were brought 
into the Conference's structure in 1980. 
For men, there are 11 championships 
sponsored in football, basketball, base- 
ball, cross country, soccer, swimming 
and diving, indoor track and field, out- 
door track and field, wrestling, golf and 
tennis. For women, 13 championships 
are sponsored in basketball, softball, 
volleyball, cross country, field hockey, 
lacrosse, golf, soccer, swimming and 
diving, gymnastics, indoor track and 
field, outdoor track and field and tennis.

Where We’re Located 

Eastern Michigan University is located in historic Ypsilanti, about 10 miles east of Ann Arbor, 40 miles west of 
Detroit and just 20 minutes from Detroit Metropolitan Airport. It isan area rich in academic, research, technologi- 
cal and recreational resources. The University also has sites in Livonia, Jackson, Traverse City, Flint, Detroit and 
Monroe. 

EMU'’s 800 plus-acre campus of scenic floral and wooded areas includes 18 miles of walkways and jogging 
trails and has 122 buildings throughout the academic and athletic campuses. Eagle Crest — Eastern Michigan's 
golf course and resort - is located on the banks of nearby Ford Lake. 

Ypsilanti plays a leading role in industry and education. The city and the University have forged close ties that 
have lasted more than 160 years. 


What Makes Us Unique 


In 1849, the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Michigan formally paved the way for the 
establishment of Michigan State Normal School, with the exclusive purposes of instructing persons in the art of 
teaching; providing a good common school education; and giving instruction in the mechanic arts, husbandry, 
agricultural chemistry and the laws of the United States. 

Since its inception, Eastern Michigan, first as a Normal School, then as a College and finally as a University, 
has grown and developed to respond to the ever-changing needs of society. Over the years, EMU has educated 
thousands of sons and daughters of Michigan, the nation, and the world. 

The university currently serves thousands of students who are pursuing undergraduate, graduate, specialist, 
doctoral and certificate degrees in the arts, sciences and professions. In all, more than 200 majors, minors and 
concentrations are delivered through the University’s Colleges of Arts and Sciences; Business; Education; Health 
and Human Services; Technology, and its graduate school. 

Eastern Michigan's exceptional faculty, students and alumni include CEOs from major businesses, a National 
Student Teacher of the Year, National Teacher of the Year, numerous Fulbright Scholars and Milken Family Founda- 
tion National Educators award winners, and several Michigan Teachers of the Year. 

EMU is regularly recognized by national publications for its excellence, diversity, and commitment to applied 
education. 


Our Students 

With over 16,000 students, EMU provides a rich 
learning environment for the campus community. 
The University currently has approximately 13,500 
undergraduates and 3,000 graduate students. Our 
students represent 49 states and 93 foreign countries. 

Of undergraduate students, 71 percent are full-time 
and 60 percent are women. The most popular majors are 
education, business, social sciences and history, science 
and engineering, English, and the health professions. 
EMU’s undergraduate population is approximately 62 
percent white; 17 percent black; 3 percent international; 
3 percent Asian-American; six percent Hispanic, 0.2 
percent Native-American, and 6 percent not answered 
(i.e. elected not to respond to this inquiry). 

Eastern Michigan offers a number of special academic 
programs to help students succeed. These include the 
Honors College; the Holman Success Center; distance 
learning; accelerated format programs; online, weekend 
and evening programs and courses; American Humanics 
certification; Study Abroad Tours; a specialized master’s 
degree program for corporations offered onsite; 
a double master’s degree; online technologies for 
education and training. 

With more than 200 academic and social 
organizations, an extensive intramural sports program, 
19 NCAA Division I-A sports and numerous cultural 
activities from which to choose, EMU students have 
diverse opportunities to become involved in campus 
life. Students’ on-campus housing choices range from 
traditional dormitory-style rooms to apartments and 
include living/learning center options. 
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Faculty/Staff 

Eastern Michigan University employs more than 1,140 
faculty members. Ninety-four percent of EMU professors 
have doctoral degrees or terminal degrees in their field. 
The student to faculty ratio is 17:1. 

Faculty work closely with students, and many involve 
students in their research. Recently, the University cel- 
ebrated its 30th annual Undergraduate Symposium; a 
benchmark program for undergraduate research. 


Community Outreach 

Eastern Michigan is making an impact nationally by 
channeling its academic research as a means of solving 
real world problems. EMU currently has 14 research in- 
stitutes and centers that focus on community building 
and civic engagement, quality, community and regional 
development, small business development, geospatial 
education, textiles, export assistance and product de- 
velopment. 

EMU is well-known for merging theory and practice 
for the benefit of the community. Applied research 
leads to new knowledge, new jobs and new business. 
Annually, the university receives about $15 million in 
revenues for sponsored research and community service 
activities. 


The Alumni Association 

Representing more than 160,000 alumni and friends, 
the Alumni Association sponsors social and service-re- 
lated programs for more than 20 geographically-based 
and special-interest alumni chapters. 


EMU’s Economic Impact 

Since its founding in 1849, Eastern Michigan has 
provided quality services to the residents of Ypsilanti, 
Washtenaw County, the State of Michigan and other 
states and nations. 

EMU’s total impact on the Michigan economy of an 
estimated $3.7 billion annually reflects a return of more 
than $42 for each dollar received from the state. The Uni- 
versity’s total impact on the Michigan economy results 
in a contribution of $166 million in state tax revenue. 
Thus, EMU’s impact on state government tax revenue 
is $1.87 in taxes for each dollar received from the state.

Our History 

Founded in 1849, when the state of Michigan was just 12 years old, Michigan State Normal School was 
designated by the state legislature as the first institution to educate teachers to serve the public schools. The 
University thus began, somewhat humbly, as the sixth teacher education institution in the nation. A campus 
that today comprises more than 800 acres was once a four-acre plot with one building and two programs of 
study — a classical course and an English Course. 

The school’s name changed several times — to Michigan State Normal College in 1899; to Eastern Michigan 
College in 1956; and finally to Eastern Michigan University in 1959. During its first 100 years, the institution certi- 
fied thousands of teachers and developed the broad-based curricula that ultimately prepared it for university 
status. 

Within that new university, three colleges emerged: Education, Arts and Sciences and the Graduate School. 
The University has since expanded three more times, adding the College of Business in 1964, the College of 
Health and Human Services in 1975, and the College of Technology in 1980. More recently ,Eastern Michigan 
has developed Extended Programs and numerous community-focused institutes. 

The university has enhanced its learning environment through structural initiatives during the past several 
years. Recent construction includes the Terrestrial and Aquatic Research Facility (1998), the Convocation Center 
(1998), the Bruce T. Halle Library (1998), the John W. Porter College of Education Building (1999), the Everett 
L. Marshall College of Health and Human Services Building (2000), the Village residence hall (2001), University 
House (2003), new Student Center (2006), and the new Science Complex (2010).

Our 803-acre campus of scenic flora and wooded areas includes 18 miles of walkways and jogging trails, and 
has 122 buildings, the Lake House and Rynearson Stadium located on the south side of Huron River. Eagle Crest 
- our conference center, golf course and resort - is located on the banks of nearby Ford Lake. Most recent addi- 
tions include the Student-Athlete Performance Center (2019), Terrestrial and Aquatic Research Facility (1998); the 
George Gervin GameAbove Center (1998); the Bruce T. Halle Library (1998); the John W. Porter Building, housing 
the College of Education (1999); the environmentally sustainable Everett L. Marshall Building, housing the College 
of Health and Human Services (2000); the renovation of Boone Hall (2000), housing our Extended Programs offices; 
and The Village (2001), a spacious, apartment-style residence facility. There are currently 11 residence halls and 
three apartment complexes with 583 units housing more than 4,000 students. The EMU Student Center opened 
in November of 200, while renovations occured at the Mark Jefferson Science Complex (2012), Strong Hall (2019), 
and Sill Hall (2021).

Welcome Home 2025 

EMU's Welcome Home 2025 Plan is an equity initiative that will transform on-campus student housing to 
ensure that EMU students have access to quality and affordable housing with modern technology that meets the 
demands of today’s academic world. EMU’s student housing facilities have generally been neglected for decades, 
and it is time to reverse this trend and invest in housing for our students. 

EMU andits partners will invest more than $200 million from 2022-2024 to construct new on-campus student 
housing, renovate existing housing, and demolish outdated housing. The exact timeline and project details will 
be determined over the next several months in close partnership with the campus community. 

The need for quality and affordable on-campus student housing with modern technology standards became 
even more apparent during the COVID-19 pandemic, when many students struggled with housing affordability 
and access to technology. The Welcome Home 2025 Plan will address this gap by upgrading EMU’s student hous- 
ing facilities to meet 21st Century standards. 
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New and Renovated Housing Facilities 

The goal is to complete all housing renovations and new construction in advance of the Fall 2024 academic semester. Benefits and considerations of the overall phas- 
ing schedule include: More quickly complete all capital improvements to benefit the student experience; Provide additional opportunities for improvements through 
cost savings; Ensure that there are enough available beds for students that want to live on campus during the development period; Better align the diversity of unit-type 
offerings with student preferences during construction and upon completion.

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The Board of Regents is the governing body of Eastern Michigan University. Its current format was created when the State of Michigan ratified a new constitution 
Jan. 6, 1964. The Board comprises eight regents who are appointed to eight-year terms by the governor. 


“Other institutions of higher education established by law having authority to grant baccalaureate degrees shall each be governed by a board of control which 
shall be a body corporate. The board shall have general supervision of the institution and the control and direction of all expenditures from the institution's funds. 
It shall, as often as necessary, elect a president of the institution under its supervision. He shall be the principal executive officer of the institution and be ex-officio 
amember of the board without the right to vote. The board may elect one of its members or may designate the president to preside at board meetings. Each board 
of control shall consist of eight members who shall hold office for terms of eight years, not more than two of which shall expire in the same year, and who shall be 
appointed by the governor by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. Vacancies shall be filled in like manner.”

Chad Newton, Chair 


Chad Newton was appointed by Governor Gretchen Whitmer in March of 2021 to fill the seat of former 
regent Rich Baird. He is appointed to fill the remainder of the term ending December 2026. Newton is 
a three-time EMU graduate, graduating cum laude from Eastern Michigan University with a bachelor’s 
degree in criminology and criminal justice, a master's degree in technology studies with a specialty in 
law enforcement, and Eastern Michigan University’s School of Police Staff and Command. Newton is a 
former member of the EMU Alumni Association Board of Directors, and is a graduate of the FBI National 
Academy and the Michigan State Leadership Academy. At the age of 18, the Metro Detroit native left 
home and joined the United States Army. As a member of the Military Police, Newton served tours of 
duty in Seoul, South Korea and Fort Campbell, Kentucky. After being honorably discharged with the 
rank of Sergeant, he joined the Wayne County Sheriff’s Department as a Deputy Sheriff. Newton has 


Chad more than 21 years of airport experience and nearly 32 years as a law enforcement professional. As a 
leader with a drive to serve, Newton’s career path reflects his genuine desire to help others. In 1999, 
Newton Newton transitioned to the Wayne County Airport Police Department, where he advanced through the 


ranks becoming the Vice President of Public Safety for the Wayne County Airport Authority. In May 
2018, Newton was assigned the additional responsibility of overseeing Willow Run Airport. Two months later, he was appointed as the 
Authority's Interim CEO. Newton currently serves as Chief Executive Officer of the Wayne County Airport Authority (WCAA). He began 
his tenure in November 2018 after being appointed by the WCAA Board. In this role, he is responsible for overseeing the independent 
governmental entity tasked with management and operation of Detroit Metropolitan Wayne County Airport and Willow Run Airport, 
Michigan's busiest airport system and one of the world’s leading air transportation hubs. Newton is one of approximately 500 airport 
executives in the United States certified by the American Association of Airport Executives (AAAE) as an Accredited Airport Executive 
(A.A.E.), and is the first WCAA CEO with this distinction. He is also a member of the AAAE Policy Committee and the Detroit Metro 
Convention & Visitors Bureau Board. Regent Newton serves as Vice Chair of the Athletics Affairs Committee and is a member of the 
Audit Committee.

He was reappointed for a second eight-year term expiring December 2026. Hawks was born in Ann 
Arbor, Michigan and grew up in Ypsilanti Township.

While at EMU, he earned a bachelor’s 
in business administration and subsequently earned a master’s in higher education administration from 
Michigan State University. After completing his higher education, he served as Chief of Staff for the 
Majority Floor Leader in the Michigan House of Representatives and served on the Staff of the Speaker 
of the House. He currently serves as CEO of Governmental Consultant Services Inc. (GCSI) in Lansing, 
Michigan. GCSI is a bi-partisan multi-client Lobbying firm that is consistently recognized as Michigan's 
number one rated firm. GCSI’s diverse and prestigious portfolio includes many Fortune 500 companies, 
multi-national corporations, trade associations, municipalities, non-profits, authorities as well as many 
other entities in multiple sectors. Hawks individually has been consistently voted amongst the top lob- 
byists in the state by independent political surveys of Capitol insiders in a career spanning over 30 years. Regent Hawks has also been 
involved with many charitable and community organizations over the years. Regent Hawks is currently Vice Chair of the Board of Re- 
gents, serves as Chair of the Finance and Investment Committee, and is Chair of the Personnel and Compensation Committee. He pre- 
viously served ten years as Chair of the Athletic Affairs Committee and Chair of the Eagle Administrative Services Board for eight years.

Dr. James M. Smith is the 23rd president 
of Eastern Michigan University. He began 
his duties July 1, 2016. 

President Smith has led an active 
presidency at Eastern, undertaking many 
positive strategic initiatives. These include 
the introduction of several new academic 
programs in high demand areas; launching 
the #4WARD - scholarship _ initiative; 
creation of the President's Commission on 
Diversity and Inclusion and the President’s 
Sustainability Commission; launching an 
update to the University’s Strategic Plan; 
and key appointments to the University’s 
leadership team (Provost and Executive Vice 
President; Vice President, Advancement; 
General Counsel; and, Vice President and 
Director of Intercollegiate Athletics). 

In addition, President Smith has 
overseen a significant investment in capital 
improvements across the Eastern Michigan 
campus. These include the comprehensive 
renovation of Strong Hall, the third and 
final building in the University’s Science 
Complex; constructing a new campus health 
center; renovating the campus dining halls 
and recreation facilities; upgrades to other 
facilities including academic buildings, 
classroom technology and_ residence 
halls; infrastructure including a new co- 


generation unit that will provide more than 
90 percent of the University’s energy needs; 
installation of a new underground power 
system; expanded wireless capabilities; and 
upgraded roadways, sidewalks and parking 
areas. An extensive array of new lighting 
and security measures further enhances 
the campus environment. 

President Smith has initiated strategic 
efforts to increase Eastern’s international 
footprint and recruitment base. He 
traveled to China during his first year to 
strengthen established relationships and 
identify new opportunities. President 
Smith is also supporting faculty efforts to 
travel abroad for academic, recruitment 
and alumni engagement activities. 
Under President Smith’s leadership, the 
University is a proud supporter of the 
national #YouAreWelcomeHere campaign, 
encouraging international students to 
study in the United States. 

Before coming to EMU, Smith served as 
president of Northern State University (NSU) 
in Aberdeen, South Dakota, since June 
2009. From 2008-2015, NSU was named 
by U.S. News & World Report as one of the 
best undergraduate public institutions in 
the Midwest. At NSU, he led an initiative 
to develop the first and only Confucius 
Institute in the Dakotas, dedicated to the 
teaching of Chinese language, culture, and 
business practices. 

Smith, 61, who grew up near Columbus, 
Ohio, in Washington Court House, knew 
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early on he wanted to be a teacher. He 
always had admired teachers and enjoyed 
school. He became an elementary and 
middle school teacher after earning his 
Bachelor of Science degree in elementary 
education, from Miami University in 
Oxford, Ohio, in 1979. He would go on to 
earn a Master of Education, educational 
administration, from Xavier University in 
Cincinnati and a Doctor of Philosophy, 
educational leadership, from Miami 
University. 

Over the next 28 years, he served as an 
elementary school principal, a teaching 
fellow and assistant professor at Miami, 
director of the Experiential Program for 
Preparing School Principals at Butler 
University in Indianapolis, and director of 
the Educational Leadership Program and 
coordinator of doctoral studies at West 
Texas A&M University. Smith was also vice 
president for Economic Development at 
Bowling Green State University in Bowling 
Green, Ohio, before heading to NSU. 

Smith's wife, Dr. Connie Ruhl-Smith, 
has an impressive resume of her own. 
She has been a teacher, author and 
administrator, and has done extensive work 
in student retention and student academic 
support, introduction of international 
partnerships, and much more.

The mark of an exceptional athletics program is the progress 
that is made each year. And under the leadership of Vice President 
and Director of Athletics Scott Wetherbee, the Eastern Michigan 
University department of athletics has experienced tremendous 
success in competition, the classroom, as well as in the community. 

During his tenure, Eastern Michigan has won 19 Mid-American 
Conference team championships and 128 MAC individual 
championships. Furthermore, 391 EMU student-athletes have 
collected All-MAC honors and 999 have collected Academic All- 
MAC recognition under his leadership. All told, Eastern has won 
158 MAC team titles since 1973, the most of any league institution 
over that span. 

In addition, Wetherbee continues to work on the department's 
plan to build a safe and highly-effective atmosphere for its 
student-athletes through the continual revitalization of its athletic 
facilities. EMU opened the Incarnati Athletic Center on Aug. 27, 
2019, marking the first major construction project on the athletics 
campus since the opening of the then-Convocation Center in 1998. 
Additional projects include artificial turf at the soccer/lacrosse 
complex, a locker room for the swimming & diving team, and an 
expanded erg room for the rowing program. 

Under his guidance, Eastern Michigan Athletics has secured 
more than $20 million in cash and pledges to help upgrade 
facilities and further enhance the student-athlete experience. 
EMU has generated six gifts of $1 million or more, including the 
first seven-figure gift in Eastern Athletics history, an $8 million 
gift for a GameAbove Golf Performance Center (the largest gift in 
school history), $2.7 million to rename the campus arena in honor 
of former student-athlete and NBA Legend George Gervin, and a 
$1 million sponsorship (largest in school history). 

Eastern Michigan also continues to expand opportunities for 
female student-athletes with the addition of women’s lacrosse as 
the EMU's 19th varsity sport. The team began play in the 2022-23 
academic year and advanced to the MAC Tournament in their 
second season (2024). 

Overall, Wetherbee has made 14 head coaching hires in his time 
at Eastern Michigan, and will welcome new leaders for women’s 
basketball, men’s golf, women’s golf, and lacrosse in 2024-25. He 
also hired volleyball head coach Kevin Foeman, men’s basketball 
head coach Stan Heath, gymnastics head coach Katie Minasola, 
swimming head coach Derek Perkins, and baseball head coach 
Robbie Britt. Additionally, he promoted Chris Best and Sterling 
Roberts to guide the men’s and women's track & field programs, 
respectively, as part of a restructuring to allow former Director of 
Track & Field and Cross Country Sue Parks’ return to focusing on just 
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coaching the women’s distance student-athletes in cross country 
and track & field. 

Wetherbee chairs several MAC committees, including the 
Volleyball Coaches, the Basketball Game Management, and the 
league's 75th Anniversary Celebration. Furthermore, he is the only 
AD in the league to have earned Diversity, Equity, and Inclusion 
(DEI) certification from participation in conference-wide continuing 
educational activities. 

The 2023-24 academic year saw Eastern continue to shine as the 
football team advanced to its third consecutive bowl game before 
the women’s indoor track and field team captured the 2024 MAC 
Indoor Championships, hosted at EMU, for the 158th all-time MAC 
title in EMU history. Addtionally, 18 individual track & field titles 
were won by Eastern student-athletes 

One of the numerous awards earned came from football senior 
Brian Dooley being named the recipient of the 2023 Disney Spirit 
Award winner after selflessly giving up his own scholarship for a 
deserving teammate that was selling plasma to make ends meet 
as a walk on. The viral moment captured the nation’s attention. 

During the 2022-23 athletics year, Wetherbee led EMU to strike 
gold again with MAC titles in both men’s and women’s indoor 
track&field. To go with team success, 18 individual track & field 
student-athletes claimed individual conference titles. Furthermore, 
Eastern was one of 17 Division | institutions to have at least one 
player taken in the NFL, NBA, and MLB drafts, as former Eagles 
Jose Ramirez and Sidy Sow were taken in the 2023 NFL Draft, 
while Emoni Bates was selected by the Cleveland Cavaliers in the 
NBA, and Luke Russo was picked by the Philadelphia Phillies. It 
marked the first time EMU had accomplished the feat since the 
1998 athletics year. 

Moreover, EMU football saw their winningest season since 
1987, as the 2023 squad rattled off nine wins, split the MAC West 
Division title with Toledo, and earned their first post season victory 
since 1987 when it defeated San Jose State in the Famous Idaho 
Potato Bowl. 

Academically, EMU soared to new heights. Eastern student- 
athletes posted a department-wide 3.382 cumulative GPA, 0.013 
ahead of the previous best of 3.369 in winter 2021. Specifically, 
the men’s and women’s golf teams, volleyball, women’s soccer, 
and men's cross country, along with women’s tennis thrived in the 
classroom, as the six programs posted perfect 1,000 single-year 
Academic Progress Rate (APR). When it comes to conference honors, 
160 Green and White student-athletes were named Academic 
All-MAC selections. 

All 19 teams continued the tradition of working closely with 
the campus and local community totaling 5,694 hours of 
community service. Additionally, Wetherbee hired Sara Tisdale to 
not only coach lacrosse but to also coordinate Eastern Athletics 
DEI programming. He also spearheaded the EMU Athletics DEI 
Committee with numerous student-athletes, coaches, and staff 
involved. The committee meets bi-weekly to build programming 
and engagement opportunities. 

In 2021-22, EMU took home team titles in men’s cross country and 
men’s indoor track & field to go along with 14 MAC individual titles. 
Meanwhile, the football program played in its fourth bowl game in 
the previous six seasons. Prior to 2016, Eastern had reached bowl 
eligibility just twice in its history and had earned the opportunity 
to play in a postseason bowl just once (1987 California Bowl). 

Additionally, home to “The Iceman” took on a whole new 
meaning with the announcement of the renaming of the school's 
on-campus arena on Dec. 11, 2021. The Convocation Center was 
renamed the George Gervin GameAbove Center in honor of former 
student-athlete and NBA Legend George Gervin. The change was 


made possible through a generous commitment by GameAbove. 
The group committed funding to improve the facility's technology 
infrastructure and enhance the student-athlete and visitor 
experience, including upgrades to athletic training facilities, team 
meeting rooms, visitor suites, and the E-Club Athletic Hall of Fame. 

In total, Eastern Michigan Athletics brought in $5 millions in gifts 
during Fiscal Year 22 for just the second time ever. 

During the 2020-21 campaign, Eastern Michigan captured three 
conference team championships in men’s cross country, men’s 
indoor track & field, and gymnastics. The cross country title was 
the program's 24th, while the indoor crown was the team’s 16th. 
Meanwhile, gymnastics collected its fourth tournament title en 
route to punching its ticket to the NCAA Regionals for just the third 
time as a team. 

The 2019-20 season saw plenty of triumphs both on the field 
and in the classroom despite battling adverse conditions. Eastern 
won three MAC team titles and 11 individual league championships 
before the COVID-19 pandemic canceled the entire spring sports 
season. 

EMU won its fifth consecutive women’s cross country title 
while the women's indoor track & field team won its seventh Mid- 
American Conference championship. Women’s soccer finished as 
the tournament runner-up, while women’s basketball earned a 
berth into the semifinals for the first time since 2015. Additionally, 
swimming & diving took third place at the MAC Championship and 
volleyball finished in third in the West Division race. 

On the men's side, the men’s cross country team notched its 23rd 
MAC title. Men’s indoor track & field finished as the runner-up at its 
championship, while football punched its ticket to the postseason 
for the second consecutive season with an appearance in the Quick 
Lane Bowl in Detroit. Men's basketball clinched the Michigan MAC 
Trophy with a 67-63 victory over Central Michigan, Feb. 29. 

Persevering under unusual circumstances, EMU student-athletes 
posted their highest semester and cumulative grade point average 
in school history. With more than 430 student-athletes, Eastern 
recorded a 3.516 winter semester GPA. It bettered the previous 
best of 3.238 set in the fall of 2016. EMU also added a cumulative 
3.332 GPA, another department best previously set in the fall of 
2018 at 3.27. 

Furthermore, the year saw the Athletic Department open the 
Student-Athlete Performance Center on Aug. 27, 2019. Heavily 
supported by fundraising efforts, the 60,000 square-foot structure 
houses the sports medicine, sports performance, and equipment 
operations areas. Additionally, the facility has locker rooms, 
coaches’ offices, and meeting spaces for the football team, while 
also including a new video board inside Rynearson Stadium. 

The 2018-19 campaign was another record-setting season in both 
athletics and academics for Eastern. The Eagles finished near the 
top in the battle for the MAC's all-sports championships. It marked 
the eighth time in the past 12 years that Eastern Michigan placed 
inside the top-five spots in both standings. 

Eastern Michigan won its fourth consecutive women’s cross 
country title while the volleyball team won its first MAC Tournament 
Championship after finishing tied for second in the West Division. 
Women’s swimming & diving finished as the runner-up at the 
championships for the fifth consecutive season, while women’s 
indoor track & field added a second-place finish. 

On the men’s side, the men’s golf team notched its third MAC 
title and first since 2008 as it shared the team championship with 
Kent State University. Both men’s indoor track & field and outdoor 
track & field also finished as the runner-up at their respective 
championships. Football finished tied for second in the West 
Division good for its best finish since the league switched to the

Coupled with three MAC team titles and 15 individual league 
championships, the 2018-19 campaign was one of the most 
successful seasons in Eastern Michigan history. In the classroom, 
EMU student-athletes posted a cumulative 3.270 GPA during the 
winter semester, then the highest mark on record. It was the 19th 
term in a row EMU student-athletes had earned over a 3.0 GPA. 

During Wetherbee's first year at EMU in 2017-18, the department 
took home two of the Mid-American Conference's top three 
institutional awards — the Cartwright Award and the Reese Trophy. 
The Cartwright Award is given for program excellence in academics, 
athletics, and citizenship, while the Reese Trophy is for the top men’s 
athletic program in the league. 

The Eagles captured a combined five team championships and 
38 individual league titles. For their efforts, 84 EMU student-athletes 
earned All-MAC honors in 2017-18. 

In the classroom, EMU student-athletes posted a 3.259 
cumulative GPA during the winter semester. 

Wetherbee also helped secure approval for Phase | of the 
Championship Building Plan for a new sports medicine and training 
facility. 

The 47-year-old Wetherbee was named to the position at EMU 
on June 26, 2017. A native of Kalamazoo, Mich., has more than 25 
years of collegiate athletic administrative experience with a track 
record of enhancing every department he has served. 

A veteran in the world of athletic administration, he is Eastern 
Michigan’s 14th athletic director after spending four years at 
Mississippi State University, including serving as the department's 
interim director of athletics from October-November 2016. 

He has spent time on the senior or executive staffs at five athletic 
departments, including EMU, MSU, East Carolina University, San 
Diego State University, and Fresno State University. 


Named one of College AD’s 2017 NEXT UP honorees, Wetherbee 
was picked as one of 13 senior-level administrators who were 
believed to be ready to take the next step by some of the most 
respected athletic directors in the industry. 

MSU's senior associate athletic director of external affairs 
from 2013 until May 2017, Wetherbee developed MSU's external 
unit into one of the most elite and recognized in all of college 
athletics. Recently promoted in June 2017 to Deputy Director of 
Athletics, he has built a department with the hiring of more than 
20 new employees to cultivate a culture of innovation and brand 
consistency. 

In 2015 and 2016, MSU’s marketing department became the 
first back-to-back winner of the National Association of Collegiate 
Marketing Administrators (NACMA) Marketing Team of the Year. 
Meanwhile, MSU's Athletic Media Relations department was the 
recipient of the 2015 Football Writers Association of America’s 
Super 11 Award. 

Wetherbee played a pivotal role in the growth of MSU Athletics 
since his arrival, serving on the executive staff that provides 
oversight to all 16 of the Bulldogs’ varsity sports and overseeing 
an annual budget of $87 million. He has spearheaded all aspects of 
MSU's external department, including marketing, media relations, 
video, equipment, facilities, game operations, licensing, adidas, 
Gatorade, and served as liaison to Bulldog Sports Properties - the 
department's third-party rights holder. He successfully negotiated 
new deals with Learfield, adidas, and Gatorade.

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Wetherbee served as MSU's liaison to the SEC Network. With that 
responsibility, he established a department that produced more 
than 100 live digital broadcasts during the 2016-17 athletic year. 
He was also the sport administrator for the Bulldogs’ baseball and 
volleyball programs. 

In addition, he oversaw all branding, graphic, venue marketing, 
and video elements of MSU’s athletic facilities. That included the 
creation of a new $1.3 million video board and hustle boards 
for Humphrey Coliseum, the vision for the largest videoboard in 
college baseball at Dudy Noble Field, and new graphics in Davis 
Wade Stadium, Nusz Park, MSU Golf Facility, MSU Soccer Fieldhouse, 
and the Humphrey Coliseum locker rooms. 

Wetherbee arrived in Starkville, Miss. after spending 10 years as 
an assistant athletic director at East Carolina where he directed 
the department's marketing and ticket operations. He was 
part of an administrative team that led a $60 million expansion 
and development project of ECU Athletic facilities. In 2011, his 
marketing ticket vision produced ECU football records in per-game 
attendance (50,012), total attendance (300,069), and season ticket 
sales (24,188). He assisted the Pirate Club in increasing unrestricted 
annual giving by over 56 percent and membership growth by 78 
percent. 

Wetherbee was no stranger to developing brand strategies 
before his arrival at MSU. He served on multiple committees of 
East Carolina's strategic planning process, and he was charged 
with creating a branding initiative to facilitate a consistent message 
through the department. He worked extensively with IMG Sports to 
expedite contracts and sponsorship agreements, and he developed 
a technology team to coordinate social media initiatives. 

From 2002-03, Wetherbee served as the assistant athletic director 
for ticket operations at San Diego State University. He directed 
ticket sales, oversaw the ticket office’s budget, and served on 
the department's senior staff. One of his many accomplishments 
at SDSU was the designing and implementation of the men’s 
basketball’s reseating process, which allocated seats based on 
existing donor levels and the priority points system. 

Prior to his stint at San Diego State, Wetherbee spent three years 
at Fresno State, serving as assistant athletic ticket manager from 
1999-2000 before being promoted to athletic ticket manager in 
2000. He directed all ticket sales and operations for over 100 athletic 
and special events annually and maintained the department's 
budget. In addition to supervising the staff, Wetherbee created, 
designed, and maintained Fresno State’s first online ticket office 
— GoBulldogs.com. 

Wetherbee got his start in athletics as a ticket office intern at 
Mid-American Conference rival Western Michigan University 
before spending two years as a graduate assistant in the Ball State 
University athletic ticket office. 

Wetherbee earned a Bachelor's degree in sports administration 
from Ball State in May 1997. He started his collegiate career at Ferris 
State University as a student-athlete on the baseball team before 
the program was discontinued. 

He and his wife, Tracy, have two children: Taylor and Spencer. 
Taylor is a member of EMU’s gymnastics team beginning in 2023-24.

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GEORGE GERVIN GAMEABOVE CENTER 


The George Gervin GameAbove Center (formerly the 
Convocation Center), in its 26th season as the crown 
jewel of EMU athletics, opened up a new era of excite- 
ment on the west campus of EMU in the fall of 1998. 

The state-of-the-art, $29-million facility is the result 
of a decade-long effort to improve and upgrade uni- 
versity facilities and followed closely the opening of the 
$41-million Bruce T. Halle Library on the main campus. 

Construction of the George Gervin GameAbove 
Center began in the spring of 1997 and culminated 
with its dedication game, Dec. 9, 1998, with a men’s 
basketball game against the University of Michigan in 
front of a crowd of 7,647. 

Since its opening, the George Gervin GameAbove 
Center has served as home court for the Eagles’ men’s 
and women’s basketball and volleyball teams. The EMU 
wrestling team and women’s gymnastics team have 
held several meets on the arena floor. 

The George Gervin GameAbove Center has also 
served as the site for seven Mid-American Conference 
Championships. EMU hosted the 2000, 2007, 2014, and 
2022 MAC Gymnastics Championship and the 2002, 
2009 and 2016 MAC Wrestling Championship. The arena 
has been the host site for 10 first-round MAC Women’s 
Basketball Tournament games, nine first-round games 
for the men’s basketball squad and four first-round 
MAC Volleyball Tournament games. The building also 
played host for the EMU women’s basketball team’s 
upset of the University of Michigan in the First Round 
of the 2011 Women's National Invitational Tournament 
(WNIT) anda pair of contests during the 2014 Women's 
Basketball Invitational (WBI). Meanwhile, the EMU men’s 
basketball team hosted the first round of the 2014 and 
2018 Collegelnsider.com Tournament for the program's 
first postseason home games. 

The George Gervin GameAbove Center also played 
host to the 2008 WNBA's Eastern Conference Finals and 
the WNBA Championship, as the Detroit Shock utilized 
the facility for the playoffs. 

Along with their commitment to EMU Athletics, the 
George Gervin GameAbove Center staff has brought 
some of the finest entertainers in the world to Ypsilanti. 
The Convo has hosted acts by the Bob Seger, Black 
Crowes, Indigo Girls, Godsmack, Smashmouth, Ludacris, 
Bob Dylon, Toby Keith, Matchbox Twenty, Goo Goo 
Dolls, Dave Chapelle, John Mayer and Jay-Z. 

The George Gervin GameAbove Center is also the site 
for EMU’s spring and winter commencement ceremo- 
nies. Among other events that have taken place include 
numerous youth sporting competitions, high school 
commencements, trade shows, job fairs, conventions, 
charity and community awareness events as well as a 
circus. 
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The 204,316-square-foot facility features three 
user-friendly levels — arena, concourse and office — 
and three seating configurations to maximize crowd 
capacity and space usage. The largest seating capacity 
is for center-stage entertainment activities, with 9,500 
seats available. The capacity for basketball games is 
approximately 8,800. 

EMU’s athletic administration is located on the office 
level, along with offices for the EMU football, men’s and 
women’s basketball and volleyball coaching staffs. The 
EMU Athletic Media Relations Office, as well as offices 
for the George Gervin GameAbove Center staff, are 
located on the office level. 

The main athletic training room and office space 
for EMU’s sports medicine staff is located on the arena 
level as are strength and conditioning facilities and 
equipment rooms. 

In the summer of 2012, the George Gervin Game- 
Above Center received a major face-lift, as a YESCO 
four-sided ceiling hung display sign, featuring video 
boards on all four sides, was installed above center 
court in the arena. 

The fixture features four 10MM full color video 
boards, with each board's active area measuring 15.7- 
foot wide by 11.5-foot tall. In addition, the system also 
features three ribbon displays on the west and east 
sides and under the scoreboard. The arena will also 
showcase an integrated light emitting diode (LED) 
courtside scorer’s table. 

The arena was officially renamed in honor of EMU 
alum and NBA Hall of Famer George Gervin, Dec. 11, 
2021. Dubbed “George Gervin Day,’ the arena hosted 
more than 5,000 spectators as the men’s basketball 
team used four overtimes to defeat Florida International 
in the longest game in school history. 

There is no doubt that the George Gervin Game- 
Above Center has become a special place for athletic 
events, but there is a warm spot in the hearts of Eastern 
Michigan fans for Bowen Field House, the home for 
men's and women's basketball games for 43 years. 

Bowen was built in 1955 at a cost of $1.25 million. 
The facility has 79,529 square feet of floor space and 
includes an eight-laps-to-the-mile indoor track. An ad- 
ditional 9,394 square feet, along with new permanent 
seating, a new court and upgrading of the facility was 
completed in 1982 at a cost of $506,938. 

Bowen still serves as home to EMU’s track teams and 
also serves as a practice facility for many of Eastern’s 
varsity squads.

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NOT ALWAYS THE EAGLES 

Since the 1991 season, EMU athletic teams have gone by the nickname “Eagles.” 

The Eagles name was officially adopted on May 22, 1991, when the EMU Board of Regents voted to 
replace the existing Huron nickname and logo with the new one. 

EMU originally went by the nicknames “Normalites” and “Men from Ypsi” and various other titles down 
through the years before “Hurons” was adopted in 1929. 

The “Hurons’ first came into being as the result of a contest sponsored by the Men’s Union in 1929. On 
Oct. 31 of that year, a three-person committee, composed of Dr. Clyde Ford, Dr. Elmer Lyman and Professor 
Bert Peet, selected the name “Hurons” from the many entries in the contest. 

The name was submitted by two students, Gretchen Borst and George Hanner. Hanner was working at the 
Huron Hotel at the time of the contest and was no doubt as much influenced by his place of employment as 
by the Huron Indian tribe. The runner-up name in that contest was Pioneers. 

EMU began investigating the appropriateness of its Huron Indian logo after the Michigan Department 
of Civil Rights issued a report in October 1988 suggesting that all schools using such logos drop them. The 
report indicated that the use of Native American names, logos and mascots for athletic teams promoted 
racial stereotypes. At that time, four colleges, 62 high schools and 33 junior high/middle schools in Michigan 
used Indian logos or names. 

The EMU Board of Regents voted to replace the Huron namewith Eagles, taken from three recommendations 
from a committee charged with supplying a new nickname. The other two final names submitted were 
Green Hornets and Express. 


GREEN, WHITE AND YELLOW? 

The EMU Eagles’ colors are green and white, but the track and cross country teams both feature yellow 
on their uniforms. There is a reason these teams stand out, and the history behind it goes back to 1967. 
EMU Hall of Fame Head Coach Bob Parks offered some insight to the story behind how the yellow came 
about. 

“When | got to EMU in January 1967, the team was wearing dark green singlets and dark green shorts. 
In that season, we ran a meet at Western Michigan University, and the finish line was beneath the balcony 
which was very dark. In the hurdle final, there were six men, three from Michigan State and three from 
EMU. MSU's uniforms were almost identical to ours. When the finish positions were announced, we got 
the short end of the stick. You could hardly see the runners under the dark balcony area, and they got the 
finish wrong. At that point, | decided to get uniforms that showed up better. 

“Back then, Kansas was a big name in collegiate track, and they wore pink shorts and powder blue 
singlets with pink lettering. Everyone thought they were great. | decided to copy them and ordered orange 
shorts and green singlets with white lettering trimmed in orange. We wore them for about four years, but 
the Regents decided that all of our teams should be wearing green and white. When they made us get rid 
of the orange and green, | ordered green and gold, colors | had always liked. At first, they weren't going to 
let us use them, but | pointed out that our football team was wearing green and gold. Our administration 
could hardly argue with me, since our gridders were wearing it too.” 

“We have worn it ever since, and it is known from coast to coast, as our men have done traditionally 
well nationally. It also differentiates us from MSU and Ohio University’s color schemes. The green and gold 
does show up well at the finish line, but nowadays they use computer cameras, so it is less of a problem as 
it was in the 60s and 70s.” 


EMU OLYMPIANS THROUGH THE YEARS 

EMU has had a track representative at the summer Olympic Games since Hayes Jones in 1960. The Eagles 
have had 18 representatives in 64 years, 15 men and three women. Donald Scott (USA) competed in the 
triple jump at the 2024 Paris Games.

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FIVE RULES TO REMEMBER 


1. FANS HAVE RESPONSIBILITIES 

As an individual who is a season ticket holder, 
a member of an Eastern Michigan University 
booster organization (eg. Eastern Athletic 
Fund, E-Gridiron Group), has made financial 
contributions to EMU, or been involved in 
promoting EMU’s athletic program, you are 
considered a “Booster” and are required to 
adhere to an atmosphere of compliance. As a 
booster, your conduct reflects on the integrity of 
the entire university. 

Once you support EMU Athletics, you retain 
that identity as a booster forever - the rules still 
apply! This is true even if the individual no longer 
contributes to, or is involved with, EMU’s athletics 
program. 


2. DON’T GIVE BENEFITS OR INDUCEMENTS 

Student-athletes can only receive benefits 
that other students in the general population 
can receive. An extra benefit is any special 
arrangement by an EMU employee or booster to 
provide a current or prospective student-athlete 
(or the athlete's relatives or friends) a benefit not 
expressly authorized by the NCAA. Examples 
of impermissible benefits include, but are not 
limited to: 


+ Gifts of cash, clothing, equipment or any 
other tangible item; 

- A special discount, payment arrangement or 
credit on any purchase or service; 

+ Loan of money or co-signing of loans; 

- A vehicle, use of a vehicle, or any 
transportation expenses; 

+ Free or reduced-cost services, purchases 
or rentals; 

« Entertainment on- or off -campus; or 

+ Free or reduced-cost rent or housing.

3. LEAVE THE RECRUITING TO US! 

You're passionate about your EMU Athletics 
programs and you want everyone to know it! 
But remember, only EMU coaches and athletic 
department staff members are permitted to 
be involved in the recruiting process. Boosters 
should be aware of the following: 

- Do not contact a prospective student- 

athlete (or members of the prospect's 

family) by letter, telephone, e-mail, text, 

online (Facebook, Twitter), or in-person (on- 

or off-campus) for the purpose of soliciting 

their participation in EMU’s athletic programs. 

+ Do not contact a prospect's coach, principal, 

or counselor in an attempt to evaluate the 

prospect; 

- Do not become involved in making 

arrangements for a prospect (or the 

prospect's relatives or friends) to receive 

money or financial aid of any kind; 
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- Do not visit a prospect’s school to acquire 
films or transcripts in an attempt to evaluate 

the prospect’s academic or athletics 

eligibility; 

- Do not have contact with a prospect (or 

the prospect's relatives or friends) during 

any of their visits to EMU's campus; 

+ Do not contact student-athletes enrolled 

in other four-year institutions regarding the 

possibility of transferring to EMU. 


Even though there are many rules prohibiting 
your involvement with prospects and the 
recruiting process, as a booster you are permitted 
to do the following: 

+ Notify EMU coaching staff about noteworthy 

prospects in your area; 

- Attend a prospect's athletics event on your 
own initiative, as long as you do not have 

contact with the prospect (or the prospect's 

parents or coach); 

- Continue existing friendships, provided you 

do not solicit the prospect's enrollment. 


Please note, a prospective student-athlete 
(prospect) is a student who has started classes 
for the 9th grade (7th grade for Basketball). 
Students enrolled in preparatory schools and 
two-year colleges are also considered prospects. 
An individual remains a prospect even after he/ 
she signs a National Letter of Intent. 

If you know of a talented athlete, please let the 
coaching staff know, and we'll do the rest! 


4. KNOW THE CONSEQUENCES! 

EMU is responsible for the actions of its boosters. 
If a booster recruits or provides impermissible 
benefits to a current or prospective student- 
athlete (or the athlete’s relatives or friends), EMU 
may be subject to penalties from the NCAA and 
Mid-American Conference. When a_ violation 
occurs, regardless of the intention, it can: 

+ Jeopardize the eligibility of prospective and 

current student-athletes; 

+ Result in the EMU athletics program being 

penalized by the NCAA and/or the 

Mid-American Conference; and 

+ Cause you to lose benefits or privileges 

associated with the athletics department 

(i.e., booster membership, ticket privileges). 


5. ASK BEFORE YOU ACT! 

The NCAA Rules are not limited to the above, 
and they are often misunderstood. If you have 
any doubt or questions, please contact the Office 
of Athletic Compliance. We strongly encourage 
open communication between fans, supporters, 
and the EMU Athletic Department.

Walter Camp 2nd Team 
1930 


Andy Vanyo lettered at Eastern 
Michigan for four seasons and 
was named to Walter Camp's 
All-American Team as a second 
team selection. In addition, 
Vanyo was selected by Knute 
Rockne as a member of his Mid- 
west All-Star team. He played 
for Illinois coach Bob Zuppke in 
the 1930 Midwest-Southwest 
All-Star game on New Year’s 
Day in Dallas, Texas. Vanyo was 
elected to EMU’s Athletic Hall of 
Fame in 1978. 


CHARLES HANNEMAN 
New York Sun 2nd Team 
1935 


Charles Hanneman earned 
three letters each in football 
and basketball and captained 
the 1935-36 basketball team. 
Hanneman was named to the 
second team All-American 
squad picked by the New York 
Sun. He went on to become a 
two-way end for the Detroit 
Lions and was named to the 
second team All-Pro squad in 
1940. He also was the Lions’ 
captain that year. Hanneman 
was elected to EMU’s Athletic 
Hall of Fame in 1977. 


BOB MIDDLEKAUFF 
Small College 
1954 


Bob Middlekauff was named small 
college All-American quarterback 
for Eastern Michigan in 1954. In 
three years as the starting signal- 
caller for the Hurons, he set all of the 
passing and total offense marks and 
was sixth in the nation in passing in 
1954. Middlekauff was also named 
MVP inthe Interstate Intercollegiate 
Athletic Conference (IIAC) that year. 
His 14 touchdown passes in 1954 
was an EMU single-season record 
and his 33 career touchdown passes 
was also an EMU record when he 
graduated. Middlekauff was elected 
to EMU’s Athletic Hall of Fame in 
1978. 


IVORY HOOD 
AP College Division 


Honorable Mention 
1967 


Ivory Hood was a four-year starter 
and earned four letters for EMU 
from 1966-69. He served as a co- 
captain of the 1968 football team 
and led the team in tackles inthree 
of his four seasons as a starting 
linebacker. Hood was named 
first-team Collegiate All-State and 
Small College honorable mention 
All-American in 1967. He was an 
NAIA District 23 first-team selec- 
tion three times, in 1966, 1967 and 
1968. Hood was elected to EMU’s 
Athletic Hall of Fame in 2012. 


GARRY GRADY 
AP College Division 
2nd Team; NAIA 
1968 


Garry Grady was named to the 
National Association of Intercolle- 
giate Athletics’ (NAIA) All-American 
Team and received second team 
honors onthe Associated Press-Col- 
lege Division All-American Team. 
Grady was named the recipient of 
the James M. “Bingo” Brown Award 
in 1968 for his selection as the 
team’s MVP. He played one season 
of pro ball with the Miami Dolphins 
and then joined the Toronto Ar- 
gonauts of the Canadian Football 
League. Grady was elected to EMU’s 
Athletic Hall of Fame in 2003. 


JOHN SCHMIDT 
AFCA College Division 
1968 


John Schmidt earned two varsity 
letters in 1967 and 1968 as a two- 
year starting offensive lineman. 
He played guard in 1967, earning 
all-Michigan NAIA honors and was 
named a first-team College Divi- 
sion All-America center on both the 
American Football Coaches Asso- 
ciation and Kodak College Division 
teams in 1968. Schmidt was named 
the winner of the Elton J. Rynearson 
award in 1968 for combining athletic 
excellence and academic success. 
He had a free agent tryout with the 
Kansas City Chiefs after graduation 
and was elected to EMU’s Athletic 
Hall of Fame in 2011. 


BOB LINTS 
AFCA College Division; 
NAIA 
1968 and 1969 


Bob Lints received first team 
honors on both the American 
Football Coaches Association 
College Division All-American 
Team and the National Associa- 
tion of Intercollegiate Athletics 
All-American Team. He was also 
named winner of the James M. 
“Bingo” Brown Award in 1969 
as the team’s most valuable 
player. Lints was a third round 
draft choice of the Green Bay 
Packers but chose not to play 
pro football.

As a sophomore, was selected to 
the NAIA District 23 All-Star team 
and received honorable mention 
accolades from the Associated 
Press in the small college division.

Team 
1970 and 1971 
David Pureifory was the first EMU football 
player to receive mention on three All- 
America teams in one year and first to win 
All-America honors for two seasons. He was a 
first-team selection of the American Football 
Coaches Association-College Division Team 
in 1970 and 1971, and first team top pick of 
the National Association of Intercollegiate 
Athletics in 1970. He was also a second 
team All-American on the Associated Press- 
College Division teams of 1970 and 1971. 
Pureifory, drafted by Green Bay in the sixth 
round of the 1972 NFL draft, was a Packer 
standout until 1978 when he was traded to 
the Detroit Lions. He was named the Lions’ 
“Most Valuable Defensive Player” of 1980 
and was a regular at defensive end until his 
retirement in 1983. Pureifory was elected to 

EMU's Athletic Hall of Fame in 1981. 


LARRY RADCLIFF 
AP College Division 


Honorable Mention 
1971 


Larry Radcliff was named a Small 
College honorable mention All- 
American in 1971. He gained 
2,848 yards during an outstanding 
three-year football career at EMU. 
Radcliff was the leading rusher in 
the nation in 1971 before suffering 
a career-ending knee injury. He set 
EMU football records for rushing 
yardage (2,848), total offensive 
yards (2,848), scoring (156 points) 
and touchdowns (26). He was an 
eighth round draft choice of the 
Philadelphia Eagles in the 1972 
National Football League Draft. 
Radcliff was elected to EMU’s Ath- 
letic Hall of Fame in 1995.

AFCA; Football News; AP 
1973 


Jim Pietrzak was named to three 
All-American teams in 1973 as an 
offensive tackle. He was named to 
the Kodak College Division | first 
team by a vote of members of the 
American Football Coaches Associa- 
tion. The former University of Detroit 
High School star and Hamtramck, 
Mich. native was also named to the 
Football News-College Division First 
Team and the Associated Press Small 
College Third Team. He was drafted 
and signed by the New York Giants 
of the National Football League. Pi- 
etrzak was elected to EMU’s Athletic 
Hall of Fame in 2002.

Ron Johnson was a two-time All-Mid- 
American Conference performer who 
gained third-team All-American honors 
on the 1977 Associated Press team. 
Johnson was a four-year starter in the 
defensive backfield and accounted 
for 339 total tackles in his career. After 
finishing his senior season, Johnson 
played in both the East-West Shrine All- 
Star Game and also in the Senior Bowl 
post-season all-star game. He was voted 
the North squad’s defensive MVP in the 
Senior Bowl. He was the first Huron ever 
drafted in the first round of the National 
Football League draft when he was the 
22nd player in the country picked in the 
1978 spring draft. Johnson was elected to 
EMU's Athletic Hall of Fame in 1986, and 
also was a member in the inaugural class 
of the Mid-American Conference Hall of 
Fame in 1988.

Ron Adams earned honorable mention 
Division | All-American honors by the As- 
sociated Press for helping lead the 1987 
EMU football team to the Mid-American 
Conference championship and a victory in 
the California Bowl. A senior quarterback 
from Taylor, Mich., Adams finished the ‘87 
season with 107 completions in 202 at- 
tempts for 1,527 yards and six touchdown 
passes to help direct the Hurons to a 10-2 
record, the best in school history. He was 
a unanimous first-team All-Mid-American 
Conference quarterback selection and was 
also EMU's James M. “Bingo” Brown Award 
winner as the team’s Most Valuable Offen- 
sive Player. He completed a 32-yard pass to 
wide receiver Craig Ostrander with just 3:59 
left in the game to lead Eastern to a 30-27 
victory over San Jose State in the California 
Bowl, Dec. 12, 1987. He was elected to EMU’'s 
Athletic Hall of Fame in 1999. 
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BRIAN CLOUSE 
AP Division | 
Honorable Mention 
1987 


Brian Clouse earned honorable men- 
tion Division | All-American honors by 
the Associated Press for helping lead 
the 1987 EMU football team to the Mid- 
American Conference championship 
and a victory in the California Bowl. 
A senior offensive guard, Clouse was 
one of the key members of a line that 
enabled the then-Hurons to roll up 
4,275 yards in total offense in 1987 as 
well as scoring 343 points, the second- 
best output in EMU history. Clouse 
was chosen as the 1987 Mid-American 
Conference Lineman of the Year in an 
award jointly sponsored by the Miller 
Lite Brewing Company and The MAC 
Bulletin. Clouse was also a first-team 
All-MAC performer in ‘87. 


TOM PARM

1979 


Tom Parm received honorable 
mention All-American honors by 
the Associated Press for his out- 
standing play during 1979. Parm 
caught 41 passes for 701 yards, a 
17.1-yard reception average, and 
was 11th in the nation in kickoff 
returns with 19 for 472 yards - an 
average of 24.8 per return. Parm 
wasa four-year letterman and when 
he graduated he held EMU career 
records for passes caught (101), 
receiving yardage (1,711), as well 
as the single-season yardage record 
(701). Parm was also awarded first- 
team All-Mid-American Conference 
honors in 1979. 


CHARLES GORDON 
AP Division | 
Honorable Mention 
1987 


Charles Gordon earned honorable 
mention Division | All-American honors 
by the Associated Pressfor helping lead 
the 1987 EMU football team to the Mid- 
American Conference championship 
and a victory in the California Bowl. A 
sophomore defensive back, Gordon 
was named to the All-American Sopho- 
more Team by The Football News and 
was also a first-team All-MAC performer 
in ‘87. He helped lead the Hurons to 
a school-record 10-2 record, the first- 
ever MAC football championship, and 
a 30-27 win over San Jose State in the 
California Bowl. Gordon led the team in 
interceptions with five. He was elected 
to EMU's Athletic Hall of Fame in 2023.

After graduation he went on to play 
for the Houston Oilers of the NFL 
in 1987. Petersmark was elected to 
EMU’s Athletic Hall of Fame in 2014.

LJ. Shelton was named third-team All- 
America by The Football News after the 
1998 season. The 6-foot-6, 320-pound 
Shelton, was a two-time, first-team 
All-Mid-American Conference selec- 
tion at offensive left tackle. He became 
the first player in EMU football history 
to earn invitations to four post-season 
senior All-Star games. Shelton chose 
to participate in just one post-season 
game, the Senior Bowl, and he played 
the entire game at offensive left tackle. 
Shelton then became the highest draft 
choice in school history when he was 
the 21st pick in the 1999 National 
Football League Draft as a first-round 
selection of the Arizona Cardinals. He 
was elected to EMU’s Athletic Hall of 
Fame in 2015. 


GARY PATTON

Honorable Mention 
1986 and 1987 


Gary Patton earned honorable mention 
Division | All-American honors by the 
Associated Press in both the 1986 and 
1987 seasons. He rushed for 1,058 yards 
and caught 37 passes for 371 yards in 
1986 and was a unanimous first-team All- 
Mid-American Conference pick. He came 
back in 1987 to help lead the Hurons to a 
school-record 10-2 record, the first-ever 
MAC football title, and a 30-27 win over 
San Jose State in the ‘87 California Bowl. 
Patton was named EMU’s Most Valuable 
Player in the California Bowl in a vote by 
ESPN after leading all rushers with 130 
yards on 21 carries and one touchdown 
run. He gained 1,242 yards and scored 13 
touchdowns in ‘87. Patton was drafted in 
the seventh round of the 1988 NFL draft 
by the New York Jets. He was elected to 
EMU’s Athletic Hall of Fame in 2009.

2004 


Place-kicker Andrew Wellock earned multiple 
honors for an outstanding year in 2004. He was 
named third-team All-American by the Associated 
Press, finished runner-up for the Lou Groza Award, 
which is given annually to the top place-kicker in 
the NCAA Division | ranks, and was a first team 
All-Mid-American Conference pick. He turned 
in an outstanding sophomore season in 2004, 
booting 21-of-23 field goal attempts and 32-of-33 
PAT's. He tied the EMU record with a 52-yard field 
goal against Idaho (Oct. 2). Wellock booted four 
field goals, including a 50 yarder, as well as the 
game-winning 24-yard field goal in EMU’s 61-58 
four-overtime win over Central Michigan (Nov. 
6) at Ford Field in Detroit. Wellock finished the 
season tied with Michigan State's David Rayner 
as the leading place-kicker in the nation with 
a 1.91 field goals per-game average and 22nd 
in scoring at 8.64 points per-game. He became 
EMU's single-season points scored leader with 95. 
Wellock was one of seven kickers in the Division 
I-A ranks that handled all of the placekicking, 
kickoff, and punting duties. He averaged 37.2 
yards per punt. He was elected to EMU’s Athletic 
Hall of Fame in 2018.

Honorable Mention 
2004 


Eric Deslauriers was named honor- 
able mention All-American by CNNSI 
in 2004. He finished his football 
career at EMU as the Eagles’ career 
leader in touchdown receptions, 
with 27, total receiving yards, 3,250, 
and most receptions with 248. He 
shares the EMU record for touch- 
downsinagamewith four. He tied an 
EMU record for points ina game with 
26 on Nov. 6, 2004. Deslauriers put- 
ting together an amazing 35 game 
streak with at least one reception. 
He played in the CFL and helped the 
Alouettes raise the Grey Cup twice, 
in 2009 and 2010 


ZACH JOHNSON 
The Sporting News

2006 


Zach Johnson was named honor- 
able mention All-American on the 
2006 freshman football team picked 
by The Sporting News. After sitting 
out the 2005 season as a redshirt, 
Johnson took over the starting 
punting role after the first game of 
2006 and became one of the top 
punters in the nation, making the 
semifinalist list of the Ray Guy Award 
which is given annually to the top 
punter in the NCAA Division | ranks. 
Johnson finished the season with a 
40.0 yard average with 65 punts for 
2,603 yards, including dropping 20 
inside the 20-yard line.

Jose Ramirez was the first player in 
EMU history to earn the trifecta of All-

game. He finished second in the FBS in 
total sacks (12.0) and third nationally 
with 1.6 tackles for loss per contest. He 
also owned the nation’s second-best 
single-game performance in terms 
of sacks this season. He collected a 
program-record 4.0 in Eastern’s game 
at Western Michigan, Oct. 8. That game 
was one of three multiple-sack perfor- 
mances he issued for EMU in 2022. His 
12 sacks were an all-time single-season 
record at EMU. Ramirez was selected by 
the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in the sixth 
round of the 2023 NFL Draft.

EASTERN MICHIGAN ATHLETICS - DID YOU KNOW? 


The 2024 season is the 56th year that Eastern Michigan University has called Rynearson 
Stadium home. More than three million fans have seen EMU play in Rynearson. In 32 of 
the 55 years, Eastern has averaged more than 11,000 fans per home date. The 1995 season 
proved to be the record-breaking year for Rynearson Stadium attendance. A single-game 
record crowd of 25,009 was on hand, Sept. 16, 1996, to watch the Eagles dismantle UNLV, 
51-6. That four-game 1995 season also proved to be a best for season average attendance 
of 22,602 fans. 

The stadium is named after legendary Eastern Michigan coach Elton J. Rynearson, Sr. He 
was the head football coach for 28 seasons and complied a win-loss record of 114-58-15, 
including one stretch from 1925-33 when his teams lost just six games. Rynearson served 
the school for 46 years as a football and basketball coach as well as athletics director. 


* The 2004-2007 seasons included one neutral-site game, the Collegiate Clash played at 
Ford Field in Detroit. All four of those games counted in the total home attendance but not 
in the Rynearson Stadium overall record or attendance figures. In 2004 at Ford Field the 
Eagles won a dramatic 61-58 four-overtime decision over Central Michigan before 24,423 
fans. The 2005 game at Ford Field, between EMU and Western Michigan, was an equally 
exciting game with WMU taking a 44-36 win before 11,191 fans. ln 2006, Navy used a strong 
ground game to record a 49-21 win, while in 2007 Northwestern pulled out a 26-14 victory 
in front of a national television audience on ESPNU.

DOOLEY EARNS DISNEY SPIRIT AWARD 


Helping one’s teammate is part of being a college football player. But Eastern Michigan Uni- 
versity offensive lineman Brian Dooley took that to another level, donating his scholarship to a 
teammate, an incredibly selfless act that earned him the 2023 Disney Spirit Award. 

Dooley captured national attention earlier this season at EMU when he donated his football 
scholarship to one of his teammates. It was a significant gesture by Dooley given that walk-on 
Zack Conti had been working multiple jobs and donating blood plasma for money to pay for 
college. Conti's struggles have been further complicated by the fact that his mother has been 
fighting polycystic kidney disease and needs a transplant. 

“At Walt Disney World we love the amazing stories that come out of college football every 
year,’ said Adam Ball, vice president of ESPN Wide World of Sports Complex. “And we also love 
the challenge of trying to find one, like Brian Dooley’s, that embodies the indomitable spirit that 
is at the core of this very special award.” 

Since 1996 the Disney Spirit Award has been presented every year by Walt Disney World Resort 
to the most inspirational figures in college football. The award was created to honor people like 
Dooley who demonstrate an indomitable spirit and a willingness to help others. 

Dooley, whose mother is a nurse and father is a truck driver, is in his final season at Eastern 
Michigan. He and his family are now paying for college themselves. He said the decision to donate 
his scholarship was an easy one and he hopes it inspires others to help out in their communities. 

“| think it’s just the beginning. If people see what I've done they might take it to a whole new 
level;’ said Dooley.“I wish | could do more. To me it wasn't that big of a deal what | did. | was just 
doing it for one of my brothers. So, hopefully | can do a lot more now.” 

Dooley, a graduate student majoring in criminal justice, has routinely found ways to lift others 
around him. As a team captain, he has let his teammates take his place during the pregame coin 
toss, giving them the chance to represent the team. Off the field, he has performed more than 
100 hours of community service, including reading to young students, building and refurbishing 
parks and participating in EMU’s “Victory Day,’ an event supporting those with cognitive and 
physical impairments. 

Dooley was the 28th recipient of the Disney Spirit Award and the first from Eastern Michigan.

EASTERN MICHIGAN ATHLETICS - DID YOU KNOW? 


The seasons from 1925-38 are referred to as the “Glory Years” 
in the annals of Eastern Michigan University football. Elton J. 
Rynearson, Sr. returned to the University as head coach in 1925 
and led the team to an 8-0 overall record and a 5-0 Michigan 
Intercollegiate Athletic Association (MIAA) title. Starting with 


the 1925 season, Eastern recorded an 80-19-7 record through 
the 1938 season. The banner year may have been the 1930 
season when the football squad posted a6-1 record, losing only 
to the University of Michigan by a 7-0 decision before 78,247 
fans in Ann Arbor.

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JAMES M.“BINGO” BROWN AWARD 
(MOST VALUABLE OFFENSIVE PLAYER) 


The James M. “Bingo” Brown Award is awarded 
annually to the Eastern Michigan University foot- 
ball player who is voted by his teammates to have 
been the outstanding offensive player. 

The award is named for one of the most beloved 
and well known figures in the history of the Yp- 
silanti campus, James M. “Bingo” Brown. He died 
Sept. 1, 1965, at the age of 73. 

Known to thousands of young men and women only as 
“Bingo, he served as football coach for two years (1923 and 1924) 
before being appointed dean of men in 1927, a position he held 
for 35 years until his retirement in 1962. 


JOHN E. BOROWIEC AWARD 
(MOST VALUABLE DEFENSIVE PLAYER) 


The John E. Borowiec Award was first given in 1952 
when center Chris Armelagos was named MVP. The 
award was discontinued in 1965 but resumed again 
in 1976 and is now given to the team’s defensive 
MVP. John Borowiec, one of Eastern Michigan's most 
enthusiastic supporters, and one of the original 
members of the EMU Football Bust committee, died 
June 28, 1980.

Elton J. Rynearson, former athletic director and 
coach at Eastern Michigan University, died Feb. 8, 
1967."Rynie” coached every varsity sport at one time 
or another during his 46 years of service to EMU. 

In his 28 years as head football coach, Rynear- 
son compiled a won-lost-tied record of 114-58-15, 
including one stretch from 1925 to 1933 when his 
teams lost only six games. 

In 1968, the Rynearson Scholar-Athlete Award was founded in 
his memory. It is given annually to the EMU football player who best 
combines athletic ability and scholastic excellence.

(SCHOLAR-LINEMAN) 


The Harold E. Sponberg Awardis given annually to the 
Eagles’ best down lineman who combines scholastic 
excellence with athletic achievement. 

Dr. Sponbergservedas president of Eastern Michigan 
University from 1965 to 1974. The university experi- 
enced unprecedented growth and development un- 
der his leadership. During his administration, Eastern’s 


athletic facilities were expanded to include Rynearson 

Stadium for football, anew baseball stadium and an all-weather track. 

As anundergraduate, Sponberg was a Little All-American at Gustavus 
Adolphus. He died in April 1975 at his home in Houghton, Mich.

During his 1989 campaign, Navarro 
interceped 12 passes, a single-season 
record that has yet to be eclipsed. Na- 
varro's efforts earned him First Team All- 
MAC honors for the 1989 season, which 
he followed up with a Second Team All- 
MAC selection one year later. The Jack- 
son, Mich., native also took home the 
John E. Borowiec Award for the team’s 
most valuable defensive player during 
the 1989 season. Navarro's 12 intercep- 
tions during the 1989 season led the na- 
tion that year. 
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Kenny Philpot 
Starting for three years as a member of 
the Green and White, Philpot racked-up 
170 solo tackles, and 354 total tackles. 
The Chicago, Ill, native tallied 62.5 
tackles-for-loss and 16.0 sacks in his 
career, adding seven forced fumbles 
along the way. His 62.5 career TFLs rank 
first in the EMU record books, while 
recording 30.5 stops behind the line in 
2001 to lead the NCAA FBS ranks in per 
game TFLs (2.8) and total TFLs. 


Charlie Batch 


One of the best quarterbacks in school 
history, Batch was a prototypical “gun- 
slinger.’ A First Team All-MAC selection 
in 1995, Batch still ranks third in total 
yards (7,715), second in touchdowns 
(53), fourth in completions (579), and 
third in passing yards (7,592). Batch 
holds the all-time record for single-sea- 
son passing yards with 3,280. His 3,390 
total yards in 1997 rank third in school 
history for a single season. Batch was 
drafted in the second round, 60th over- 
all, by the Detroit Lions in the 1998 NFL 
draft and went on to become a two-time 
Super Bowl champion (SB XL, XLIII) as a 
member of the Pittsburgh Steelers. 


David Pureifory 
Pureifory was the first EMU football 
player to receive honorable mention on 
three All-American teams in one year, 
and was the first player to win All-Amer- 
ican honors in two different seasons. He 
was a First Team selection of the AFCA- 
College Division Team in 1970 and 1971, 
and a First Team pick of the NAIA in 
1970. He was also named Second Team 
All-American by the AP-College Division 
teams in 1970 and 1971. He was drafted 
in the sixth round of the 1972 NFL Draft 
by the Green Bay Packers, Pureifory 
went on to play 11 seasons in the NFL. 
In 1980 he was selected as the Detroit 
Lions‘“Most Valuable Defensive Player.” 
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Lional Dalton 

A three-time letterwinner from 1995- 
97, Dalton was a multi-year starter for 
the Eagles and served as team captain 
during the 1997 campaign. Nicknamed 
‘Jelly Roll” Dalton was a First Team All- 
MAC selection in 1996 and 1997. The 
Detroit native totaled 116 tackles, four 
sacks and two forced fumbles during 
his career. He would go on to play nine 
NFL seasons with five different teams, 
earning a Super Bowl Ring (SB XXXV) as 
a member of the 2001 Baltimore Ravens. 
Dalton finished his NFL career with 110 
tackles, nine sacks, 30 tackles-for-loss 
and three forced fumbles. 


One of the best running backs in school 
history, Mike Strickland holds the top 
spot in career rushing yards at Eastern 
Michigan, with 3,234. Strickland is one 
of just two players in school history to 
amass 3,000 rushing yards in a career. 
The anchor of the EMU offense dur- 
ing his time in the Green and White, 
Strickland ranks second all-time in car- 
ries (649), 12th all-time in career touch- 
downs (20), and finished with over 
1,000 yards rushing in two of his three 
seasons as the starting running back for 
the then-Hurons. Strickland was drafted 
in the 14th round of the 1975 NFL Draft 
by the Minnesota Vikings.

YPSILANTI, Mich. — Eastern ruined the Chippewas' hopes for a MAC title by storm- 
ing back from a 24-0 deficit. After suffering through what the Detroit Free Press de- 
scribed as a "hopeless" first half, touchdowns by Bobby Windom, Jimmy Hall and 
Doug Crisan set up the dramatic finish. Down six, EMU tied the game when Steve 
Raklovits' lateral to Jerry Mucha, a quarterback lined up at a receiver position, was 
thrown to Carlos Henderson for a 34-yard touchdown. The Hurons won on Ken Du- 
dal's 38-yard field goal, which boomed through the uprights as the clock expired. 


The 1987 season: The ultimate 'Revenge Tour' 

There are six wins from 1987 that will forever be remembered among the greatest 
victories in EMU history. In 1984, just six weeks before the season's first game, the 
Mid-American Conference's Council of Presidents inexplicably voted EMU out of 
the Mid-American Conference. Media and public reaction was swift in condemn- 
ing the vote, and rather than accepting the decision, Eastern fought back, refusing 
to drop football, and ultimately voting to keep football no matter what happened 
with the MAC. The NCAA ended the drama by rendering the president's vote moot, 
confirming Eastern's status as a member of the MAC in good standing. The 1984 
Hurons rallied to save the season and the program — even tying CMU, 16-16 — to 
start amovement that reached a crescendo in 1987, when EMU defeated six schools 
that voted for EMU's expulsion en route to that season's MAC championship. It is 
and remains college football's ultimate revenge tour. The six victories, in order: at 
Miami, 33-17; at Kent State, 23-21; Ball State, 35-28; at Ohio, 34-16; at Toledo, 38-9; 
Bowling Green, 38-18. 


Oct. 17, 1987: EMU 35, Ball State 28 

YPSILANTI, Mich. — Trailing 28-27, the Hurons called a simple handoff to Gary Pat- 
ton from their own 28 with just over four minutes to play. That's when things got 
complicated. Patton, who tried to bump the run left and to the outside, reversed 
his direction after encountering a Ball State defender. That's when quarterback Ron 
Adams threw a textbook cut block in his own backfield, allowing Patton to race 72 
yards untouched for the go-ahead score. EMU erased a 14-3 deficit with 32 second- 
half points. Patton, who ran for four scores and 225-yards on 27 carries, set EMU's 
career mark for touchdowns. 


Nov. 5, 1987: EMU 38, Toledo 9 

TOLEDO, Ohio — With 521-yards in total offense, Eastern raced past the Rockets to 
clinch a share of the 1987 MAC title. Gary Patton's 70-yards gave him 3,287 career 
rushing yards to set the EMU record, and Brian Clouse recovered a fumble in the 
end zone for a touchdown. Perhaps no player on the 1987 "Road Warriors" embod- 
ied EMU's spirit more than Clouse, who passed away in 2019 after a fierce fight with 
cancer. Following his passing, GameAbove, a group of dedicated EMU alumni with 
various academic and professional backgrounds, made a generous donation in his 
honor. The main entrance of the new athletic center is called the Clouse Family 
Atrium, a 1,288-square-foot welcome room that displays the championship success 
of Eastern Michigan athletics throughout its history, including the 1987 conference 
championship season and California Bowl win during Brian's final year of college 
football. The new Center also includes the Brian Clouse Players' Lounge, a space 
that allows football student-athletes to study, and bond with teammates. 


Nov. 14, 1987: EMU 38, Bowling Green 18 

YPSILANTI, Mich. — Over four minutes remained when EMU's students started 
spilling over barriers and fences in anticipation of EMU clinching the MAC title and 
an invite to the California Bowl. Before the clock expired, the crowd tore a goalpost 
down, and had the other one down in record time as EMU earned a postseason 
bowl invite for the first time in 16 seasons. Charles Gordon picked off a pass and 
returned it 70-yards for a touchdown, while quarterback Ron Adams ran for a score. 
Bobby Foster tacked on a 2-yard touchdown for EMU, which drew 20,205 to Rynear- 
son and set a school record for wins in a season. 


Dec. 10, 1987: EMU 30, San Jose State 27 

FRESNO, Calif. — The Ypsilanti Press called it one of the greatest upsets in bowl 
game history, while the Detroit Free Press described it as a fairy tale ending come 
true. EMU pulled off the biggest upset in school history when Ron Adams' 31-yard 
touchdown to Craig Ostrander with 3:59 remaining lifted Eastern — the 17-point 
underdogs — to a 30-27 win in the California Bowl. The Hurons very well may have 
saved the MAC's bowl affiliation, earning the MAC's first win in four years after three 
consecutive blowout losses. Gary Patton was named MVP after recording 130-yards 
rushing and a touchdown. 
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Sept. 8, 1990: EMU 27, Western Michigan 24 

YPSILANTI, Mich. — After sprinting out to a 20-3 lead, Eastern found themselves 
staring at a 24-20 deficit late in the fourth quarter. Quarterback Shane Jackson 
guided EMU 73-yards in 15-plays — as the Hurons converted four consecutive third 
downs — before Eddie Nwagbaraocha's 2-yard touchdown put EMU back in front 
with 2:59 to play. Pat Walsh led Eastern's receivers with six catches for 69-yards, 
while the defense forced two fumbles and picked off two Western passes in front 
of 17,732 at Rynearson. Rodney Screen hauled in a 46-yard touchdown and Jim 
Langeloh booted two field goals en route to the Huron's win. 


Oct. 19, 1991: EMU 42, Western Michigan 24 

YPSILANTI, Mich. — It's aname and a game every EMU fan should know: Richard 
Palmer's four-interception game. After a first quarter pick, Palmer intercepted two 
more passes in the third quarter, then snared No. 4 in the fourth quarter, racing 
down the WMU sideline for a 76-yard touchdown. Palmer was named Player of 
the Week by the MAC, Sports Illustrated, the Sporting News and every publication 
imaginable covering college football. The Ann Arbor News, Ypsilanti Press and the 
Detroit dailies wrote full-length feature articles; interview requests in print and ra- 
dio came in handfuls. 


Oct. 16, 1993: EMU 28, Central Michigan 21 

Mt. PLEASANT, Mich. — It was a scene played out hundreds of times, the winners 
coming off their sideline with helmets raised...but this time, it was EMU's turn to 
celebrate its first victory in Mt. Pleasant as a MAC and Division | school. Trailing 21- 
14 in the fourth quarter, EMU tied the game on Melvin Green's 12-yard touchdown 
run, then went ahead on Anthony Cicchelli's 16-yard touchdown pass from Michael 
Armour. Vashone Adams' interception slowed the Chippewas with 2:11 to play, and 
Maurice Reed's pick on EMU's 12-yard line with 36 seconds left closed out the upset. 


Nov. 19, 1994: EMU 40, Toledo 37 

YPSILANTI, Mich. — The game that launched a 15-year NFL career, Charlie Batch 
came off the bench to throw four touchdown passes, including a 16-yard, game- 
winning touchdown to Ontario Pryor while falling out of bounds on the game's 
final play. Eastern had trailed Toledo, 17-0, before Batch entered the game. Batch 
was an All-MAC 1st team selection in 1995 and EMU's MVP in 1997. He became the 
first MAC quarterback to be drafted in 12 years when he was selected in the 2nd 
round by the Detroit Lions. 


Sept. 16, 1995: EMU 51, UNLV 6 

YPSILANTI, Mich. — EMU welcomed the defending Big West champions, the UNLV 
Rebels, with a record Rynearson Stadium crowd (25,009), then dismantling the Reb- 
els with a dynamic blitz of running, passing and defense. The Eagles scored on four 
one-yard runs — two by Rick Granata and one each by Savon Edwards and Jerome 
Adams — while Mike Scott scored on runs of eight and 32-yards. Charlie Batch was 
15-of-23 for 223-yards, hitting Bristol Greene for a 20-yard score. Avery Brown and 
Kwesi Ramsey recorded interceptions; Brown's came off Mark Langkos' deflection 
while Ramsey ran his theft to the UNLV 1-yard line. 


Sept. 27, 1997: EMU 31, Central Michigan 24 

Mt. PLEASANT, Mich. — Trailing 17-3 at halftime, Charlie Batch threw three touch- 
downs as EMU outscored Central, 21-0, in the fourth quarter to stun the Chippewas. 
Batch, who was 28-of-41 for 309-yards, passed Ron Adams to become EMU's all- 
time career leader in total offense during the comeback. Rodney Nubin's intercep- 
tion and return to the CMU 14 set up the game-winning touchdown. Terry Reed's 
interception near the Eagles' 25-yard line with 1:15 to play sealed the victory for 
Eastern, which held Central scoreless for the game's final 23 minutes. 


Nov. 16, 2004: EMU 61, Central Michigan 58 (4 OT) 

DETROIT, Mich. — Andrew Wellock's 24-yard field goal in the fourth overtime gave 
EMU the first sweep of rivals Central and Western Michigan since 1986. Wellock 
also booted a 50-yarder in the second overtime to keep Eastern's hopes afloat. EMU 
quarterback Matt Bohnet was 31-of-54 for 367-yards and four touchdowns. Eric 
Deslauriers hauled in 14 catches for 207-yards, including all four touchdowns. It 
was a huge homecoming victory for 51-players on the EMU roster from Detroit at 
Ford Field. 


Nov. 26, 2008: EMU 56, Central Michigan 52 

YPSILANTI, Mich. — It's a game any university dreads: a dead man walking game. 
The season has gone poorly and the head coach isn't returning. Coach Jeff Genyk's 
final game was a firecracker of a farewell. A pregame shoving incident lit a smolder- 
ing fuse. The two rivals raced up and down the field, Eastern holding a 42-35 half- 
time lead. Ultimately, a defensive stand clinched the win for EMU. Andy Schmitt's 
58-of-80 effort broke the Division | record for completions in a game; Tyler Jones 
tied an NCAA record for single game completions with 23. Both records still hold 
to this day. 
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Sept. 23, 2016: EMU 27, Wyoming 24 

YPSILANTI, Mich. — Wyoming traveled to Ypsilanti determined to avenge a 48- 
29 setback to Eastern Michigan the year before, but Eastern gouged the Cowboys 
for 239-yards rushing, highlighted by lan Eriksen, who ran for 122 and the game- 
winning, 15-yard score with 1:35 to play. EMU's defense stood strong in all facets 
of the game. The unit held Wyoming to just 79-yards rushing on 38-carries, forcing 
the Cowboys to pass almost exclusively. EMU recovered two fumbles and blocked 
a 22-yard field goal. 


Nov. 8, 2016: EMU 48, Ball State 41 

MUNICE, Ind. — In one of the largest comebacks in program history, Eastern over- 
came a 21-0 deficit to hand the Cardinals a devastating loss and become bowl- 
eligible for the first time since 1995. After a Ball State touchdown put the Cardi- 
nals up with 1:35 to play, EMU marched 86-yards, culminating with lan Eriksen's 
touchdown and Brogan Roback's pass to Sergio Bailey II for a two-point conversion. 
DaQuan Pace's interception clinched the win. EMU's defense forced five turnovers, 
four of which came during the second half comeback. Roback threw for 468-yards 
as EMU racked up 622-yards of offense. 


Nov. 16, 2016: EMU 26, Central Michigan 21 

YPSILANTI, Mich. — Trailing with 2:34 to play, quarterback Brogan Roback moved 
the Eagles 72-yards downfield, including converting a 4th and 6 to keep the drive 
alive with 37-seconds remaining. With 19-seconds left, Roback found Sergio Bailey 
ll at the front pylon of the end zone for the game-winning score. Jeremiah Harris' 
first career interception in the end zone on the final play of the game clinched the 
victory. A handful of days later, EMU accepted an invitation to play in the Bahamas 
Bowl, their first bowl bid in 29 seasons. 


Sept. 9, 2017: EMU 16, Rutgers 13 

NORTH BRUNSWICK, N.J. — Quite simply, this was as cathartic a victory as EMU 
ever achieved. The wild rollercoaster of the fourth quarter finally delivered the vic- 
tory Eastern had been waiting for since 1975. Jeremiah Harris's sack of Rutgers’ Kyle 
Bolin with five seconds left clinched the victory. A video review followed, and con- 
firmed the game-winning play. The victory was EMU's first "Power Five" win after 
58-consecutive losses and the first win over a Big Ten team after its 38-previous 
games. The game also earned EMU an $860,000 payout. 


Sept. 8, 2018: EMU 20, Purdue 19 

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Trailing 19-17, a 23-yard pass from Tyler Wiegers to Ar- 
thur Jackson on fourth down kept the game-winning drive alive, and a pair of obvi- 
ous, 15-yard penalties against Purdue aided the drive. After a late hit on Wiegers, 
a defensive pass interference call put the ball on Purdue's 7-yard line. Enter Chad 
Ryland, who drilled the game-winner, setting off a wild celebration. Blake Banham 
finished with six receptions for 99-yards and Wiegers was 20-of-28 for 312-yards, 
including a 75-yard touchdown to Mathew Sexton. The win earned Eastern a 
$550,000 payday. 


Sept. 14, 2019: EMU 34, Illinois 31 
CHAMPAIGN, Ill. — Chad Ryland was the hero again, drilling another 24-yard 
game-winner as the clock expired, and EMU notched its' third-consecutive win on 
the road over a Big Ten school in as many seasons. Mike Glass III, who was 23-of-26 
for 316-yards and three touchdowns, marched the Eagles 84-yards in 1:44 to posi- 
tion Ryland for the game-winner with a second left. 

Eastern took home a $1 million payout and with the win, extended the MAC's 
streak of 14 consecutive seasons of defeating a Big Ten member, the longest such 
streak in league history. 


Oct. 16, 2019: EMU 34, Western Michigan 27 

YPSILANTI, Mich. — Preston Hutchinson, filling in for Mike Glass III, the Mid-Amer- 
ican Conference's leading passer, completed 31-of-36 passes for 357-yards and 
three touchdowns, including the game-winning, 34-yard strike to Mathew Sexton 
with 36-seconds left. His game-winning drive was nearly perfect, marching EMU 
76-yards in 1:15, throwing four completions for 70-yards. It was part of a fourth 
quarter that saw Hutchinson go 11-of-12 for 140-yards and two touchdowns. He 
also ran for 29-yards and a score. With eight seconds left, Jeff Hubbard's intercep- 
tion completed the stirring theater in Eastern's favor. 


Dec. 5, 2020: EMU 53, Western Michigan 42 

KALAMAZOO, Mich. — An odd inclusion from a season marred nationwide by the 
COVID-19 pandemic, Eastern Michigan’s first victory of 2020 was the first plus-50 
score put on rival Western Michigan in 56 all-time games with the Broncos. Darius 
Boone ran 25-times for 148-yards and a touchdown, while Preston Hutchinson was 
19-of-30 for 315 and three touchdowns. Eastern pulled away by recovering back- 
to-back turnovers and scoring on each extra possession to make it 43-28 late in the 
third quarter, evenutally claiming victory, 53-42. 
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Nov. 16, 2021: EMU 22, Western Michigan 21 

YPSILANTI, Mich. — A third-straight victory over the Broncos came to fruition 
thanks to a stirring fourth quarter comeback and a frantic, final few minutes. Down 
21-10 in the fourth quarter, Hassan Beydoun’s 19-yard touchdown on a halfback 
pass from Samson Evans in the fourth quarter pulled EMU to within 21-16. After 
Chad Ryland kicked a 31-yard field goal to pull Eastern within 21-19, Turan Rush 
forced a fumble on the ensuing possession. Russell Baden IV covered the loose ball, 
and after 33-yards in two run plays from Jawon Hamilton (19 carries/179 yards) and 
an 8-yard run by quarterback Ben Bryant, Ryland booted the game-winning 20-yard 
field goal. Michael Smith Jr. then picked off a tipped pass at the Broncos' 37 on the 
ensuing possession, allowing EMU to run out the clock. 


Sept. 17, 2022: EMU 30, Arizona State 21 

TEMPE, Ariz. — Eastern Michigan dominated from start to finish in making Mid- 
American Conference history, posting the MAC's first-ever victory over a PAC-12 
school. Scoring on four of their first five possessions, EMU never trailed in the 
dominant victory over the Sun Devils. Samson Evans ran for a workhorse 257-yards 
and a touchdown on 35-carries, while Jesus Gomez kicked three field goals to lead 
Eastern to a fourth win over a "Power Five" school in the last five full seasons. Mak- 
ing the victory even more remarkable, EMU played most of the final three quarters 
with backup Austin Smith in at quarterback following Taylor Powell's early second 
quarter injury. Powell was 10-of-14 before his exit; Smith assumed a 10-7 lead and 
marched EMU to a 6-yard touchdown pass to Hassan Beydoun. 


Nov. 25, 2022: EMU 38, Central Michigan 19 

YPSILANTI, Mich. — Eastern downed Central, 38-19, inside Rynearson Stadium 
Friday, Nov. 25, to claim a share of the Mid-American Conference West Division 
crown while also recapturing the Michigan MAC Trophy. The Eagles, who used an 
all-around performance to win their eighth game of the season - the most since 
1987 - earned their first MAC title since the outright crown was captured in 1987 
and their first Michigan MAC Trophy since 2012. Additionally, the win for Eastern 
gave the Eagles the Michigan MAC Trophy for the fifth time overall (2007, 2008, 
2011, 2012, and 2022) since the inception of the award in 2005. 


Dec. 20, 2022: EMU 41, San Jose State 27 

BOISE, Idaho — After four previous bowl game disappointments in the past six 
seasons, Eastern Michigan finally enjoyed some postseason sunshine, roaring back 
from a 13-point deficit to earn their first bowl win since 1987. The Eagles’ comeback 
started with a blocked PAT by Sterling Miles that was returned 97-yards for a two- 
point score by Tristen Hines. The play triggered an avalanche of 33-straight points 
to smash San Jose State in the Famous Idaho Potato Bowl. The victory was EMU's 
fourth-straight win of the season. Quarterback Taylor Powell (18-for-30, 298-yards 
and two touchdowns) earned the Famous Idaho Potato Bow!'s Most Valuable Play- 
er honor. Samson Evans led the rushing attack with 82-yards on 25-carries, while 
Jaylon Jackson netted 54-yards and a 31-yard score. Darius Lassiter had six catches 
for 108-yards and two touchdowns.

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Hurons Fall Short in Pioneer Bowl to Louisiana Tech 
Eastern was ranked as the No. 3 team in the country entering the contest 


WICHITA FALLS. Texas - All of the stars seemed to be aligned as the Eastern Michigan University football team hit the 
mid-point of the 1971 season. 

The then-Hurons had rolled through the first four games of the season with a perfect 4-0 record and were ranked 
No. 2 in the nation in the NCAA College Division's latest poll heading into an important Homecoming tilt with the No. 
5 ranked Eastern Kentucky University, Oct. 16, in Rynearson Stadium. 

Added to EMU's lofty rating was the fact that their offense boasted one of the top tailbacks in the country in Larry 
Radcliff and an All-American defensive standout in Dave Pureifory. 

Those two EMU greats were not the only talented players on the field as both teams had several top prospects. EKU 
would answer the EMU tandem of Radcliff and Pureifory with a top tailback named Jimmy Brooks and a future pro 
defensive tackle named Wally Chambers. 

Fumbles would prove to be the undoing for both offenses as EMU would lose all five of its drops while EKU would 
put the ball on the ground four times, losing one while also giving up two interceptions. Radcliff would set a single- 
game school rushing record and become the school's all-time total offense leader after carrying the ball 40 times for 
291-yards, but the game ended in a scoreless tie. 

Despite that deadlock with EKU, EMU would roll off two straight wins, to go to 6-0-1 on the season before traveling 
to Monroe, Louisiana to square off against Northeast Louisiana, Nov. 6. 

Another tie, this time 10-10, pretty much eliminated EMU’s chance to move to the No. 1 spot, leaving them No. 3 in 
the rankings and a post-season bowl bid on the line as the Green and White hosted South Dakota State, Nov. 13. 

“If you are voting in the polls, you can excuse one tie...but two...well, | just don’t know,’ a disheartened Head Coach 
Dan Boisture said of his squad’s chance at the top spot after the tie at Northeast. “It’s a pity too, we could have had it all.” 

Despite the letdown in posting that second tie, Eastern was still one of the favorites for a bid to the first-ever 
Pioneer Bowl, as the prognosticators guessed that EMU would take on Louisiana Tech in that bowl, Dec. 11, in 
Wichita Falls, Texas. 

Whether it was the tie, or the challenge to make it to the school's first-ever bowl game, EMU rose to the occasion 
against South Dakota State, posting a definitive 35-2 win over the Jackrabbits from Brookings, South Dakota. 

Eastern, ranked No. 3 in the country with a 7-0-2 record, would indeed receive the bid for the Pioneer Bowl and their 
opponent was as predicted, the Bulldogs of Louisiana Tech. 

Boisture’s crew had recovered nicely from those two ties, but the Hurons would have to overcome even more 
devastating news over the final few weeks of the season as the injury bug plagued the high-performing offense. 

Radcliff, who had rushed for a whopping 1,188-yards through the first six games of the season, was injured 
in the first quarter of game seven, against Northern Michigan, and was lost for the season with a knee injury. His 
replacement, Don Madden, also went down with a season-finishing shoulder injury in that same NMU game. 

Those injuries to the top two tailbacks, who had, up to that point in the season, combined for 1,319-yards and 11 
rushing touchdowns, were definitely two large obstacles for Eastern to overcome in the bowl game, but next man up 
was a youngster named Tim Packrall, and he was ready when called on at tailback. 

Packrall, who had performed admirably in the absence of both Radcliff and Madden over the last three regular- 
season games, when he rushed for 474-yards with six touchdowns, proved his worth once again in the bowl game. 
Running behind a stout offensive line, anchored by center Ted Hand and bolstered by guards Bert Brengman and Jim 
Langan, tackles Bill Dulac and Charley Boytano, tight end Lou Yovanovich and wide receiver Tim Cogswell, “Pack” 
would gain 122-yards on 31-carries but the rest of the offense could not keep up in a 14-3 loss to the Bulldogs. 

Louisiana Tech would open the bowl game with a first-quarter score when Glenn Berteau hauled in a 17-yard 
touchdown pass from quarterback Ken Lantrip with Bates adding the PAT kick. 

Eastern’s placekicker Jackson Nunn booted a 22-yard field goal in the second quarter to cut Tech’s lead to 7-3 at 
the half but a 91-yard punt return for a touchdown by Wenford Wilborn and the PAT kick by Bates would close out the 
scoring in the third quarter with Tech posting the 14-3 win. 

Although the season might have ended on a sour note for the Hurons, the entire campaign was a record-setting one 
as there were 18-single game school records set or tied and five more team marks were set or tied on the way to a 7-1-2 
finish. Radcliff would be responsible for a total of 15 of those marks.

Dec. 12, 1987 | Bulldog Stadium | Fresno, Calif. | 1:35 p.m. PT | Attendance: 24,000 Head Coach Jim Harkema’s Hurons were 17-point underdogs heading into the battle with the high-scoring Spartans of San 
Jose. While most people agreed with that pre-game prediction of an easy San Jose State win, the EMU team and its faithful fans 
knew that the Green and White would be prepared to pull off the major upset. 

As the sun rose on game day, it looked like the weather would be perfect for a football game. There was plenty of sun and cool 
weather as dawn broke and before the final gun sounded late in the evening after a 1:30 p.m. start, there would be all sorts of 

} changes in that weather report, from sun to a small spot of rain to fog to cool temps as the night closed in on the San Joaquin Valley. 

One reporter described the climate on game day as, “A day that included sun, rain and fog could not dampen the competitive 
spirit of the Eastern Michigan University football team.” 

Despite all of the vagaries of the weather, the two teams matched up in a great battle of prolific offenses and hard-hitting 
defenses as EMU shocked the collegiate football world with a 30-27 victory. 

Eastern, trailing 27-23 with just 3:59 left in the game, senior quarterback Ron Adams threw a long, arching pass to senior wide 
receiver Craig Ostrander for a 32-yard touchdown and Tim Henneghan added the PAT kick to give Eastern the 30-27 lead. That 
would be the last score of the game as the Hurons’ defense held on for one of the most memorable wins in school history. 

Senior tailback Gary Patton would be voted the Most Valuable EMU player after rushing for 130-yards and one touchdown.

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Eagles Fall Short in 2016 Bahamas Bowl to Old Dominion 
Eastern out-gained ODU, 470-394, including 300-188 in the air 


NASSAU, Bahamas (EMUEagles.com) - The Eastern Michigan University football team played a hard fought game, but ultimately fell short in the 2016 Popeyes 
Bahamas Bowl, 24-20, Friday afternoon, Dec. 23 at Thomas A. Robinson Stadium. The Eagles completed the season with their first winning record since 1995, 
finishing 7-6. 

The Eastern passing game carried the day for the Eagles, as redshirt junior Brogan Roback had 300-yards passing on 26-completions and two scores. Staying 
true to the theme of the season, Roback spread the love, completing passes to seven receivers. 

Redshirt freshman Dieuly Aristilde was the leading receiver with 80-yards on seven receptions. Catching the TD passes were juniors Sergio Bailey Il and 
Johnnie Niupalau. Sophomore Eddie Daugherty finished as the second leading wide out, catching six passes for 72-yards. 

Asa team, EMU outgained ODU (10-3, 7-1 C-USA) by a 470-394 margin, including 300-188 through the air. Eastern was also extremely efficient in the clutch, 
making the line to gain 13 times on third down. On the defense, redshirt sophomore Kyle Rachwal finished the game as the leading tackler with eight stops. 
Freshman Vince Calhoun also notched his third interception of the season, which was the first INT in bow! history for EMU. 

The Eagles began the game kicking off, giving ODU the first chance to put up points. The Monarchs were stymied on a third-and-short near midfield after a pair 
of first downs, and set up to punt. They faked the play, instead snapping it to a running back that scrambled for a first down, to keep the drive going 

Old Dominion eventually worked its way down to the 17, before being stopped again. A 34-yard field goal capped the 16-play, 58-yard drive, and opened the 
scoring at 3-0. 

On the field for the first time, EMU's offense got started with a pair of rushes from redshirt sophomore lan Eriksen of six and 11-yards for a first down. A pass of 
five set the Eagles up near midfield, but the ODU defense held strong after that, stuffing EMU on three straight plays to force a turnover-on-downs. 

Following a quick three-and-out, the Eagles got the ball back on their own one following a pin punt. This time, EMU used the passing game to get out of the 
shadow of the endzone, as Roback found Daugherty for gains of six and nine to advance to the 16. After a short rush, Roback connected with Daugherty for a 20- 
yard pass to set EMU at the 38. 

The offense kept ticking, with an 11-yard completion to Aristilde, getting Eastern to the 49. From there, the ODU defense once again stood up, forcing an EMU 
punt, which sailed into the endzone for a touchback, and also ended the first quarter with the score sitting at 3-0. 

Starting the second quarter, Eastern got its first big break when on a long pass, Calhoun undercut it and made a spectacular interception, and proceeded to 
return it 27-yards to the EMU 45. With the spark of the turnover, the Eagle offense went back to work. 

The drive started with a five-yard rush from Eriksen, but a negative four-yard rush set up third and long near midfield. Once again, Roback found the trusty 
Daugherty for a long gain of 29 to the ODU 25. 

Deep in Monarch territory for the first time, Eastern ran three times for a first down to the 13. On first and 10 in the redzone, Roback was picked off in the 
endzone, halting the potential scoring drive. 

With a forced turnover of its own, ODU went on to turn its interception into points six plays later, on a 47-yard touchdown strike, making the tally 10-0 with just 
under eight minutes until the half. 

On the next two drives, EMU and ODU chewed up alot of clock, but both could not get any more points on the board, giving Eastern one last drive starting with 
just over a minute until the half. 

Starting at its own 10, Eastern got to work looking for points before the half. Behind the arm of Roback, the Eagles quickly got down into ODU territory on passes 
to Aristilde, and Bailey Il, On the 40-yard line, and with just a few ticks left on the clock, Roback found redshirt sophomore Blake Banham to get to the 24, but there 
was too few seconds left, and the Eastern spike did not count, ending the half at 10-0. 

Out of the locker rooms, EMU began with possession to start the second half. Picking up where they left off, Roback got Eastern near midfield on a 22-yard strike 
to Bailey I. After two stalled plays, Roback found senior Sam Browning for a 24-yard completion on third and nine to give Eastern the first down at the ODU 29. 

A Banham tush for six, and a pass interference penalty put the Eagles into the redzone for the second time, and this time they capitalized. On third and goal, 
Roback found Bailey Il in the corner of the endzone for the five-yard touchdown strike, putting Eastern on the board 10-7 with 12 minutes left in the third quarter. 

The Old Dominion offense responded with immediacy on its next drive, as the Monarchs moved with ease for a five-play, 72-yard touchdown drive which was 
capped off by a 31-yard pass. The two-minute drive made it 17-7 with just under 10 minutes remaining in the third. 

EMU did not back down following the quick touchdown strike, as the Green and White kept the second half shootout going with another long scoring drive. 
Starting at the 29, Roback continued to sling it, finding Bailey Il on third and seven for 16-yards to get to midfield. On the next play, redshirt freshman Breck Turner 
broke a 30-yard rush to bust Eastern deep into ODU territory. 

A pass to Niupalau and another Turner rush put Eastern in the redzone. On second and four from the five, Roback once against dropped a dime into the corner, 
this time to Niupalau, for his second TD pass of the game, tightening the score back to 17-14 with 7:25 on the clock. 

The Eagle defense didn't allow ODU to answer back this time, as the ferocious front line held the Monarchs in check. Redshirt senior Pat O'Connor started with 
a knocked down pass, which was followed by a stopped run for one yard. On third down, O'Connor and redshirt sophomore Jeremiah Harris, as well as a host of 
other lineman, finally sacked the ODU QB to force the punt. 

Eastern continued the second half momentum on its third drive of the half, putting up points on its third straight possession to tie the game. Starting at the 27, 
Roback completed a pass of five, and followed it with a rush for 12 to the 44, Facing yet another third down, Roback found Bailey Il once again in the clutch for 12 
for a first down. 

After a pass interference advanced the ball to the 29, Roback found a seam for a 10-yard pickup into the redzone. Despite getting it to the seven, the drive 
ultimately stalled, but redshirt freshman Paul Fricano was true from 24 yards out capping the 14-play drive, and tying the ball game into the fourth quarter, 17-17. 

Coming out of the final break, ODU got back on track with a seven-play, 72-yard touchdown drive to put the Monarchs back on top, 24-17, with 12:56 remaining 
in the game. 

Needing to keep pace, Eastern embarked on its first drive of the final frame. A huge 38-yard pass to Aristilde on the second play got EMU into ODU territory, 
which was followed immediately by a 23-yard rush from Banham to set up EMU at the 14 just three plays into the drive. 

Banham continued to grind, getting first down and goal from the four after a pair of rushes. With first and goal, the ODU defense kept EMU out of the endzone 
and away from tying the game. Fricano drilled the chip shot, making it 24-20 with 9:08 left to go in the contest. 

Eastern’s defense turned up clutch on the ensuing possession, forcing just its second three and out of the game to get the ball back with eight minutes to play. 
ODU's defense was equally stout though, getting a three and out of its own to force a punt. During the punt though, a 15-yard penalty was called against Old 
Dominion, keeping EMU's drive alive. 

Picking back up at the 50-yard line, Eastern once again could not find a rhythm, as another three and out forced the punt anyways, and ODU regained possession 
with just 5:21 left to go in the game. 

The Eagles did not get the ball back, and ODU picked up enough first downs to run out the clock, and seal the 24-20 defeat for EMU.

Eastern Bested By Walk-Of Field Goal at the Camellia Bow! 


EMU's touchdown with 3:33 left in the game overshadowed by GS's walk-off field goal 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (EMUEagles.com) - A 40-yard field goal by Georgia Southern University’s Tyler Bass as time 
expired decided the 2018 Raycom Media Camellia Bowl, as the Eastern Michigan University football team fell, 23-21, 
Saturday, Dec. 15 at the Cramton Bowl here in Montgomery, Ala. 

As one would expect with a game involving EMU, which played in eight games this season decided by a touchdown 
or less, the Camellia Bowl was a tight one with neither team ever leading by more than 10 points. There were two 
lead changes in the final four minutes with Eastern Michigan taking a 21-20 lead with 3:33 remaining thanks to a 
five-yard touchdown pass from quarterback Mike Glass III to Arthur Jackson III on a fourth-and-4. However, Georgia 
Southern marched right back down the field, and on a fourth-and-10, Eagles quarterback Shai Werts rushed 29-yards 
to put his team in field goal position. Three plays later, Bass gave his team the win. 

EMU closed the 2018 season with a 7-6 record (5-3 Mid-American Conference), its first winning conference record 
since 1995 and first US bowl appearance in 31 years.. With the win, Georgia Southern earned its first 10-win season at 
the FBS level, ending the year 10-3 (6-2 Sun Belt Conference). 

Bass’ game-winning field goal was the second in the brief history of the bowl. Appalachian State kicker Zach Matics’ 
23-yard FG as time expired lifted the Mountaineers to a 31-29 win over Ohio in 2015. The five Camellia Bowl games 
have been decided by 17 total points and all five have come down to the final minutes. 

The Eagles’ offensive efforts through the air outpaced Georgia Southern, 204 to just 33, as Glass Ill tied the Camellia 
Bowl record with three touchdown passes to finish 17-for-25 and three touchdowns. Jackson III led the Eagles 
receivers with 86-yards on three receptions, including two of EMU’s’ three touchdown with grabs of five and 75. Senior 
captain Blake Banham was targeted a team-high seven times, pulling down six receptions for 44-yards. 

EMU's defense did its best to try to win the contest, holding GS to only 104-total yards after the intermission as 
they finished with 364, including 331 on the ground. In his final game in the Green and White, senior linebacker Kyle 
Rachwal led the Eagles’ defensive efforts, tallying 12-tackles on the evening. Junior Maxx Crosby added a tackles-for- 
loss to finish with eight stops, while senior Jaylen Pickett added a nine-tackle performance. 

The game started with consecutive series resulting in three-and-out efforts from both squads. On their second 
series, Georgia Southern scored the first points of the matchup, driving from the EMU five-yard line on a 15-play, 95- 
yard scoring drive. 

Eastern Michigan came back with a strong effort, as Willie Parker's 10-yard rush up the middle gave the Eagles 
their first first-down of the game. The Eagles drove down the field with another Parker rush, but were ultimately 
stopped at midfield after a false start penalty was too much to overcome. 

The Green and White quickly got the ball back, as EMU’s defense stepped up to stop GS’s ensuing drive with a huge 
stop on third-and-long from senior Brody Hoying. 

On the following play, junior Mathew Sexton blocked Georgia Southern’s punt attempt, as the kick trickled just 
11-yards to mid-field. The block was the first in Camellia Bowl history and the third by EMU this year. 

Eastern Michigan used the field positioning from Sexton in a six-play scoring drive to add seven to the board. The 
drive saw sophomore Tyler Lyle’s first-ever collegiate pass reception on the drive's scoring play, a one-yard rollout 
pass from Glass III. EMU used its strong passing game to get down the field, as the series was highlighted by a 20-yard 
catch by junior Isaac Holder and a 17-yard reception from freshman standout Dylan Drummond. 

Georgia Southern quickly came back with their own touchdown to re-take the lead, before knocking in a 50-yard 
field goal to end the half. GS held a 17-7 advantage at the break. 

Eastern used its first possession of the second half to close its scoring gap. On the Green and White's first play from 
scrimmage, Glass III threw a 75-yard touchdown pass to junior Jackson Ill for the second-longest pass play in Camellia 
bowl history. 

EMU's defense came out of the locker-room just as stout as the offense, forcing the Georgia Southern Eagles' offense 
off the field on the following drive in just five plays. The Green and White defense held GS scoreless throughout the 
third quarter, keeping the score at 17-14 through 45 minutes of play. 

A 35-yard field goal make increased Georgia Southern’s lead to six points in the fourth quarter. EMU kept the Eagles 
to just three points with a big stop from junior Hunter Andrews and freshman CJ Hunt on third-and-nine from the 
Green and White's redzone. Ultimately, GS claimed victory by just two points, 23-21.

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Last-Minute Touchdown Stuns Eagles at Quick Lane Bowl 
EMU's 48-yard field goal with six minutes remaining eclipsed by Panthers’ late touchdown 


DETROIT, Mich. (EMUEagles.com) - Playing in consecutive postseason bowl games for the first time in the program's 128-year history, the Eastern Michigan 
University football team only trailed for the final 47-seconds of the 2019 Quick Lane Bowl Thursday, Dec. 26, as the University of Pittsburgh claimed a 34-30 
victory inside Ford Field. The largely Green and White-clad crowd of 34,765 had EMU’s back throughout the contest, and the strong turnout helped set a new 
Quick Lane Bowl attendance record. 

With the score knotted at 27 apiece, sophomore Chad Ryland may not have earned any style points on his 48-yard field-goal attempt from the left hash, 
but his kick successfully wobbled through the uprights to put EMU back in front, 30-27, with exactly six minutes to go in regulation. 

The Eagles (6-7, 3-5 MAC) regained possession after forcing a quick three-and-out, only for Pitt (8-5, 4-4 ACC) to answer with a three-and-out of their own. 
However, EMU managed to pin the Panthers deep in their own territory, as Jake Julien launched a 54-yard punt that rolled out of bounds at the nine-yard-line 
with 2:43 left in the fourth quarter. 

Facing a 3rd-and-3 at his own 49, Panther quarterback Kenny Pickett threw a 23-yard strike to Shockkey Jacques-Louis to reach the EMU 28. Two plays later, 
Pickett completed a 25-yard touchdown pass to Taysir Mack to give Pitt its first and only lead of the night, 34-30, with all of 47-ticks remaining in the final frame. 

With the Eagles’ faithful still behind them, the Green and White had one last chance to notch their second Division | bowl win in program history. Although 
EMU converted a 3rd-and-14 from its own 25-yard-line when senior quarterback Mike Glass Ill connected with sophomore wideout Hassan Beydoun for a 
19-yard gain, the Mid-American Conference outfit was unable to advance the balll any further as the Panthers held on for a four-point result. 

Playing in his final game for the Eagles, Glass surpassed Charlie Batch’s single-season record for total offense. Glass now has 3,597-yards of total offense 
(428 rushing, 3,169 passing), which Batch tallied 3,390-yards during the 1997 campaign. Glass was responsible for 394-total yards of offense on the night, as he 
finished 28-of-50 for 311-yards, two touchdown passes, and an interception, while leading the team with a career-high 21-rushes for 83-yards and another TD. 

Beydoun, who was surprised with a scholarship during a Secret Santa exchange as part of the week's festivities, had a career day in his postseason debut 
as he set personal-bests with nine catches and 113-receiving yards. Fellow sophomore Quian Williams added a pair of receptions for 68-yards, including 
a career-long 50-yard touchdown in the second quarter, while senior Arthur Jackson tied a career-high with seven catches for a total of 53-yards and a 
touchdown. 

While Glass produced the bulk of EMU’s ground game, senior Shaq Vann kept the chains moving with 13 carries for 48-yards. In all, the Eagles out-rushed 
the Panthers by a 127-96 count, and bested their opposition in first downs (27-22), plays (87-68), and time of possession (34:09-25:51). Additionally, the Green 
and White finished an even 50-percent on third-down conversions (9-of-18). 

On the defensive side, senior Kobie Beltram tabbed a dozen tackles and a TFL, while fellow senior Vince Calhoun also reached double-figures with 11- 
tackles, a forced fumble, and 0.5 TFL. Freshman Jerodd Vines also forced a fumble, which senior Brody Hoying recovered during the first frame. 

The Eagles received the ball to begin the contest, and opened the scoring on the strength of a 14-play, 57-drive lasting nearly five minutes. Glass connected 
with Jackson for a five-yard pass on the first play from scrimmage, before using back-to-back quarterback keepers to set up 1st-and-10 at the EMU 37. After 
his pass intended for senior Breck Turner fell incomplete, Glass threw a nine-yard strike to sophomore Dylan Drummond, and then kept the ball himself to. 
convert another 3rd-and-1 as the Green and White reached midfield. 

EMU had no trouble entering Pitt's half of the field, as senior Line Latu was all alone on the right side for a 19-yard reception to advance to the Panthers’ 
31-yard-line. Beydoun made a nine-yard catch on a bubble screen two plays later, before Glass got into the red zone with a six-yard rush. The Eagles went on 
to seize a 3-0 lead when Ryland nailed a 35-yard field-goal attempt with 10:04 left in the first period. 

Pitt started its first offensive series with three straight completions, but a quarterback run of their own proved costly. After Pickett elected not to slide just 
short of the first-down marker, Vines ripped the ball free while Hoying picked up the loose change and gained five yards to set up a 1st-and-10 at the EM46. 

EMU's dream start continued on the ensuing drive. Glass threw a three-yard screen to Vann, before Beydoun caught a pass for 35-yards to reach the 
Panthers’ 16. After a defensive pass interference penalty handed the Eagles a 1st-and-goal at the Pitt four-yard-line, Vann dove forward for a one-yard pickup, 
before Glass kept the ball and ran into the end zone to give the Green and White a 10-0 lead with 6:46 left in the opening quarter. 

The Eagles picked up another defensive stop, as Alex Kessman hooked a 49-yard field-goal attempt wide to the left with 3:13 left in the first. Despite a 
three-and-out on their next drive, the Green and White maintained their 10-0 cushion as the first quarter came to an end. 

The Panthers would get within one possession early in the second quarter. This time, Kessman made his 44-yard field goal attempted to slice the Eagles’ 
lead to 10-3 with 13:43 remaining in the frame. 

EMU appeared to have control of the field-position game when Julien’s 50-yard punt was downed at the Pitt four-yard-line. However, the Panthers knotted the 
score at 10 apiece with their longest play in program history, as Pickett reached Maurice French on a 96-yard touchdown pass with 11:57 left in the opening half. 

However, the Green and White needed fewer than two minutes to reclaim the lead. Glass found sophomore Jairus Grissom for a 10-yard gain, which was 
followed by a 15-yard pass to Beydoun to get the ball to the 50. Two plays later, Glass threw a deep pass to the right that deflected into the hands of Williams, 
who raced into the end zone to make it 17-10 with 10:04 left in the second quarter. With his 50-yard strike, Glass surpassed Batch’s single-season record for 
total offense. 

The contest continued to sway back-and-forth as Pitt running back Vincent Davis reached paydirt with an eight-yard gain to even the score at 17 with 
6:20 to go in the second stanza. EMU jumped ahead on its next drive, grinding out nine plays for 48-yards as Ryland knocked in a 45-yard attempt with 1:32 
remaining in the second period. After Pitt threw two consecutive incompletions, a sack from freshman Mikey Haney forced the Panthers to punt, but the 
Eagles ran out of time on their final series of the first half as they took a 20-17 lead into the locker room. 

Pitt recorded the only three points of the third quarter. It seemed as though the Eagles had their backs against the wall after Glass threw his only pick of 
the night, but Pitt had seven different players called for unsportsmanlike conduct, backing up the Panthers to the EMU 29. The Panthers continued to go the 
wrong way, and had to settle for a 51-yard field goal to tie the game at 20-20 with 4:16 left in the third. 

The Eagles reached midfield by the end of the third quarter, and capped an 11-play, 63-yard drive with 10:45 left in the fourth quarter. Glass ran for a 
game-high 24-yards to get to the Pitt 13. He gained three yards on the ground two plays later, before converting a 3rd-and-7 with a 10-yard touchdown pass. 
to Jackson. 

Once again, The Panthers came from behind to level the score. Despite senior Shawn Simeon’s sack that forced a 2nd-and-22 at the EMU 30, the Panthers 
crossed the goal line two plays later as Pickett found Jared Wayne for a 19-yard strike to knot the game at 27 apiece with 8:22 to go in regulation. The game 
continued to hang in the balance, but Ryland's late field goal was bested by Pitt's touchdown with 47 seconds on the clock.

The Eagles finished their season with a 7-6 overall record 


MOBILE, Ala. (EMUEagles.com) -- The 130th season of Eastern Michigan University football officially came to 
a close, Dec. 18, 2021, with a tough, 56-20, setback to Liberty University in the LendingTree Bowl at Hancock 
Whitney Stadium in Mobile, Ala. 

The Flames improved to 8-5 on the season while the Eagles dropped to 7-6. 

Senior quarterback Ben Bryant led Eastern Michigan's passing attack with 200-yards through the air. 

Sophomore Samson Evans led all Eagles rushers with 52-yards and one touchdown in the contest, picking 
up 4.0-yards per carry. Freshman Darius Boone Jr. also added 51-yards on the ground, averaging 4.2-yards per 
carry. 

Junior wide out Hassan Beydoun pulled in 11-catches for 83-yards. 

Senior Jeff Hubbard paced the Eastern Michigan defensive effort, totaling one interception. Senior defensive 
end Turan Rush added six tackles, 1.0 TFL, and one sack in the loss. 

Both Eastern Michigan and Liberty forced one turnover in Saturday's contest, with Eastern Michigan turning 
that takeaway into seven points. 


How It Happened 

Eastern Michigan took a 3-0 lead over Liberty after scoring the game's first points on the first drive of the 
game. Liberty then scored to take a 13-3 lead before the Eagles put a touchdown on the board to cut into the 
lead and make it a 13-10 game. 

Eastern Michigan scored again with 5:26 left in the fourth quarter to narrow the advantage and make it a 
56-13 game. The Eagles scored one more time in the contest, narrowing the gap to 56-20. 


Game Notes 

» Eastern Michigan converted 6-of-17 third downs while Liberty was successful on 3-of-9. 

» Senior Terry Myrick led the Eagles with eight tackles. 

»EMU used its opening drive to go 66-yards over 14 plays and score a field goal. The drive was the fifth game- 
opener this season in which EMU came away with points. 

» Bryant threw for 200-yards in the game on 23-of-36 passing. His performance moved him past 3,000-yards 
passing this season, the single-best mark of his career. 

» Beydoun finished the game with 83-yards on 11-receptions. The effort was his team-leading sixth game of 
the season with five-or-more catches in a game. Beydoun finished the season with a team-best 94-receptions. 
» EMU saw seven different pass catchers finish the contest with 10-or-more yards in the contest. 

» Senior Thomas Odukoya brought down a 15-yard reception for the Eagles in the contest. That play was his 
second-longest haul of the season. 

» Junior kicker Chad Ryland was a perfect 2-for-2 on field goal attempts in the game. Ryland finished the season 
hitting 18 consecutive field goals, the single-best stretch of his career. 

» Hubbard made an impact in the secondary against Liberty, recording his first interception of the season (third 
career) and second-ever pick-six. His first score via an interception came in 2017, when he ran an INT back 
46-yards for a score against Ball State, Nov. 2. 

» Eastern's pick-six, via Hubbard, was the team's first since it ran back a 98-yard pick for a score at Wisconsin, 
Sept. 11. 

» EMU was called for nine penalties (82-total yards). This was just the sixth game for EMU with more than four 
penalties. Coming into the contest, EMU was the most disciplined team in the country in every major category. 
» Senior punter Jake Julien booted five punts for 232-yards (46.4 per kick), with a long of 50. Julien ended his 
career with a punt of 50+ yards in three consecutive bowl games. 

» Freshman Zach Westmoreland hauled in the team's longest reception of the game, a 21-yarder.

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EMU Rolls Past San Jose State, 41-27, in Boise 


Eastern overcame a 13-point deficit to earn the program's second postseason victory 


BOISE, Idaho (EMUEagles.com) - The Eastern Michigan University football team is officially bringing home a championship trophy after defeating 
the San Jose State University football team, 41-27, in the 26th Annual Famous Idaho Potato Bowl, played, Dec. 20, 2022, inside Albertsons Stadium 
in Boise, Idaho. 

Down 13-0 to begin the game, Eastern (9-4, 5-3 MAC) scored an incredible 33 unanswered points between the mid-first and early third quarter to 
take control of the game and earn its ninth win of the season and first bowl game win since 1987. 

Quarterback Taylor Powell earned the Famous Idaho Potato Bowl's Most Valuable Player honor after going 18-for-30 for 298-yards, accounting 
for two touchdowns in the victory. 

Senior running back Samson Evans totaled 82-rushing yards on 25-carries, notching two touchdowns for the Green and White. Fellow back 
Jaylon Jackson totaled 54-rushing yards including a 31-yard touchdown run to help push Eastern past SJSU. 

On the outside, junior Darius Lassiter hauled in six passes for 108-yards and two touchdowns to lead the receiving corps. He is just the 16th 
player to go for more than 100-yards through the air in the bowl game's history. 

Defensively, defensive back Joshua Scott totaled four pass break ups, the second most in EMU single-game history, and an interception for the 
Eagles. Furthermore, senior Russell Vaden IV grabbed an interception to seal the game for the Eagles while senior linebacker Luke Cameron added 
an interception for the Green and White defense. 


How it Happened 

Down 13-2, the Eagles engineered four touchdown drives before intermission, including a bowl-record 96-yard drive that spanned 13-plays and 
concluded with a one-yard touchdown pass from Powell to Lassiter. 

Two of Eastern Michigan's scoring series began courtesy of an interception, one each from Cameron and Scott. Evans punched in a pair of 
touchdowns on the ground in the opening half. 

San Jose State marched 59-yards in just over a minute to score the game's first points. Junior quarterback Chevan Cordeiro found the end zone 
on a 27-yard scamper to cap the three-play opening possession. 

The Spartans outscored the Eagles 14-11 in the second half, as Cordeiro tossed a pair of 17-yard touchdowns to senior wide receivers Nick Nash 
and Isaiah Hamilton. Cordeiro finished 26-for-44 for 366-yards and four touchdowns (three passing, one rushing). 


Game Notes 

» Down 13-0 with just over seven minutes on the clock, EMU's special teams came up big. Junior Sterling Miles busted through to block his third PAT 
attempt of the season, his and the team's first since it blocked a point-after at Ball State, Oct. 22. He has the only three PAT blocks for the team this 
season, and three of the four during the Chris Creighton era (2014-Pres.). 

» Miles' blocked kick was returned 97-yards for a touchdown by Junior Tristin Hines. It was the first PAT returned for a score for Eastern Michigan 
since Ryan Downard also ran a blocked PAT back for a 97-yard score against the University of Michigan, Oct. 6, 2007. 

» The Eastern Michigan offense used the momentum from the special teams unit to pull itself back in the game during its third offensive possession 
of the game. The Eagles used a seven-play, 74-yard drive capped by a one-yard Evans touchdown to find the pay dirt. The touchdown was Evans' 
career-best 14th of the season. 

» The EMU scoring unit put together another scoring drive in its first touch of the ball in the second quarter. The Eagles used 13-plays to march 
96-yards to find the end zone yet again. That score, the longest of the season for Eastern Michigan in terms of yards, gave EMU its first lead of the 
game, 15-13. 

» EMU's 96-yard scoring drive was capped by a one-yard Lassiter touchdown reception. The catch was Lassiter's third touchdown of the season, 
and capped a four-reception drive for the first-year Eagle. The four receptions tied for the second-best single-game total for Lassiter this season. 

» The Eastern Michigan defense came up big in numerous spots in the first half. After a critical fourth-down stop to begin the second quarter, 
it was Cameron that hauled in his first career interception. Just one possession later, Scott added his third interception of the season. The three 
interceptions gave EMU multiple picks in a game for the fourth time this season, the most four any Chris Creighton-led team (2014-Pres.). The trio 
of picks ties a season-high for the Eagles (three - Akron, Nov. 8; three - Central Michigan, Nov. 25). 

» Evans added another rushing score with just under five minutes remaining in the second quarter. The touchdown was his second of the game, 
giving him his career-best fifth multiple-score game of the season. 

» Lassiter added his second score of the game, a 28-yard grab, with just 55-seconds on the clock in the second quarter. Coming into the game, Lassiter 
had never recorded a multiple-score game, and had just two total touchdowns. 

» EMU totaled 21-points in the second quarter of today's game. Eastern scored 21-points in a single frame just one other time this season, against 
Western Michigan, Oct. 8. 

» Eastern scored 33-unanswered points between the first and third quarters of today's game. That number is the most for the team in any game 
this season. 

» EMU scored its first points of the third quarter when sophomore kicker Jestis Gomez drilled a 51-yard field goal with 8:23 on the clock. The kick 
was his second-longest of the season, just four yards behind his EMU-record 55-yard kick at Ball State. Gomez is 2-of-3 from 50+ yards this season. 

» Jackson used a 31-yard touchdown run to help give EMU a 41-20 lead in the third quarter. It was Jackson's second rushing score of the season and 
his third total (kick return touchdown vs. University of Buffalo, Sept. 24). Jackson finished with 54-yards on the ground on seven totes. 

» Vaden IV sealed Eastern's victory with his first interception of the 2022 campaign. The pick is his fourth in his collegiate career, as he earned three 
in the 2021 season. 

» Coming into the game, San Jose State had committed just six turnovers the entire season. Eastern Michigan forced them into three. It was the 
fourth game this season, and second consecutive, in which EMU has forced three turnovers.

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EMU Falls to South Alabama in 68 Ventures Bowl 


The Eagles competed in their bowl game in as many years 


MOBILE, Ala. (EMUEagles.com) - TThe Eastern Michigan University football team closed out its 2023 season with a loss to the University of 
South Alabama in the 68 Ventures Bowl in Mobile, Ala., Saturday, Dec. 23. The Eagles, who competed in a program-record third consecutive 
bowl game, finished the year with a 6-7 record. 

Quarterback Cam'Ron McCoy led the Eagles offense as the junior set career-highs across the board, finishing the game with 12 
completions for 73 yards while rushing the ball 13 times for 73 yards, averaging 5.6 yards per carry. McCoy also notched the first touchdown 
of his career as he found pay dirt from 10 yards out in the fourth quarter. 

Defensively, Luke Cameron excelled for the Green and White as he racked up seven tackles to lead the team. Cameron's seven stops also 
marked a career-high for the graduate student. 

Jaylon Jackson accumulated a team-best 78 all-purpose yards, which were helped by his 48-yard kickoff return, which tied an EMU bowl 
game record. Also in special teams play, Mitchell Tomasek continued to rack up punting yards as the All-MAC First Team selection finished 
the game with 296 yards on six punts for an average of 49.3 yards per boot. With his yardage, Tomasek finished the season with 3,060 yards 
to bring his career total to 5,219, which makes him the 12th player to reach the 5,000-yard mark. 


How It Happened 
Eastern Michigan responded to an early 17-0 South Alabama advantage with a second quarter field goal by Jesus Gémez to narrow the 
deficit to 17-3. The Eagles responded with a touchdown after South Alabama increased its lead to 59-3 to make it a 59-10 game. 


Game Notes 

» Joe Sparacio plucked the ball out of midair late in the first quarter, granting Eastern possession in South Alabama territory. The 
interception marks the second of Sparacio's EMU tenure and goes down as the third overall in his career as he tallied one while playing 
for Boston College in 2019. 

» Jaylon Jackson tied the mark for the longest kick return in an EMU bowl game as the running back ran it back 48 yards in the second 
quarter to set up the Eagles’ offense on the ensuing drive. Jackson's return ties former Huron Glennard Smith, who returned a San Jose 
State kickoff 48 yards in Eastern's 30-27 win over the Spartans in the 1987 California Bowl, securing the then-Hurons' first bowl victory, 
Dec. 10, 1987. 

» Bryce Eliuk registered the first kick return of his collegiate football career as he corralled the USA squib kick, returning the ball four yards. 
» Luke Cameron carved out a career-high in tackles tonight as he tabbed seven stops throughout the contest. 

» With a 16-yard rush in the third quarter, Cam'Ron McCoy notched both the longest rush of the night for the Eagles and the longest rush in 
his youthful career. McCoy set career-highs across the board tonight as the junior finished the game with 12 completions for 73 yards while 
rushing the ball 13 times for 73 yards, averaging 5.6 yards per carry. 

» Mitchell Tomasek continued to rack up punting yards as the All-MAC First Team selection finished the game with 296 yards on six punts 
for an average of 49.3 yards per boot. With his yardage, Tomasek finished the season with 3,060 yards to bring his career total to 5,219, which 
makes him the 12th player to reach the 5,000-yard mark. Moreover, with his 296 punting yards tonight, Tomasek set an Eastern Michigan 
record for the most punting yards in a bowl game, surpassing former Eagle Jake Julien who previously held the record by punting five 
times for 246 yards in the 2019 Quick Lane Bowl, Dec. 26, 2019. Additionally, Tomasek averaged 49.3 yards per boot, the seventh best figure 
in program history in a single game. 

» First year Eagle Londyn Craft took down the South Alabama signal caller in the third quarter, marking the first sack of his collegiate 
football career. 

» Terry Lockett Jr. set a career-high tonight as the wide receiver hauled in two catches for 29 yards. One of those catches went for 15 yards, 
the longest reception of Lockett Jr's career. 

» Brian Dooley closed out his stellar collegiate campaign as the 2023 Disney Spirit Award recipient, making his 60th career start in his 62nd 
career game played. Dooley is the program's leader in both categories, surpassing Sidy Sow (2018-22) for both records earlier this season. 


Historical Notes 

» With the loss, the Eagles close their 2023 season with a 6-7 overall record. 

» Eastern is now 2-5 all-time in bowl games. The last time the Eagles were victorious in a bowl game came last year at the 2022 Famous Idaho. 
Potato Bowl with a 41-27 win over San Jose State. 

» The loss drops Eastern to 0-4 all-time when playing in the state of Alabama, including 0-2 this season after dropping a 21-0 decision at 
Jacksonville State, Sept. 23. The other two losses came in bowl games, including the 2021 LendingTree Bowl (Mobile), and the 2018 Camellia 
Bowl (Montgomery). 

» Eastern is 0-3 this season against teams it faced for the first time in program history. Earlier this year, the Eagles dropped road games at 
Minnesota, 25-6, Sept. 9, before falling at Jax State. 

» The Eagles fell to 1-5 when appearing on ESPN with all six games coming during bowl season. The lone win came last year in the Famous 
Idaho Potato Bowl, a 41-27 defeat of San Jose State, Dec. 20, 2022, in Boise, Idaho.
